The most dangerous drug of the 90s comes to 
northern New England. Is Massachusetts next? 
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N A CHILLY autumn night, Scott 
Hafford, a man with no criminal 
history, got his guns and went to rob 
somebody. It was a few minutes past 9 
p.m. on November 13, 1997, when 
Hafford, a 31-year-old construction worker, 
drove to the Paradis Family 
Supermarket in Fort Kent, 
Maine, a small logging village on 
the US-Canadian border. He 
pulled on a ski mask, grabbed 
his .44 Magnum revolver, and | 
stuck a sawed-off 12-gauge > 
shotgun in his belt. He forced his 
way into the supermarket, which 
had just closed, and demanded 
that employees open the safe. He threatened to 
kill anyone who didn’t cooperate. 

It soon became clear that the employees 
weren’t capable of opening the market’s safe. 
Flustered, Hafford yelled at the workers to 
lie down on the floor. He then took a young 
male employee by the shoulder and led him 
out the market’s rear entrance, pausing 
briefly to have the employee run back and 
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grab him two cases of Budweiser. Hafford 
must have thought he was home free, but 
when he got outside, he was confronted by an 
armed Fort Kent patrolman, who screamed 
at him to put down his weapon. After a brief, 
tense standoff, Hafford gave up, whereupon 
he was tackled by police. 

ius Com iemeiom Conia 
Michaud, who arrived at the 
|| market moments later, says he 
found the handcuffed suspect in 
a nearly delirious state. 
Hafford, who was from the 
. town of Bridgewater, 100 miles 
“*| to the south, told police he was 
high on crank — slang for 
methamphetamine, a powerful synthetic 
stimulant that causes intense feelings of 
euphoria, as well as paranoia, and is 
sometimes tied to violence. Hafford, it turned 
out, had been bingeing on crank for five 
straight days without sleep. 

‘“‘He was crazier than a cut cat,’”’ Michaud 
recalls. “‘He was not himself at all.”

The Treasury scandal shows why the state must do a far 
better job of watching those who keep track of the money 


Eyes wide shut 


ORE THAN ANYTHING, the 

still-unfolding scandal in the State 

Treasurer’s Office — including 
the lottery, which the treasurer oversees 
— speaks to a stunning lack of oversight. 

Since taking office last January, Trea- 
surer Shannon O’Brien has been on full- 
time scandal patrol, cleaning up the mess- 
es left behind by her 
predecessor, Joe Mal- 
one. Two of Malone’s 
managers have been ac- 
cused of stealing 
$8.9 million from the 
Unpaid Check Func, 
and Attorney General 
Tom Reilly’s investiga- 
tion continues. Several 
weeks ago O’Brien fired 
a lottery employee, and 
suspended two others, 
in connection with the 
theft of $24,000 worth 
of scratch tickets. 

Now Auditor Joe DeNucci has weighed 
in with a report showing lax financial ac- 
countability and nonexistent security at 
the lottery. Unfortunately, DeNucci’s 
credibility was shattered when the Spring- 
field Union News and the Boston Herald 
debunked the most widely publicized part 
of his report. It turns out that a number of 
people whom DeNucci identified as possi- 
bly using fake names in order to avoid tax- 
es, such as “Chris Mis” and “Nu Bank,” 
are, in fact, real. 

Despite that embarrassment, the prob- 
lems DeNucci’s office unearthed should 
not be ignored. Among other things, the 
audit found that 1800 people who gave 
the lottery undeliverable addresses owe 
$7 million in withholding taxes; lottery

STRANGER THAN FICTION 


About a year ago I was approached by 
Al Gore with a special assignment 
[“George’s Road to Riches,” News and 
Features, July 9]. “Can you,” he said, 
“find a complete idiot to run against me? 
Somebody who has no knowledge of in- 
ternational politics, an average or below- 
average brain, and a party-boy mentality. 
Someone who’s coasted to where he is 
based purely on his father’s reputation; 
and if the father coasted to where he was 
based on his father’s reputation, all the 
better.” 

“Can’t be done, Al,” I told him. 
“Quayle isn’t stupid enough to try to run 
again. We’ve got nobody.”

“What’s the point, though, Al? Why go 
out of your way to find trouble? You’re 
going to be running against Liddy Dole 


sales agents owe the state $15 million; in- 
ternal records for 29,000 winning instant- 
game tickets are incomplete; and unse- 
cured mounds of scratch tickets were left 
at lottery headquarters in Braintree, 
where employees could easily grab a 
handful or two. 

The lottery takes in $3.2 billion in rev- 
enue each year — an 
enormous chunk of 
money that’s equiva- 
lent to 15 percent of 
the entire state bud- 
get. Given such num- 
bers, it’s distressing, 
to say the least, that 
the lottery has not 
been subjected to 
regular, ongoing au- 
dits. Indeed, O’Brien 
has been complaining 
about slack oversight 
at the lottery since 
she first ran for trea- 

surer, unsuccessfully, in 1994. But it 
wasn’t until last year that DeNucci turned 
his attention to what has clearly been a 
cesspool of corruption. 

DeNucci’s blunder points to the prob- 
lems inherent in having elected officials 
investigate other elected officials. (Politi- 
cal insiders say that DeNucci would love 
to be named the state’s inspector general. 
But his department’s sloppy and too-long- 
delayed performance on at least one as- 
pect of the lottery audit doesn’t inspire 
confidence.) O’Brien has commissioned 
an outside, independent audit of the lot- 
tery, but that’s not sufficient, given her 
office’s enormous responsibility in han- 
dling taxpayers’ and lottery players’ mon- 
ey. Governor Paul Cellucci and legislative

SPORTS VERSUS ARTS 


The main reason the state government 
is reluctant to dole out cash for “cultural 
and arts facilities” is that, quite frankly, 
the “cultural and arts facilities” you refer 
to are vastly unpopular compared to the 


leaders should push for the creation of a 
bipartisan, blue-ribbon commission to get 
to the bottom of the Treasury scandal, not 
just to learn what happened, but to rec- 
ommend systemic changes. The model: 
the Ward Commission, formed in re- 
sponse to a massive state construction 
scandal in the 1970s. 

As lawmakers and other elected officials 
consider how to fix the Treasurer’s Office, 
they should be encouraged to think big. 
Perhaps they should even consider making 
the treasurer a gubernatorial appointee. 
There’s a strong argument to be made that 
the treasurer should be a financial profes- 
sional whose performance the governor 
should be held accountable for — just as 
he is for the performance of, say, his sec- 
retaries of public safety, social services, 
and transportation. Malone, after all, was 
elected on a reform platform in 1990, 
promising to clean up the office after Bob 
Crane’s controversial 26-year tenure. It’s 
now obvious that, somewhere along the 
way, Malone fell down on the job, and fell 
down hard. O’Brien has been making the 
right moves, but she, like her predeces- 
sors, lacks experience as a financial execu- 
tive. It’s time to depoliticize the state’s 
money-management operations. 

Whether the treasurer is elected or ap- 
pointed, the Malone-era scandals are 
proof that far greater scrutiny must be giv- 
en to those charged with keeping track of 
the money. Cleaning out the stables once 
every few decades simply isn’t enough. 
The Treasury — and the lottery, in partic- 
ular — must be subjected to permanent, 
outside, independent scrutiny. &

As such, they’re playing the same 
game, and professional sports are far 
more popular with people than are arts 
facilities. If you’re gonna play the game, 
don’t whine when you lose.

REHABILITATE THE LAW 


Ben Geman reveals the irrationality of 
rejecting recovered drug offenders from 
employment in state-supported rehabilita- 
tion programs on the basis of positive 
CORI reports [“Addicted to Punish- 
ment,” News and Features, July 2]. Dur- 
ing the Sargent administration (1970- 
72), the Commonwealth’s drug-abuse 
prevention and treatment strategy was to 
rely on therapeutic community and other 
self-help programs primarily staffed by 
former drug users. They were cost-effec- 
tive and more successful than the profes- 
sionally dominated activities that largely 
replaced them. 

This is only one of many instances of 
the bureaucratic stupidity that the CORI 
system brought to the state’s hiring and 
contracting practices. As it relies on ar- 
rest reports, and disproportionate per- 
centages of African-American and Latino 
citizens are subject to arrest, the system 
amounts to a vicious form of institutional 
racism.

BUFFER-ZONE BATTLES 


Dan Kennedy’s recent attack on the 
lead legislative sponsors of the Buffer 
Zone Bill [“The Second Annual Muzzle 
Awards,” News and Features, July 2] is 
appalling and egregiously misinformed. If 
enacted, this bill would merely require 
protesters to stand 25 feet — about a 
dozen steps — away from the entrances 
and driveways of reproductive-health fa- 
cilities across the Commonwealth. The 
constitutional right to lawful and peaceful 
protesting, picketing, demonstrating, and 
leafleting near reproductive-health facili- 
ties is not challenged by this bill; the 
protesters would remain visible and audi- 
ble to patients, staff, and visitors, who 
also have constitutional rights. 

The buffer-zone bill balances the First 
Amendment right of persons to express 
their views near reproductive-health facil- 
ities with the right of individuals to per- 


sonal liberty, privacy, and access to unre- 
stricted medical services free from con- 
frontation, harm, and intimidation. And 
the Supreme Court agrees. In the case of 
Madison v. Women’s Health Center, the 
Supreme Court approved a 36-foot buffer 
zone around the entrances of the clinic. 
Chief Justice William Rehnquist averred 
that buffer zones impede “no more free 
speech than necessary to accomplish the 
government interest [of public safety and 
order].” 

Contrary to Kennedy’s assertions, no 
one has suggested that this public-safety 
measure would stop another John Salvi. 
The 1998 National Clinic Violence Sur- 
vey Report conducted by the Feminist 
Majority Foundation, however, found that 
better enforcement of buffer zones 
around clinics correlated with reduced vi- 
olence. While safety zones cannot prevent 
the murderous actions of anti-choice ter- 
rorists, buffer zones do diminish the cli- 
mate of hostility and antagonism that can 
build up and explode during a face-to- 
face encounter at the doors of reproduc- 
tive-health facilities. 

The First Amendment does not guaran- 
tee the right to harassment and intimida- 
tion. Rather than attacking Senator Su- 
san Fargo and Representative Paul De- 
makis, Dan Kennedy should thank them 
for standing up for the rights of the thou- 
sands of women and men of Mas- 
sachusetts who enter reproductive-health 
facilities for personal and private reasons 
each year.

Times Company removed Ben 
Taylor as publisher of the Boston 

Globe and replaced him with 
Richard Gilman, one of its 
senior vice-presidents. During 
that time, not one, not two, not 
three, but four of the Globe’s 
columnists have found it 
necessary to weigh in on the 
past and future of their 
newspaper and what it all 
means. 

Individually, each column was 
well-intentioned, if not exactly a 
barnburner. Put them together, 
though, and you have to ask:

First out of the gate was 
Metro/Region columnist Brian 
McGrory, whose July 13 buttering-up of the 
Taylors left him with egg on his face a few days 
later. McGrory wrote that “a $1000 investment in 
Globe stock in 1973 was worth $120,000 only 20 
years later. There are pressroom workers who drive 
Cadillacs and Lincolns to their Cape Cod vacation 
houses every Friday afternoon because of their 
well-placed faith in the Brahmin Taylors.” This past 
Monday, in a letter to the editor, McGrory was 
torched by Martin Callaghan, head of the 
pressmen’s union, who pointed out that only eight 
of the Globe’s 229 pressroom employees have 
Saturdays off — and that, although some union 
members invested in Globe stock, their salaries trail 
those of reporters, columnists, and editors by a 
considerable margin. 

Probably the most workmanlike — in terms of 
actually providing some analysis and insight — was 
John Ellis’s July 15 op-ed piece, in which he 
expressed the belief that the hiring of Gilman had 
more to do with the Internet than anything else.

Smoking out the 
marijuana debate 


It was only a matter of time before the boys on 
Capitol Hill barked back at the much-ballyhooed 
government report that found marijuana to have 
therapeutic value for sick people. The report, 
which was written by the National Academy of 
Science’s Institute of Medicine (IOM), was a 
pants-down embarrassment to the feds, who have 
long maintained that pot has no use as medicine. 

So this summer, the US House Subcommittee 
on Criminal Justice, Drug Policy, and Human 
Resources is hosting a set of hearings called “The 
Pros and Cons of Drug Legalization, 
Decriminalization, and Harm Reduction.” Given 
that bold title, one might assume there’d be an 
open, compassionate discussion about the 
positives and negatives of initiating federal drug- 
policy reform. 

Yeah, right. Saying the House hearings are 
about discussing drug-policy reform is like saying 
the McCarthy hearings were about understanding 
Communism. Mostly, the hearings have been a 
boxing ring for 
pols to take their 
licks at drug-law 
reformers, the 
IOM report, and 
the medical- 
marijuana statutes 
that have been 
passed by voters in 
eight states, as well 
as in Washington, 
DC. “Given how

hearing,” says Ethan Nadelman, the director of 
the Lindesmith Center, a drug-policy-reform 
group in New York City that’s funded by 
billionaire philanthropist George Soros. 

Indeed, the hearings have seen Representatives 
John Mica (R-Florida), Bob Barr (R-Georgia), 
and Mark Souder (R-Indiana) compete to see 
who can say the dumbest thing about drug policy. 
Souder argued against calling the hearings “The 
Pros and Cons of Drug Legalization” in the first 
place, saying, “We do not have hearings called 
‘The Pros and Cons of Rape.’” Mica, the 
subcommittee chairman, announced that “drug 
use is soaring among 12th graders,” which may 
surprise researchers for the University of 
Michigan’s federally funded Monitoring the 
Future Study, who announced last December that 
drug use by 12th graders had gone down for the 
first time in eight years. And Barr wondered 
aloud whether George Soros could be prosecuted 
by the Justice Department for helping to fund the 
drug-policy-reform debate. But that suggestion 
drew a harsh rebuke from, of all people, drug 
czar Barry McCaffrey, who told Barr that “it’s a 
legitimate topic in a democracy to debate whether 
or not these psychoactive drugs should be more 
available in your community.” Put that in your 
pipe and smoke it, Representative.

Phish fans get P.E. flashbacks 


At the July 12 Phish concert at the Tweeter Center, 
Jane Woycik and her husband, Alex, had the chance 
to introduce their three-year-old daughter to the joys 
of live music. Their daughter loved it, but not 
everyone in the audience had such a carefree 
experience. Woycik, a 35-year-old nurse, says she 
was appalled to see event staff harassing a number of 
young concertgoers — apparently at random — by 
forcing them to do push-ups. 

“The first time I saw it, | was walking by one of 
the concession stands near the restrooms at the left 
far corner of the lawn,” says Woycik. “I saw a group 
of men in royal-blue shirts that said EVENT STAFI 





telling a young man to drop and give them 15 or the man would have to leave.” 
Woycik says she encountered a second group of event staff standing before another audience member, who 
was just completing a set of push-ups. She also saw staff members encircling a third young man, counting and 


laughing as he did push-ups. 


“These kids paid $30 to get into this concert, and the public humiliation the staff put them through was 
appalling,” says Alex Woycik. It might have been dangerous as well, he adds. “I mean, how did those workers 
know those kids were physically capable of doing push-ups? What if one of those kids had a heart problem or 


something?” 


Asked about the incident, Tweeter Center spokesperson Kathy Rochefort initially laughed it off, saying, 
“Maybe there were some bad mushrooms being passed around.” When she later asked around, she found that 
no one she spoke to knew anything about the alleged harassment. 

“I’ve been here since 1985 and I’ve never heard of such a thing,” Rochefort says. “It just seems so absurd.” 

That’s for sure, Jane Woycik says. “It was absurd, and awful to watch.”

More IPOD ire in the Fenway 


Not far from where the Boston Red Sox were beating up 
the Florida Marlins Tuesday night, the following took place: 
one city-council candidate proved the strength of his vocal 
cords, one group of Fenway activists affirmed its flair for the 
theatrical, and the process of expanding community input 
on Fenway neighborhood planning inched forward. 

At the Boston Arts Academy on Ipswich Street, Boston 
Redevelopment Authority (BRA) officials presided over 
another heated public meeting aimed at creating an Interim 
Planning Overlay District (IPOD) for the Fenway. The not- 
so-sexy acronym has become a flashpoint for residents’ 
concerns over their.ability to.influence — or, depending on 
your point of view, obstruct — development in a 
neighborhood where many residents feel under siege by 
construction plans, notably the Sox’ muscular push to build 
a new stadium. Some Fenway activists say the process of 
creating a new community task force to help oversee 
development is being corrupted by the presence of 
“institutional interests” such as groups linked to Boston 
University and the Longwood-area hospitals. 

That beef is high on the list of the Fenway Action 
Coalition, which believes the Red Sox and other large 
developers will erode quality of life in the Fenway by 
increasing traffic, smog, and other problems. “What do we 
want? Community planning! When do we want it? Now!” 
chanted the 20 to 25 demonstrators who marched outside 

the academy before Tuesday’s meeting. 

The turbulence continued indoors when Anthony 
Schinella, candidate for the District Eight city-council seat 
being vacated by incumbent Tom Keane, mixed it up with 
BRA director Tom O’Brien over the make-up of the task 
force. “You are out of order!” yelled O’Brien, exasperated 
with attempts to shout him down. “You are out of order,” 
bellowed Schinella, even louder. “You work for us!”

TV Guide’s “Hits & Misses” gave FX’s new The Dick & 
Paula Celebrity Special an 8 (out of 10), but what it didn’t 
tell you about this animated talk-show spoof, which debuted 
this past Tuesday at 10 p.m., is that the stars aren’t just any 
Dick and Paula, not even, say, Richard Benjamin and Paula 
Prentiss, but Boston’s own thespian husband-and-wife team 
of Richard Snee and Elliot Norton Award winner Paula 
Plum.

| was suspicious of the Mass Pike’s Fast Lane program 
from the start. The idea of electronic toll collecting isn’t new. 
You paste an unattractive “transponder” on your windshield 
and then “sail right through” designated toll booths as 
sophisticated high-tech monitoring gear logs your passing. 
They bill you later. It works in New York and New Jersey. 
But | was suspicious — suspicious that the billing would be 
screwed up and the appeal bureaucracy would be 
impenetrable; suspicious that Fast Lane was just some 
money-making scheme for chairman James Kerasiotes’s 
Turnpike Authority; suspicious that Fast Lane was just 
another surveillance-society ploy to track our every move. 

Suspicion turned to resentment when | read the sign-up 
details. Unlike, say, in New York, where the similar (and 
compatible) E-ZPass program comes with economic 
incentives, Fast Lane actually costs extra — a $50 security 
deposit (or, through a typical Massachusetts sweetheart 
deal with BankBoston, you can let the Mass Pike tap 
directly into your checking account) and a $27.50 deposit 
on the ugly transponder. And no discount on tolls. Hmmm 
... that’s $77.50 up front to save a minute and a half a day 
waiting in line at toll booths. No thanks. 

So, even though | commute from Framingham to Boston 
daily, | remain a Slow Laner. 

Fast Lane kicked off statewide on June 30, immediately 
creating four-mile-long jams and general confusion — in 
the face of which one defensive Kerasiotes spokesperson 
got on TV and protested, “This system does work.” Wrong, 
guy. It works fine during off hours. At rush hour, the best a 
commuter can hope for is to sail through a toll booth and 
then stop dead within 500 feet behind a line of merging 
traffic. Electronic-toll systems do work in New York, where 
they have capacious multi-lane toll plazas with miles of 
straight road on both sides. Mass Pike plazas, by contrast, 
are cramped. Four toll booths handle the traffic flow at the 
Allston exit, dumping drivers into a road-design nightmare 
involving two stop lights and a steady stream of trucks 
crossing three lanes to avoid Storrow Drive. At exit 10 in 
Auburn, it’s so crowded that one toll collector works both 
sides of the booth. At the Route 128 interchange at 
Weston, unbroken lines of exiting eastbound and 
westbound drivers have to cross paths (often twice, thanks 
to the toll booths) in a very short span to get to the north or 
south 128 entrance ramp. It’s absurd in the first place, and 
effectively eliminating toll booths for the convenience of the 
Fast Lane minority only makes things worse. 

What really happens at rush hour is that lines of exiting 
commuters (exaggerated by the loss of toll booths) wall off 
the Fast Lanes, forcing Fast Laners to fight their way 
through heavy traffic. Meanwhile, cash-lane drivers are 
jockeying for position to find a lane that feeds their exit 
ramp without forcing them to cross paths with Fast Laners 
on the other side of the toll booths. If more people signed 
up for Fast Lane, this would only get worse. 

What's the solution? Okay — two possibilities. Install 
Fast Lane hardware on ail the toll booths. Fast Lane 
subscribers could then fly through the designated Fast 
Lane, or wait in line and drive through a cash lane. Just like 
an exact-change lane. Or better yet, just tear down all those 
toll booths and dismantle the Turnpike Authority. That truly 
would let us drive the Pike nonstop.

Twenty thousand lobsters and not a stick of butter in sight 


family that has owned Hook for 75 years. Mulkerrin walks 
through the warehouse gesturing almost indifferently at a 
crate of live lobsters here, a banquet’s worth of picked 
lobster meat there. He says there’s no inside secret to 
buying a lobster. “They're 
all the same. It just 
depends what size you 
want,” he says. “I like the 
small ones. When we're 
having a party, we always 
do pound-and-a-halfs, that - 
size.” 

Well, they’re not quite all 
the same. Hard-shell lob- 
sters tend to be packed 
tightly with meat and cost 
a bit more. For the period 
just after a lobster molts, 
its shell is soft. In summer there are a lot of soft-shell 
lobsters; these are cheaper but less full of meat. Then 
again, many people, Mulkerrin among them, think soft- 

shell meat is sweeter. 
You don’t need to know that much about 
lobster to visit Hook. You can walk in off 
the street and leave with a pair of lob- 
sters, a bag of steamer clams, and a 
big pot to cook them in. Or you can 
just play tourist, like the family of 
five that arrives while Mulkerrin is 
talking and takes snapshots of the 
monster crustaceans lurking in the 
front-window tank. A little girl gin- 
gerly pets a 12-pound lobster.

“If they 
want it bad enough,” Mulkerrin says, “they'll find us.” 

As for price: on a recent day, a one-and-a-half-pound 
hard-shell was $6.99 per pound, about the same as at 
any other local lobster pound and about $1 to $3 a 
pound less than your local supermarket.

AME AND NUDITY, a perennially sensational 

combination, are no longer all that scandalous. 

Vanessa Williams has bounced back fairly well 
since abdicating her Miss America crown over pictures 
in Penthouse; more recently, radio host Dr. Laura Sch- 
lessinger lost not one tittle of her moral authority when 
a Web site published an old boyfriend’s snapshots of her 
private assets. 

The risks for obscure people, however, may be a bit 
greater. Christian Curry, a rising star in Morgan Stan- 
ley’s real-estate investment-banking division, got 
canned last year shortly after he posed nude for 
Playguy. Morgan Stanley says Curry was fired for 
expense-account discrepancies; Curry has filed a dis- 
crimination lawsuit. 

One wonders what makes a person feel the need to 
bare all in the first place. The Internet has created an 
open line of distribution not only for images of Brad Pitt 
standing naked on his hotel balcony, but also for pic- 
tures of you spread-eagled, posted by a vengeful ex. To- 
day the risks of posing naked are enough to make a guy 
cling to his briefs like Elizabeth I, who, for fear of the 
plague, didn’t change her underwear for months at a 
time. 

So why would a person, famous or obscure, take it 
off for the camera? Let’s look at this question from the 
perspective of a representative obscure person, who 
found himself semi-erect in front of a photographer he 
didn’t know from Adam.

T STARTED last

At first I felt 
like a dork, and pictures from the early parts of the ses- 
sion show a very tense person whose general stiffness 
was mitigated only by his fearfully flopping thing. I 
asked the photographer what I should be thinking 
about. 

“Marilyn said she always thought about men,” he of- 
fered. 

I conjured up my fondest sexual memories. “Oh, 
that’s great,” the photographer exclaimed, the auto-ad- 
vance on his camera ka-chooming like a toy gun. 
“That’s great. | can’t believe you’ve never done this be- 
fore.” Part of me was still smirking “bullshit,” but a big- 
ger part was letting myself become the hot guy he said I 
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was. 

When I saw the photos for the first time, | was sur- 
prised by my visceral reaction — a mostly pleased, ap- 
preciative feeling that bore little trace of my customary 
disgust when facing a mirror.

naked. But my line of work is, fortunately, more liberal 
than investment banking, and something in me had the 
good grace to laugh and shoot back some little joke. 

Then, being a Protestant mensch, I had to have an 
earnest go-round with myself over a cup of coffee. 
Shame about my body was an old habit; I’d flagrantly 
flipped that off by posing naked; I had then gotten 
caught working out my personal stuff in a public set- 
ting. But, I figured, the guy who saw those shots proba- 
bly came away with the idea that I am less self-con- 
scious than I actually am, which might result in his 
treating me as if I have more self-confidence than I re- 
ally do, which might result in my responding to him as 
if I have more self-confidence, which might result in ac- 
tually having more self-confidence. 

What dummy ever said that full exposure weakens the 
imagination? 


HEN I told a few friends about the pictures, sever- 

al of them responded by telling me that they have 
naked pictures of their own. One friend has nude pic- 
tures taken every year on his birthday, to track time’s 
treatment of his body. Another told me she had naked 
pictures taken as a young woman (one of which is 
framed and hung discreetly in her apartment) because 
she wanted to press the flower of her youthful self. A 
few admitted that they’d had pictures taken for the sole 
purpose of Internet cruising. South End photographer 
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Peter Urban, who frequently makes portraits of men in 
various stages of undress, says this last is the most-cited 
reason for his clients’ desires to bare all. “It’s market- 
ing,” he says. “People want something that’s gonna 
work for them.” 

What’s interesting about naked pictures of obscure 
people is very different from what’s interesting about 
naked pictures of famous people. Tracking down Dr. 
Laura nude on the Web is a falsely intimate event in a 
falsely intimate relationship. We fetishize the naked fa- 
mous for the same greedy reason that we look at pic- 
tures of their houses. We love to push the false promise 
that stardom always makes — that stars, though realer 
and better-looking than we are, somehow belong to us. 

Looking at naked pictures of yourself, by contrast, is 
an actually intimate event. Unlike an ephemeral mirror 
image, or the awkward snapshots we collect from trav- 
els and parties and dinners, naked pictures can provide 
a stable, almost comprehensive image of the body 
around which the mind can wrap itself — and, maybe, 
to which it can reconcile itself. 

These days the photos sit in the darkness of a filing 
cabinet beside my desk. Every once in a while I think 
about having another set taken (I mean, I’ve gained 10 
more pounds of muscle since then, and my visible abs 
have gone from four to six). | doubt I’ll go through with 
that. The first set of pictures made their point, and I 
think the job of proving it further is better left to the 
imagination. m

How did the myth about the moon being made of cheese start? 
Yoshi1009 


Via America Online 


This is the problem with being a smart-ass; 400 years later, 
out of context, you sound like an idiot. Here’s a citation from 
John Heywood’s Proverbes (1546): “The moon is made of a 
greene cheese,” greene meaning new, unaged. One can find sim- 
ilar quotes in the works of Frangois Rabelais and Thomas More. 
I’m hearing sarcasm here, but in that era before ;-) one can’t be 
sure. Other citations are clearer: “You may as soon persuade 
some Country Peasants, that the Moon is made of Green Cheese 
(as we say) as that ’tis bigger than his Cart-wheel” (Wilkins, 
New World 1, 1638), the implication being that Luna’s non- 
cheesiosity was a matter that even the rustics did not doubt. 


Why is it such a problem to convert salt water to fresh water? I 
remember doing an experiment in eighth-grade science where we 
put a magnifying glass to salt water, added sunlight, and through 
the magic of heat and condensation, presto, fresh water! Why 
can’t a giant magnifying glass be put over a section of the ocean 
and the condensation be collected for drought-stricken countries? 

A thirsty guy in Texas 


Surely you can appreciate that there might be some difficulty 
in scaling up from an eighth-grade science experiment. ‘You 
don’t see a lot of power companies plugging electrodes into gi- 
ant potatoes. Similar problems attend the implementation of 
planet-sized magnifying glasses. But don’t worry, desalinating 
seawater still isn’t particularly tough. 

Desalination was one of those wacky concepts that the popu- 
lar-science writers of the 1950s told us would change the world. 
Space colonies! Undersea farms! Computers so small you could 
hold one in your lap! Okay, so some of those ideas actually 
came to pass. Desalination of seawater did, too, but since it 
never made a huge splash in the US, our tunnel vision leads us 
to believe the technology flopped. We wouldn’t think this if we 
lived in Riyadh, though. Even though it’s hundreds of miles in- 
land, Saudi Arabia’s capital gets half its water supply from sea- 
side desalination plants. 

Desalination these days isn’t confined to desert nations with 
pots of dough. Only about 2.5 percent of the world’s H,O sup- 
ply is fresh water, and 99 percent of that is inaccessible (polar 
icecaps, deep ground water, etc.). Because of population 
growth, there’s increasing pressure to make use of water previ- 
ously considered marginal, such as the brackish (slightly saline) 
water found in parts of the southeastern US. Already there are 
12,000 desalination plants in operation worldwide, handling 
about six billion gallons per day, enough to supply 60 million to 
120 million people at the consumption rates we’re accustomed 
to in the developed world. Annual investment in new desalina- 
tion plants is estimated at about $1.5 billion. 

It'd be nice if all this could be accomplished using solar ener- 
gy, but even with giant magnifying glasses, the sun’s rays are 
too diffuse to be harnessed economically. But there’s been 
steady pressure to use energy more efficiently. For example, 
most desalination processes based on evaporation (the tech- 
nique used by the magnifying glass) are multi-staged — the 
warm-water vapor output from one stage is used to heat the in- 
coming seawater in the next. At the same time — you physics 
PhDs will appreciate this — the ambient air pressure is lowered 
at each stage, maintaining the rate of evaporation. 

An even more efficient technique is “reverse osmosis,” in 
which seawater is forced under pressure through special mem- 
branes that filter out the salt. Though evaporative processes still 
dominate the industry, RO is said to be the coming thing. 

You may consider this more technological detail than you 
need to know, but that’s because you’re not seeing the big pic- 
ture. A mere 12 years from now, the first baby boomers will 
reach retirement age. Whoever figures out how to supply the 
Arizonas and Floridas of the world with water, through desali- 
nation or other means, ain’t gonna have to worry about whether 
his Social Security check got lost in the mail. &

Indeed, Scott Hafford — a husband and a 
father of three — was a hard-core meth ad- 
dict. He also proved to be a sign of the times. 
Over the past few years, the deepest reaches 
of northern Maine have witnessed a startling, 
unprecedented burst of methamphetamine 
trafficking and use. Meth arrests and 
seizures, virtually unheard-of in the region a 
decade ago, have jumped dramatically. So 
have meth-related crimes. In May, drug 
agents working in Aroostook County (where 
Scott Hafford lived) seized seven pounds of 
methamphetamine, with an estimated street 
value of more than $320,000 — a haul local 
authorities believe is the largest meth bust in 
New England history. Meth now easily 
eclipses cocaine and heroin as the county’s 
top hard-drug priority. 

“Methamphetamine is a serious drug is- 
sue for northern Maine, and potentially for 
all of Maine,” says Jay McCloskey, the Unit- 
ed States Attorney in Bangor. “It’s one of 
the most disturbing criminal trends I’ve seen 
in my 20 years as a federal prosecutor.” 

Northern Maine’s methamphetamine 
problem troubles authorities for a number of 
reasons. The first is simply that meth is 
there. The drug — which is known alter- 
nately as speed, crank, chalk, go-fast, and, 
in its smokeable form, crystal meth, glass, 
and ice — has long been abundant along the 
West Coast and in the Midwest, where law- 
enforcement officials describe a crisis com- 
parable to the crack-cocaine chaos of the 
late 1980s to mid ’90s. But it has not deeply 
penetrated most of New England. Last year, 
for example, the Massachusetts State Police 
seized less than one-fifth of a gram of meth. 
By comparison, in Aroostook County — a 
region with a population smaller than that of 
Cambridge — 3305 grams of meth had 

been seized this year as of May. 

What’s more, the problem is continuing 
to grow. Every time one meth ring is 
stopped, another pops up. Law-enforce- 
ment authorities in the region say that lack 
of resources and personnel leaves them ill 
equipped to handle the mounting crisis. “It 
presents huge problems for our agency,” 
says Roy McKinney, the director of the 
Maine Drug Enforcement Agency 
(MDEA), the state’s chief drug-fighting 
outfit. And meth’s impact is not limited to 
the police blotter. The drug has torn apart 
families, friendships, even workplaces. 
Substance-abuse counselors in the Aroost- 
ook region report a rising number of meth- 
dependent clients — men and women, 
blue- and white-collar workers, young 
adults and old people. The drug has also 
infiltrated Aroostook’s adolescent popula- 
tion. “There are a select few [teens] who 
are using it,” says Mark Nelson, a local 
counselor who works in several Aroostook- 
area high schools. 

No one is certain how methamphetamine 
has gained a foothold here. Some people 

believe it’s coming via air mail; others think 
it was brought by truckers, by loggers, or 
by smugglers traveling down from Canada. 
It’s also quite possible that the drug is be- 
ing manufactured locally; though a clan- 
destine meth lab hasn’t been found in 
Maine for years, it’s hard to find a local 
person who doesn’t think there’s someone 
out there in the forest cooking the drug. And 
almost no one thinks the methamphetamine 
trade will stay limited to Aroostook. Offi- 
cials believe it’s only a matter of time be- 
fore meth begins arriving in heavy volume

Because, 
to paraphrase an old sporting cliché, you 
don’t stop methamphetamine. You can only 
hope to contain it. 


ernmost territory in Maine, almost two 

hours up from Bangor and spanning a 
long stretch of the US-Canadian border 
running east from Quebec to New 
Brunswick. At 6400 square miles, Aroost- 
ook makes up more than one-fifth of Maine 
and is bigger than Connecticut and Rhode 
Island combined. Almost all of it is rural. 
Potato farms, pastureland, and logging 
forests are punctuated by small townships 
huddled along US Route 1 — Houlton, 
Bridgewater, Mars Hill, Presque Isle, Cari- 
bou, Madawaska, Fort Kent. Winters in 
Aroostook tend to be cold and long, but in

summer, when the lake-laden region offers 
prime camping, fishing, and deer and bear 
hunting, it becomes a tourist destination. In 
1997 and ’98, Aroostook gained some un- 
expected notice when the band Phish played 
a series of Woodstock-like rock concerts at 
the abandoned Loring Air Force Base. 
Aroostook faces many of the problems that 
typically confront rural areas: isolation, 
poverty, and an ever-thinning population. 


More than 100,000 people lived in the county 
as recently as 1960, but that number has now 
dwindled to around 77,000. The biggest re- 
cent hit came in 1994, when the military base 
closed, eliminating 8000 jobs. Unemployment 
hovers around seven percent, about one and a 
half times the national average, and wages are 
low: the per capita income in Aroostook in 
1996 was less than $19,000. In recent years, 
the local economy has begun to stabilize as 
the sagging farming and logging industries 
have been supplemented by factory and retail 
jobs, and by a small surge of professionals ar- 
riving from urban areas. Houlton, the county 
seat, is home to a recently expanded Smith & 
Wesson plant that makes all the company’s 
handcuffs and .22-caliber pistols. Houlton 
also has a Burger King and a Wal-Mart. Still, 
like the rest of Aroostook, it has a decidedly 
small-town pace. There is one movie theater, 
one video store, and an auto-parts shop at the 
town line called Hubcap Heaven. Mennonite 
families sell vegetables out of the parking lot 
of a vacant pizza parlor. The motto on the 
masthead of the local newspaper, the Houlton 
Pioneer Times, reads: THE ONLY NEWSPAPER IN 
THE WORLD INTERESTED IN HOULTON, MAINE. 

It may not be the liveliest of places, but 
residents praise the Aroostook region for its 
unhurried way of life, its neighborly intimacy, 
and its affordability — a handsome four- 
bedroom Victorian house in downtown 
Houlton can be had for around $50,000. “I 
think they’re the friendliest people you ever 
want to meet,” says Allan Bean, a native Tex- 
an who was Loring’s iast base commander 
and now serves as Houlton’s town manager. 
“It’s the way the world was — the way peo- 
ple were in the 1950s. You should lock your 
car, but you don’t need to. You know all the 
kids. Everyone knows everyone — and ev- 
eryone looks after everyone.” 

Crime in Aroostook is generally very low 
— weekly police reports feature minor inci- 
dents such as hunting without a permit, pet- 


ty larceny, and drunken snowmobiling — 
but illicit drugs have been part of the local 
landscape for some time. Historically, the 
chief drug (besides, of course, alcohol) has 
been marijuana: local farmers hiding crops 
in the middle of the woods, roommates har- 
vesting plants in the basement. Cocaine, 
crack, heroin, and LSD made occasional 
appearances. Small amounts of metham- 
phetamine, too, had trickled in and out of 
northern Maine for years, but the supply 
was fairly limited. A trucker or a local labor- 
er might be arrested for simple possession, 
or a small-time dealer might be busted, but 
that was about the extent of it. 

The current methamphetamine problem 
in Aroostook is a totally different beast. 
Since about five years ago, when police first 
began noticing methamphetamine in the re- 
gion, the supply has steadily increased. In 
1995, agents from the MDEA (a separate 
operation from the federal Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration, or DEA) seized 106 
grams of meth in Aroostook County, 
enough to supply more than a couple hun- 
dred users (one gram of meth can supply 
eight to 20 “hits”). No meth was seized in 
1996, but in 1997, the total rose to 429 
grams. The next year, 788 grams were 
seized, and 1999 — thanks to the big bust 
in May — has seen a haul of more than 
3000 grams so far. Those sums are quite 
small compared to the totals in meth-infest- 
ed regions like the West Coast, but they are 
not insignificant, either. “Seven pounds is a 
big case in anyone’s book, whether it’s 
Maine or California,” says McCloskey, the 
US Attorney. “And the thought of it in 
Aroostook is startling, to say the least.” 

And it appears that Aroostook’s seizures 
are unrivaled elsewhere in New England. 
Though the US Drug Enforcement Adminis- 
tration’s New England field office reports that 
methamphetamine use has been rising in this

area over the past few years — a clandestine 
lab was seized in Westport, Massachusetts, in 
January 1998, for example — it’s fair to say 
that it’s not yet common in this part of the 
country, where cocaine, crack, and heroin re- 
main the top problems. “We’ve not seen as 
severe a meth problem as we’ve seen in other 
parts of the country,” says New England 
DEA spokesperson Pamela Mersky-Hay. 
“However, the availability is increasing.” Tom 
Clark, a Boston-based epidemiologist who 
monitors New England drug trends for the 
National Institutes of Health’s Community 
Epidemiology Work Group, agrees that meth 
is a small part of the overall local drug land- 
scape. “There’s been very little activity,” Clark 
says. “What’s going on in Maine looks like 
one of those unpredictable blips.” 

It can be difficult for a person from New 
England to appreciate the extent of the 
methamphetamine problem that plagues 
much of this country. But make no mistake: 
in many parts of the US, meth is the illegal 
drug of the 1990s. Fueled by well-organized 
Mexican cartels (which have largely sup- 
planted the outlaw biker gangs that once 
dominated the trade) and a burgeoning net- 
work of clandestine domestic labs, crank has 
positively exploded this decade in Hawaii, 
California (where authorities seized 1006 
meth labs last year), Oregon, Washington, 
and southwestern states including Arizona, 
Nevada, and New Mexico. Recently, the 
meth trade has rammed headlong into the 
Rockies and the nation’s heartland, and the 
drug is now commonplace in Nebraska, 
South Dakota, Missouri, lowa, Arkansas, 
and Kansas. In Kansas, for example, authori- 
ties seized four clandestine metham- 
phetamine labs five years ago; this year, they 
had seized 238 by the end of May. 

This crisis has confounded state and local 
authorities and has frustrated federal offi- 
cials, who continue to funnel money toward 
the problem and to rewrite drug laws so that 
they punish meth suppliers more severely. In 
1996, President Clinton signed the Compre- 
hensive Methamphetamine Control Act, 
which, among other things, gave authorities 
more money to detect and seize clandestine 
labs. Two years ago, US drug czar Barry 
McCaffrey designated Missouri, Kansas, 
lowa, Nebraska, and South Dakota a High 
Intensity Drug Trafficking Area (HIDTA) 
for methamphetamine; North Dakota was 
added in February of this year. Though meth 


use is reported to have stabilized and even di- 


minished slightly in hot spots like Southern 
California, there is no indication that the 
drug is on the decline overall. An advance 
copy of the 1999 findings of NIH’s Commu- 
nity Epidemiology Work Group concludes 
that “there is strong evidence that [metham- 
phetamine] will continue to be a problem in 


West Coast areas and to spread to other ar- 
eas of the United States.” 

“I think you can use the word ‘epidem- 
ic,’ ” says Michael Gorman, a drug epidemi- 
ologist at the University of Washington in 
Seattle who has spent several years studying 
the methamphetamine problem in the US. 
“We’ve seen increases [in use] on the West 
Coast on the order of 1000 percent, and the 
drug continues to move along.” 

One reason meth has taken off, Gorman 
believes, is that the drug is equally appealing 
to both suppliers and users. Suppliers like 
the fact that crank — which, unlike cocaine 
or heroin, is a purely synthetic drug — can 
be manufactured relatively cheaply from in- 
gredients available over the counter in a 


were used by everyone from sweatshop 
workers to grad students to disco divas from 
the late 1960s to the early ’80s (see “What Is 
Meth?”, this page). The current versions, 
which can be snorted, smoked, or injected, 
are vastly more powerful. Like cocaine, it’s 
coveted for the euphoric, adrenaline-like 
rush it provokes — but unlike a cocaine 
high, which will typically last less than half an 
hour, a meth high can last several hours. 
Some people start using meth thinking it will 
help them stay awake through a long day of 
work, only to encounter side effects that in- 
clude dramatic weight loss, sleeplessness, 
and intense feelings of paranoia. It can also 
be brutally addictive, and it’s not uncommon 
for meth addicts to move from snorting or 


WHAT ES METH? 


METHAMPHETAMINE MAY BE the drug of the '90s, put it’s been available in this country for 
more than half a century. First synthesized in Japan in 1919 — where it was prescribed to treat 
conditions as diverse as asthma, narcolepsy, hyperactivity, and obesity — the amphetamine 
derivative was used by soldiers during World War I! to combat fatigue and hunger. It was also 
widely prescribed in the US during the 1950s and ‘60s, until concerns over abuse led the gov- 
ernment to declare it a Schedule {1 drug. (Prescription methamphetamine is still available under 


the name Desoxyn.) 


This reclassification drastically curbed the legal use of meth, but professional and amateur 
chemists began to manufacture the drug illegally. For decades, most illegally produced meth was 
based on the solvent phenyl-2-propanone (P2P), but today it is usually made with pseudo- 
ephedrine — a legal substance that is the active ingredient in many antihistamine cold medica- 
tions. Recipes for methamphetamine vary widely, but most involve a mix of pseudoephedrine, 


Pamela Mersky-Hay, a spokesperson for the New England field office of the US Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration, “One lab could flatten a whole neighborhood.” Dismantling labs that have 
been seized by police is not only dangerous, it's expensive: according to one government esti- 
mate, it can cost between $150,000 and $200,000 to clean up a single methamphetamine lab. 
Usually, methamphetamine is sold in a crumbly, cake-like form (similar to crack cocaine) that 
can be either snorted or diluted and injected intravenously. ice, the smokeabie version of 
methamphetamine (so named for its crystalline, translucent appearance), is more common in 


mt Southeast Asia, and Hawaii, but it has shown up domestically in the past decade. 


pharmacy or supermarket. Most of today’s 
meth is based on pseudoephedrine, the ac- 
tive ingredient in many cold medications, 
and synthesized with acrid combinations of 
acids, ether, phosphorus, lighter fluids, and 
household solvents such as Drano. The pro- 
cess for making meth is highly volatile and 
dangerous — more than a few clandestine 
labs have exploded, killing the chemists in- 
side — but many dealers consider the pay- 
off worth the risk. A modest batch of 
methamphetamine that costs several hun- 
dred dollars to make can fetch a street prof- 
it in the tens of thousands of dollars. 

As for drug users, they are attracted to 
methamphetamine for its cheap and powerful 
high. A stimulant that affects the central ner- 
vous system, today’s methamphetamine is 
not to be confused with the pill-form am- 
phetamines, such as “black beauties,” that 
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smoking to injecting, which puts them at risk 
for HIV and hepatitis infection. Serious ad- 
dicts, called “tweakers,” will binge to the 
point where they do not sleep at all for sever- 
al days. (Methamphetamine has also been as- 
sociated with violence, but that relationship 
may be exaggerated; a recent study by the 
US Department of Justice found that meth 
users were actually less likely to commit vio- 
lent crimes than other drug users, though 
that conclusion was roundly rejected by au- 
thorities in the field.) 

Substance-abuse counselors say they are 
amazed by methamphetamine’s power. “You 
see it in the intense paranoia and cravings,” 
says Donald Carson, the director of Aroost- 
ook Mental Health Center, a private non- 
profit organization that operates six outpa- 
tient facilities in the county. “That’s the one 
thing that stands out for me — the cravings, 


and the total devastation that occurs in 
[users’] lives as they try to keep their supply 
going. You have people who run up $10,000 
to $15,000 credit-card debts, they’re having 
these [meth] parties, they’re overdosing. 
They’re living literally right on the edge.” 

Given the hyperbole and scare tactics that 
have characterized much of the federal gov- 
ernment’s drug policy over the past two 
decades, it’s easy to be cynical when offi- 
cials lament an emerging drug trend. The 
same can be said of the media’s treatment 
of drugs: it’s hard to separate the truth from 
the exaggerated fiction. But there’s little 
doubting meth’s impact in Aroostook. “I 
haven’t seen this kind of character disinte- 
gration since when I was in the service in 
the 1970s, when heroin was a big problem 
in the military,” says Carson. “You’d see 
young people coming over at the age of 18 
and getting addicted, and then they are 
sneaking around, stealing things from other 
kids . .. when I see young people using 
meth and moving on and injecting it, you 
see a lot of the same character destruction.” 

And while meth is known to be popular 
among blue-collar white males, particularly 
in the Midwest and California’s central valley 
— where it is sometimes referred to as the 
“poor man’s coke” or “white-trash crack” — 
studies have shown that the drug’s user pop- 
ulation now crosses all demographic lines. 
(“White-trash crack” is a particularly mis- 
guided term, given that the majority of crack 
users are themselves poor and white.) In 
Aroo::ook County, methamphetamine is be- 
ing used by people with white-collar jobs; 
one local substance-abuse counselor says 
he’s seen a growing number of male and fe- 
male nurses trying meth. Use among women 
in general is up, too. “And they [women] 
aren’t just snorting it, either — they’re in- 
jecting it,” says Mark Nelson, who works out 
of Aroostook Mental Heath’s office in Houl- 
ton. “This one lady was telling me it got to 
the point where she was shooting up every 
day. She was a total physical wreck, and she 
couldn’t do anything.” 

Not surprisingly, the drug is also catch- 
ing on with teenagers. Nelson, who advises 
students in several local high schools, says 
that the teenage user population in north- 
ern Maine is limited to a few kids, but 
there’s plenty of adolescent curiosity. “If 
you say ‘crystal meth’ [to kids], they'll 
know what you’re talking about,” he says. 
“They all know someone who’s using it.” 

Over a couple of days in Houlton, I spent 
time talking with a number of teenagers, and 
though few of them report first-hand experi- 
ence with meth, almost all say they’ve heard 
of it and know people who've tried it. This 
may not point to a teenage meth problem, 
but it does show how the drug has become 
part of the community discourse. If you 
were to ask a group of teenagers in Boston, 
Newton, or Brookline about drugs, for ex- 
ample, almost all of them could tell you ad 
infinitum about pot, coke, or heroin, but if 
you mentioned crank, most of them would 
have no idea what you were talking about. 
This is clearly not the case in Aroostook. 

Karla Davis, who lives several miles from 
Houlton in the town of Bridgewater, knows 
how easy it is to get swept up in the meth 
scene. Davis, a mother in her late 30s, be- 
came involved a few years ago in what au- 
thorities describe as one of the region’s first 
and biggest methamphetamine-dealing oper- 
ations. Busted in 1997, six members of that 
operation — known as the Bridgewater 
Group — have pled guilty to various federal 
counts of methamphetamine trafficking. 
Davis’s boyfriend, Randall Hunemuller, got 
22 years in a federal prison. Davis, who says 
she simply got entangled in her boyfriend’s 
business, was sentenced to 90 days in jail and 
120 days of home confinement. 

Now back in Bridgewater, Davis says she 
is clean and has withdrawn from Aroostook’s 
drug world. But when she was involved, 
Davis says, there was no shortage of people 
wanting to buy some crank. “It seemed that 
anyone who tried it got interested in it,” she 
recalls. “Seemed like it was everyone — a lot 
of people, not just high-school dropouts. 
Businesspeople. And I’m sure there were 
kids who were getting their hands on it.” 

Davis is uncomfortable talking about her 
brush with the illicit-drug trade. But she 
perks up for a moment when asked what she 
liked about meth. “I always thought it was 
great,” she says matter-of-factly. “Better than 
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cocaine or any of that other stuff. But my 
boyfriend had a big problem with it. And I 
just got caught up with my boyfriend.” 


Aroostook County’s methamphetamine 


T HE TOP person in charge of tackling 
problem is an MDEA agent named Dar- 


rell O. Crandall Jr., the agency’s supervisor for 


the region. A stocky, soft-spoken 32-year-old, 
Crandall says he left the sheriff's department 
to join MDEA in 1989 because he was “look- 
ing for a challenge.” In methamphetamine, he 
says, he has found that challenge. 

Crandall’s MDEA unit is based in Houlton, 
in an office on the second floor of the town’s 
old brick county courthouse. Since 1995, he 
says, MDEA has arrested close to 50 people 
on methamphetamine-related charges in 
Aroostook. Very few of these busts, he em- 
phasizes, have been for simple possession. 
The vast majority have been for distribution, 
like the arrest of Richard Leyva, a 27-year-old 
Presque Isle resident originally from Texas, 
who led authorities to the record seven-pound 
seizure that flabbergasted local officials in 
May. “We've never seized seven pounds of 
cocaine, I can tell you that,” Crandall says. 

As is common in the drug-enforcement 
trade, much of Crandall’s intelligence about 


the Aroostook meth scene comes from under- 
cover informants and incarcerated suspects 
looking to swap information for reductions in 
prison time. As a result, most of MDEA’s 
meth cases have been built piecemeal over a 
period of months, sometimes years. For ex- 
ample, the case against the Bridgewater 
Group began in 1995, when MDEA agents, 
who were looking for an indoor marijuana 
crop, obtained a search warrant for a home in 
Mars Hill. Inside the home, agents found 
about three ounces of a white powder that 
they assumed was cocaine, but that turned 
out to be meth. The MDEA kept the investi- 
gation open, and more than a year later, when 
reports of increased methamphetamine began 
to hit the Mars Hill-Bridgewater—Houlton 
area, they began paying attention to individu- 
als from the original pot case and discovered 
that some were bringing meth into Aroostook 
via air mail. In September 1997, agents ar- 
rested. Randall Hunemuller at the Mars Hill 
post office after he picked up a package from 
California containing slightly less than a 
pound of methamphetamine. The arrest of 
Hunemuller, who was from California, led to 
the arrests of five other people involved in the 
operation, including Karla Davis, who was

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waiting in a car at the post-office parking 
lot, and Hunemuller’s brother, Richard, the 
supplier, in La Mesa, California. Authorities 
believe that before they were caught, mem- 
bers of the Bridgewater Group were respon- 
sible for distributing more than six pounds’ 
worth of methamphetamine, an amount with 
an estimated street value in the hundreds of 
thousands. 

But since the arrests of the Bridgewater 
Group, it appears that Aroostook’s meth de- 
mand has only increased. Part of the problem 
is that the methamphetamine trade, both na- 
tionally and in northern Maine, is very diffi- 
cult for authorities to tackle: unlike cocaine 
and heroin, which are typically dominated by 
specific crime organizations and internation- 
al smugglers, meth is furnished by an ex- 
tremely diffuse web of distributors including 
everyone from mom-and-pop dealers and 
dorm-room chemists to large cartels. Darrell 
Crandall says that Aroostook’s meth trade 
behaves more like a small business than a 
major drug-running network, and it’s hard to 
put a finger on who’s doing what. Dealing 
operations are small, typically confined to a 
few individuals who are using as well as sell- 
ing. There is no street-level dealing to speak 
of in Aroostook; exchanges are usually ar- 
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ranged in advance, and made in homes and 
cars, away from public view. (The going rate 
for meth in Aroostook is $100 a gram, which 
is consistent with the national average, and is 
also the local price for cocaine — but again, 
meth’s powerful high makes it a more attrac- 
tive buy for many users.) 

For a tiny law-enforcement team working 
in an extremely rural area, stopping a meth 
wave can be like trying to catch a housefly be- 
tween two fingers. Crandall’s biggest problem 
is his lack of personnel. In addition to himself, 
there are only two other MDEA agents in 
Houlton. (Crandall also oversees Washington 
County to the south, where another agent is 
posted.) Though Crandall and his agents do 
get assistance from state and local police, the 
US Border Patrol, MDEA agents from other 
jurisdictions, and even an occasional US 
DEA agent (and Crandall is quick to praise all 
these contacts), he’s desperate for help. 

“I have the technology,” he says. “I have 
the knowledge base, as do the people work- 
ing for me. I have the cooperation of [other 
law-enforcement agencies]. I simply need 
people to get the job done.” 

It’s clear that the drug fascinates Cran-

dall even as it torments him. When I visit 
him in his office one day, he goes to an evi- 
dence room, takes out a red toolbox, un- 
locks it, and pulls out a large plastic bag. 
Inside is a thick pile of methamphetamine, 
most of it in large, irregular crystalline 
chunks. It looks like a bag of dirty, over- 
sized rock candy. Crandall opens the bag 
and tells me to take a brief whiff. The meth 
has a putrid, chemically intense odor, not 
unlike the rotten-egg scent of burning sul- 
fur. “Smells terrible, doesn’t it?” he says. 

I ask Crandall to describe the meth addicts 
he’s encountered. “Well, most of them have 
almost uncontrollable movements,” he says. 
“Their head and arms will flail, they'll pick at 
particular spots on their arms and face, they'll 
sweat and rock back and forth on their feet. 
And if it’s extended use, they’re paranoid.” 

Crandall shakes his head. After nearly five 
years of fighting meth, he’s not about to give 
up, but he knows that interdiction alone 
won't solve anything. He expresses concern 
that the new drug problem isn’t getting 
enough attention, and that there aren’t 
enough rehabilitation outlets for Aroostook 
residents. And most of all, he worries that 
the locals who try meth don’t know what 
they’re getting into, “There are people who 
use this drug who believe their intentions are 
genuine,” Crandall says. “There are people 
who take [meth] thinking it will make them 
work harder — laborers who figure they can 
squeeze out four to five extra hours a day 
don’t think twice. They may be right in the 
short term, but they are terribly misinformed 
about the eventual consequences.” 


of New England has largely been spared 

from the national meth epidemic. Even 
Crandall is puzzled. “I get that question all 
the time from law enforcement, from mem- 
bers of the media,” he says, “and I don’t have 
an answer.” 

It’s true that Aroostook County possesses 
many of the same characteristics as meth- 
saturated regions elsewhere in the country, 
particularly the midwestern states. It is rural, 
economically deprived, almost exclusively 
white, and home to a sizable blue-collar pop- 
ulation. Like people in the Ozarks or on the 
Nebraska plains, people in Aroostook can 
suffer from loneliness and isolation (what 
Mark Nelson describes as the “nothin’ to do” 
problem), which can contribute to substance 
abuse. And meth is no ordinary substance; 
users share an almost cult-like devotion to the 
drug. “These people hang together, despite 
extraordinary crises going on, in order to be 
close to the drug,” says Donald Carson of 
Aroostook Mental Health. “It’s a very intense 
network of dealers and users that is very diffi- 
cult to break apart. It’s just as intense as the 
drug itself, and it’s a very seductive lifestyle 
that is difficult to extract yourself from.” 

But how did the drug get there in the 
first place? There are plenty of theories. 
Some believe that Aroostook’s current 
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AIRDROP: law-enforcement authorities believe that the majority of the methamphetamine in Aroostook County is coming via 
air mail. But they haven't ruled out the possibility that it’s being made locally, in clandestine labs. 


cial border checkpoint at the end of Inter- 
state 95. Stopping his car, Crandall points to 
a small opening between an overgrown thick- 
et of trees. “See that clearing?” he asks. 
“That’s Canada.” 

To date, however, no border smugglers 
have been caught with methamphetamine 
in Aroostook. Neither is there any clear evi- 
dence that the drug is being manufactured 
locally; the last meth-lab seizure in Maine 
was in 1990, when agents raided one in 
Washington County. 

This doesn’t mean that local production 
isn’t happening, however. It is no secret that 
methamphetamine chemists favor rural loca- 
tions, not only for their low levels of law en- 
forcement, but also because it is easier to hide 
the drug’s telltale odor. (For dealers, this 
problem is not insignificant: in other parts of 
the country, drug-enforcement agents are 
training everyone from cable-television in- 
stallers to Avon salespeople to recognize what 
a clandestine meth lab smells like.) Crandall, 
in fact, was part ofa Maine contingent that 
recently attended a DEA workshop on clan- 
destine lab detection in Quantico, Virginia. 
When I ask Crandall what he would say if he 
had to bet whether there’s a lab somewhere in 
Aroostook, he doesn’t hesitate: “Yes.” 

“We can’t preclude the fact that someone 
might get the idea to make this illegal sub- 
stance, given the fact that all the chemicals are 
available at your neighborhood Wal-Mart,” 
says Roy McKinney, the MDEA director. 

Still, authorities believe that most of the 
methamphetamine arriving in Aroostook is 
coming by air mail, as in the Bridgewater 
Group case. (Citing its ongoing investiga- 
tion into the recent Richard Leyva case, the 
MDEA declines to say where the seven

meth wave started with itinerant truckers, 
who brought the drug up Route 1 and 
turned locals on to it. Crandall agrees that 
some methamphetamine came into the 
county with truckers, but he thinks that 
they weren’t the main suppliers and cer- 
tainly aren’t nowadays. “We know that in 
the past, meth has been brought here by 
commercial transport — trucks — and I’m 
sure that continues,” he says. “But the vast 
amount of seizures are not coming in by 
[that method].” 

Others suspect that methamphetamine is 
coming into the area through Canada, with 
which Aroostook shares a border hundreds 
of miles long. Smugglers have often brought 
illicit drugs, especially marijuana, from Cana- 
da into this country (and vice versa), and 
though the US Border Patrol maigtains a 
presence in the region, nearly everybody I 
speak to in Aroostook claims to know a place 
— a lake, a wooded patch, a dirt road — 
where it is easy to sneak across the interna- 
tional line. One afternoon, Crandall drives 
me to a bumpy dirt road on the outskirts of 
Houlton, less than a mile away from the offi- 


pounds of meth it seized in May came from. 
They won’t even specify where the meth was 
found, saying only that Leyva “led” them to 

it.) Though sending drugs through the mail 

has its risks — shipments can’t be especially 
large, and packages must be carefully sealed 
and disguised to avoid detection — it’s rela- 
tively easy for a West Coast or Midwest sup- 
plier to send a shipment to Maine. 

If most of Aroostook’s methamphetamine 
supply is coming by mail, it undermines the 
theory that the region was somehow predis- 
posed to a problem for reasons of geography 
or economy. After all, every community has 
access to air mail. Every community, blue- 
collar or white-collar, has potential meth ad- 
dicts. The reality is that chance — random 
bad luck — may have had as much to do 
with meth’s invasion of Aroostook as any 
other factor. For example, the leader of the 
Bridgewater Group came from California. 
He knew about meth, his brother sent it to 
him, he got hooked, other people got 
hooked, and the drug took off. The same 
chain of events could have happened any- 
where, and as the national experience has 


shown, it does happen almost anywhere. In 
evaluating the methamphetamine problem in 
northern Maine, the proper question to ask 
isn’t “Why?” It’s “Why not?” 


Aroostook’s methamphetamine trade is an 

aberration or a sign that the drug will work 
its way into the rest of New England. Certain- 
ly, some experts see it as a danger sign. “It’s 
still a locally based problem, but as the Mid- 
west has found out, it didn’t take very long to 
spread across the country from California to 
lowa and Missouri,” says Jay McCloskey, the 
Maine US Attorney. Pamela Mersky-Hay of 
the DEA says that federal agents are keeping 
close watch on developments in northern 
Maine, as well as in the rest of New England. 
“We don’t want to get hit like we’ve gotten hit 
in the West and Midwest,” she says. “We 
don’t want to see the human wreckage we’ve 
seen elsewhere in the country.” 

But authorities are concerned that many 
residents don’t realize how devastating meth’s 
spread could be — and sometimes, people 
aren't aware of the problem at all. When I call 
the Maine Office of Substance Abuse, I talk 
to a researcher who is intimately familiar with 
other drug trends but positively surprised by 
the news of Aroostook’s meth crisis. Even in 
Aroostook, crank has yet to achieve critical 
mass as a public-health issue. Almost every- 
one I speak to in the county is aware of the 
recent meth seizures and arrests, but many of 
them seem to think that the drug is just a fad, 
that the current trouble will be short-lived. A 
number of people attribute the drug’s rise in 
the area to transients — and postulate that 
when the out-of-towners are gone, metham- 
phetamine will go too. 


Ji SAID, it is still uncertain whether 


“There’s some denial that it isn’t as bad as 
they’ve heard,” says Mark Nelson, the Houl- 
ton counselor. “There are some people who 
think [users] are just weekend warriors, 
stuff like that. But it’s bad. It’s all bad.” 

Just ask Scott Hafford, the man who 
tried to rob the supermarket in Fort Kent 
nearly two years ago. Before he started us- 
ing meth, Hafford says, he was married 
with three children and gainfully employed 
as a construction worker, skilled in every- 
thing from carpentry to roofing to steel 
work. Drugs were not a part of his life. 
“My idea of a good time was renting 
movies and staying home with the kids,” he 
says. “Of course, I drank my beer, but I 
was kind of a homebody.” 

Hafford says he was working one day 
when someone introduced him to metham- 
phetamine. The person told him that if he 
just took a little snort of crank, he could 
“work 18 hours a day, drink all night, and go 
right back to work the next morning,” Haf- 
ford recalls. At first, he got some meth for 
free, but soon, he started paying. Within 
weeks, Hafford says, he found himself 





hooked. He plunged into Aroostook’s bur- 
geoning methamphetamine scene — a 
netherworld he recalls as “paranoid and gun- 
toting, with everyone suspicious of every- 
one,” and marked by weekend crank parties 
where “90 out of 100 people were using.” 

Barely six months after he first tried meth, 
Hafford attempted his botched armed rob- 
bery in Fort Kent. After bingeing on crank for 
five days, he says, he went up to the northern 
town after abandoning an attempt to settle a 
score with a drug dealer in Bangor. To this 
day, Hafford says he intended simply to go 
get beer, but wound up trying to rob the place 
instead. Details are still sketchy to him — “I 
was on autopilot,” he says — but he remem- 
bers telling the employees to open the safe, 
and then waving his gun around when they 
couldn’t. He even remembers the young store 
employee who told him he shouldn’t leave 
empty-handed. “I’m on my way out the door, 
and the kid says, “You didn’t get nothing — 
you should at least get some beer,’ ” Hafford 
says. “I admire that kid.” 

Hafford practically chuckles at his lack of 
skill as a robber. “It was as poorly planned as 
a project could have happened,” he says. But 
he doesn’t attempt to minimize his crime or 
its impact on the people in the market that 
night. “I scared the hell out of them people,” 
he says. “And I’m very sorry about that.” 

Hafford pled guilty to robbery, use of a 
firearm during the commission of a federal 
crime of violence, and possession of an un- 
registered short-barreled shotgun. His pas- 
tor, his boss, an aunt, and a town official all 
testified at his sentencing hearing in Ban- 
gor, and Hafford wrote letters apologizing 
to all the workers in the market, but it 
didn’t help much: he got 10 years. People

familiar with the case are disturbed by what 
they describe as an honest life that spiraled 
out of control because of drugs. “I’ve been 
doing this work for 12 years,” says Bangor 
attorney Terence Harrigan, who represent- 
ed Hafford. “And of all the cases I’ve tried, 
this one bothers me the most.” Says US At- 
torney McCloskey: “He wasn’t necessarily 
a choirboy, but he had a life.” 

Scott Hafford, born and raised in northern 
Maine, is now a resident of the Federal Cor- 
rectional Institution in Fairton, New Jersey. 
He has eight years left on his sentence, with 
no chance of parole. His wife has divorced 
him, and his contact with his three teenage 
children is sporadic. He says he doesn’t 
think about what he’s going to do when he 
gets out of prison, because that time is too 
far away. Right now, Scott Hafford says he 
can’t think about freedom. But he does think 
about methamphetamine. “In total honesty, 
I still miss that stuff,” he says. “It gets that 
kind of hold on you.” =

it was always about himself. 


John and George

“Conspiracy Issue.” Among the hypes on its celebrity- 

drenched cover was a piece by Oliver Stone, director 
of JFK, a 1991 film that presented as fact the most absurd 
pseudo-theories about the president’s assassination. PARA- 
NOID AND PROUD OF IT! the Stone tease read. 

Now, there was nothing remarkable about a national 
glossy magazine’s flogging conspiracy theories and asking 
a famous moviemaker to lend his name to the project. 
What made the George package interesting — indeed, the 
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only thing that made it worth even a second glance — 
was the identity of the magazine’s editor-in-chief and 
president: John F. Kennedy Jr., son of JFK. The psychic 
juxtaposition of the fallen president and the rising son was 
far more compelling than anything the magazine might 
have had to say. 

John Kennedy’s death has called into question the future 
of George, a four-year-old political monthly that was re- 
ported to be running on fumes even before last weekend’s 
plane crash. The expectation is that Hachette Filipacchi, the 
French publishing conglomerate that bankrolled George to 
the tune of $20 million, will quietly pull the plug. 

The deeper truth — left unspoken, no doubt out of re- 
spect for Kennedy, universally regarded as a decent guy 
who worked hard to make a success of his magazine — 
is that, without Kennedy, there simply isn’t any reason 
for George to exist. As the “Conspiracy Issue” suggests, 
by far the most fascinating thing about George was what 
Kennedy chose to publish, and what that said about his 
own thinking about the tarnished but ever-shimmering 
Kennedy myth. 

Whether it was publishing a cover photo of Drew Barry- 
more as Marilyn Monroe (complete with the caption “Hap- 
py Birthday, Mr. President”) or criticizing his cousins as 
“poster boys for bad behavior,” George was about John 
Kennedy — and the Kennedys. The trouble is that George 
just isn’t a very good magazine; it’s shallow and uneven, 
despite the occasional standout article. Thus, the magazine 
has never been able to rise above its identity as a vehicle for 
one famous individual. Invariably, the context was more in- 


teresting than the content. 

In an interview with Brill’s Content earlier this year, 
Kennedy asked, “What's the point for me to have a maga- 
zine if I’m not going to use it in some way that is person- 
al?” A fair question. But Kennedy’s personal involvement 
wasn’t just an aspect of George; it was the whole thing. 

Kennedy liked to say that George was a nonpartisan 
magazine for a postpartisan era, existing at the juncture of 
politics and pop culture. “Not Just Politics as Usual” is the 
magazine’s motto. In fact, George’s pop-culture sensibility 


was the perfect cover for its true raison d’étre. More than 
anything, George afforded Kennedy an opportunity to con- 
front his family’s demons and to laugh at them; to work 
through, haltingly, sometimes embarrassingly, what it 
meant to be a Kennedy. (Nondisclosure: John Kennedy and 
I are not related.) And it was a chance for this most private 
of public figures to deal with those issues in a brazenly pub- 
lic way — even posing semi-nude next to the commentary 
in which he blasted his cousins. 

Naturally, George’s staff is hoping this isn’t the end. 
“John loved George. He would want nothing more than for 
George to thrive,” says contributing editor Lisa DePaulo. 
She adds, though, that in the aftermath of Kennedy’s stun- 
ningly sudden death, there has been little talk of what the 
future may hold: “It’s still so shocking, I don’t think any- 
body’s even gotten to that yet.” But given that the magazine 
was losing readers and ad revenues even with Kennedy at 
the helm, it’s hard to fathom how it could find a steadier fi- 
nancial footing without him. 

No one can riffle through George without wondering, 
almost on a page-by-page basis, what Kennedy must have 
been thinking. Between the party pix (“We the People”) 
and the Hollywood profiles, there’s more cleavage than 
you'll find on Revere Beach; in George, though, boobs 
aren’t just boobs but a reminder of the Kennedy men’s 
dodgy history with women. His own interviews with his 
father’s nemeses, such as George Wallace and Fidel Cas- 
tro, were bland and boring — except {or the fact that it 
was he who conducted them. Tony Blankley writes an 
uninteresting column, but his very presence says, Look, a 


George afforded Kennedy an opportunity to confront his 
family’s demons and to laugh at them; to work through, haltingly, 
sometimes embarrassingly, what it meant to be a Kennedy. 
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Kennedy hired Newt Gingrich’s former flack! A DePaulo 
profile of rumored Clinton paramour Eleanor Mondale in- 
cludes this quote from the Washingtonian’s Chuck Con- 
coni: “This is the kind of woman the president should be 
screwing.” What’s implied is that Eleanor Mondale is the 
kind of woman JFK would have screwed: no blowjobs 
from chubby interns back in Camelot, by God. Even a full- 
page ad from the National Rifle Association raises ques- 
tions as to why Kennedy would have accepted such an ad, 
given the way his father and his uncle died. 

“Everything in the magazine was filtered through the fact 
that he was the editor, through the medium of his presence,” 
says cultural critic Steven Stark. “I don’t know where it goes 
without him.” 

George has had some moderate successes, both journal- 
istic and popular. Even though its circulation of about 
400,000 was some 200,000 short of what Kennedy him- 
self said he needed to break even, it was by far the largest- 
circulation political magazine in the country. By contrast, 
the New Republic and the Nation sell slightly fewer than 
100,000 copies per issue. The problem is that George isn’t 
competing with those smaller magazines; rather, George is 
competing with magazines such as Vanity Fair (circula- 
tion: one million) for big-name freelancers and big-budget 












features. 

As for the magazine itself, despite much that is stupid and 
superficial (the current issue includes George’s third profes- 
sional-wrestling feature this year and a photo of Bob Dylan 
whose sole purpose is to justify a cover hype), it occasionally 
delivers on Kennedy’s most laudable stated aim: to engage a 
new generation of apolitical young people in politics and 
public affairs. 

This month’s feature on the “Toughest Bosses in 
Congress,” by Vincent Morris, for instance, is not only en- 
tertaining but important, since you can learn a lot about a 
public official by knowing how he deals with his underlings. 
I particularly enjoyed finding out that Senator Arlen 
Specter’s aides refer to him as “Mr. Burns.” D’oh! 

A recent profile of the New York Times’ hatchetman edito- 
rial-page editor, Howell Raines, by Slate’s Timothy Noah, 
was insightful even though Raines himself declined to be in- 
terviewed. The best part was Raines’s predecessor, Jack 
Rosenthal, explaining that he banned the use of the words 
“must” and “should” from Times editorials because they 
suggested “footstomping, childish petulance. . . . “You must, 
by God, because we said so, and we’re the fucking New York 
Times.’” Rosenthal makes his case so well that you’re com- 
pelled to disagree with Raines’s decision to undo the ban. 

From George’s early days, a Lisa DePaulo profile of Ruth 
Shalit — a twentysomething prodigy who was briefly infa- 
mous for her plagiarism-plagued, error-laden work for the 
New Republic — stands as the definitive word on a media 
moment. 

But George, unfortunately, is defined more by such 
touches as a map plotting out the country’s nude beaches 
than it is by sharp political and media analysis. And 
though Kennedy liked to talk about delivering substance to 
his readers, too often the articles are short rehashes of 
stuff that has appeared elsewhere, with perhaps an extra 
dollop of sex and celebrity. For all his desire to engage 
young people in politics, he failed to recognize that what 
makes politics interesting is ideas, a point of view. His 
focus on celebrity rather than partisanship made for some 
deadly reading. 

“The idea that you’d have a magazine that covers poli- 
tics the way Vanity Fair covers Hollywood sounded good, 
but it didn’t work out,” says Tucker Carlson, a staff writer 
for the Weekly Standard who wrote several stories for 
George early on. 

This celebrity orientation also left George with an aversion 
to complexity. Danny Schechter recalls being asked to write 
a piece on the shortcomings of investigative journalism on 
network newsmagazine shows such as Dateline, 20/20, and 
60 Minutes — a theme he treated in depth in his 1997 book, 
The More You Watch, The Less You Know. Schechter dealt 
with one of Kennedy’s editors, whom he describes as “hot to 
trot. He came over to see me. And then I never heard back 
from him at all.” When Schechter was finally able to track 
down the editor and pry an answer out of him, he recalls, 
“my impression was that it wasn’t anecdotal enough, that it 
was too hard-hitting.” 

Even though Kennedy insisted that George was a long- 
term commitment, he clearly wasn’t going to run it for the 
rest of his life. The possibility that he was going to do some- 
thing more important is what makes his death particularly 
poignant. In an odd way, George was Kennedy’s vehicle for 
integrating the two disparate halves of his life — his Bouvier 
side, with its orientation toward culture and its distrust of 
celebrity, and his Kennedy side, with its emphasis on politics 
and public service. 

“I think that John-John was Jackie’s child and JFK’s off- 
spring,” says Richard Parker, a senior fellow at the Joan 
Shorenstein Center, part of Harvard’s Kennedy School of 
Government. Parker, a sometime adviser to the Kennedys 
with whom John Kennedy consulted before launching 
George, thinks Kennedy had long been more Bouvier than 
Kennedy. Only recently, Parker says, had Kennedy shown 
signs that he was maturing into his father’s son. 

In that sense, George, flawed though it is, was Kennedy’s 
journey, not his destination. Sadly, now we’ll never know 
what that destination would have been. eo

The nation’s biggest ‘upscale discounter’ is landing 
in New England with a splash — and hoping no one 
will worry about those pesky sweatshop allegations 


Target: Target

N JULY 2 the billboard appeared. The 
0 message THE WAIT IS OVER IN 23 DAYS 

was printed next to a white bull’s-eye 
on a red background. That was it. No expla- 
nation. Towering over Cambridge Street 
or plastered, guerrilla-style, on posters in the 
subway — the mysterious little red-and- 
white target popped up all over Boston. 

The logo, if you don’t already know, be- 
longs to discount-retail giant Target. Its 
Minneapolis-based parent company, Day- 
ton Hudson Corporation (DHC), is trying 
very hard to turn the “upscale discounter” 
into a strong national brand, and this week 
it’s bringing 380,000 square feet of that ef- 
fort to the Boston area. Three major Target 
stores are opening on July 25: one in Dan- 
vers, one in North Attleboro, and one in 
Taunton. With clever publicity stunts and 
flashy ad campaigns, Target seems to be 
setting up its concentric red circles to have 
the same kind of ubiquitous recognition 
enjoyed by the Nike swoosh. ‘ 

When you see those circles, DHC execu- 
tives want you to make a number of associ- 
ations. They want you to think, “Hip but af- 
fordable.” They want you to think, “Wow, 
capri pants for less, coming my way!” They 
want you to think, “Urban Outfitters meets 
Pottery Barn meets CVS.” They want you 
to think, “Ooh, Target” (which is pro- 
nounced, a la French, “Tar-zhay” by those 
who mock its cheap chic). 

They very much do not want you to 
think: “Target — isn’t that one of the stores 
being sued for using sweatshops on US 
soil?” But DHC is one of a group of retail- 
ers named in a series of federal lawsuits that 
allege sweatshop conditions ranging from 
threats to abuse to prison-like living condi- 
tions in factories on Saipan, one of the 
western Pacific’s Northern Mariana Islands. 
Saipan, as an American territory, enjoys a 
special status: it’s something more than a 
colony, but it’s not quite a state. The plain- 
tiffs are seeking more than $1 billion in 
damages through the groundbreaking law- 
suits, which would hold retailers responsible 
for conditions in foreign-owned factories 
that manufacture the goods they sell. In re- 
sponse to the increasing public pressure, the 
Senate Energy and Natural Resources 
Committee is holding hearings about immi- 
gration and labor issues in Saipan on July 
27, two days after Target opens its stores in 
the Boston area. Further hearings will be 
held in the House in September. 

So far, the press has dragged the bigger 
names in the suit — such as the Gap and 
Tommy Hilfiger — through the most mud. 
Because DHC has a lower profile, it hasn’t 
made many headlines. A recent Boston 
Globe business feature on the arrival of 
Target in Massachusetts didn’t mention 
Saipan at all. But Target, which accounts 
for 75 percent of DHC’s revenue, is a 
growing presence on the national radar. 
Few people are aware of the connection 
between Target and DHC, and that’s a 
good thing for Target. The specter of abu- 
sive conditions and human-rights viola- 
tions is diametrically opposed to the image 
that the clean, friendly Target — where 
customers are “guests” and employees are 
“team members” — is working so hard to 


establish. 


ARGET’S PRACTICE, when breaking 

into new metropolitan markets, is to es- 
tablish itself with clever promotional stunts. 
In New York, billboards with the target 


symbol read simply, CALL IF YOU KNOW 
WHAT THIS MEANS. The 800 number was so 
flooded with calls that the company had to 
close it down. In Chicago, the company cre- 
ated “radio roadblocks”: at specific times 
during rush hour, every local radio station 
ran simultaneous ads for Target. And here 
in Boston, on Cambridge Street, Target put 
up a vaguely millennial billboard: an unex- 
plained countdown ticking off days next to 
the signature red bull’s-eye. (The count- 
down, of course, turned out to refer to the 
number of days until the stores would 
open.) In the guerrilla style that’s character- 


cutting edge and then design Target-brand 
versions of the coming season’s “it” items. 
“We shop domestically and internation- 
ally, the West Coast and the East Coast, 
London, Paris, Amsterdam. Sometimes 
Rome, sometimes Milan. . . we do a lot of 
research,” boasts Rachel Matteson, the 
trend and design manager for Target’s chil- 
dren’s wear. Even in quicksilver markets 
like juniors’ clothing, Matteson says, Tar- 
get has “most of the trend issues covered 
— cargo pockets, khakis of all kinds, 
capris and short pants, casual plaid, the 
washed-out, worn looks, tank tops...”

istic of Target’s New York advertising firm, 
Kirshenbaum Bond & Partners, posters in 
the T say BEEN WAITING LONG? Or THE WAIT 
IS OVER above the Target logo. 

In 1997, DHC hired Kirshenbaum Bond 
to help transform Target from a Midwestern 
discount giant into a hip East Coast discount 
giant. At the time, Target’s VP of marketing 
told the New York Times, “We are not just 
opening a store, we are launching a brand.” 
The chain sold its Midwestern “nice” to jaded 
New Yorkers with just enough irony to make 
the hokiness palatable. Since then, its print 
and billboard campaigns have mixed the 
down-to-earth and the hip — funky enough 
to be cool, but self-deprecating enough to 
seem honest. For example, just after the Os- 
cars, Target ran an ad with a Cate Blanchett 
look-alike dressed in what appeared to be an 
Elizabethan costume. But on second glance, 
the starched white collar turned out to be an 
air filter ($9.99), and the stately black garb 
was a sweater, priced at $16.99. 

Target’s goal is to be the nation’s premier 
“upscale discounter” — the Pottery Barn of 
discount chains. Among its competitors — 
giants such as Wal-Mart and Kmart— Tar- 
get is the only one to employ “trendspot- 
ters,” teams of people who keep up with the 


And Target’s “trend-right” ambitions (to 
use the trendspotter jargon for, well, 
trendy) extend to home goods, too. Well- 
known architect Michael Graves just 
launched a full line of kitchenware to follow 
the success of the much-publicized teapot 
that he designed earlier this year. Calphalon 
and Target have teamed up to sell an exclu- 
sive line of pots and pans. A brief tour of 
the Danvers store two weeks before it 
opened reveals phalanxes of deodorant, 10- 
tiered racks of shoes, and, at a key intersec- 
tion, a “trend area” aimed at college stu- 
dents, where the standard shelves give way 
to curved display cases with picture frames 
rimmed in bright blue and in yellow fur. 


O FAR, Target’s approach seems to be 

working. DHC’s revenues were up 
12 percent in 1998 alone, to $30.1 billion, 
with $935 million in profit. When the Mas- 
sachusetts stores open this coming Sunday, 
the Target chain will have 884 stores in 44 
states. Including its other holdings (Day- 
ton’s, Mervyn’s, and Marshall Field’s 
among them), DHC is the fourth-largest 
retailer in the country. 

But, as with many other profitable mass- 

market companies, its success may have 


come at the expense of the people who 
work for its suppliers. It is one of 18 major 
retailers — including the Gap, Tommy Hil- 
figer, Wal-Mart, J. Crew, the Limited, and 
Sears — named in three federal lawsuits 
that were filed in January in Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, and Saipan. Human-rights 
groups, law firms, and a union have filed 
the class-action suits on behalf of workers 
in Saipan — where plaintiffs say DHC has 
produced $91.5 million worth of garments 
in the past four years. 

That $91.5 million may only be a small 
part of Dayton Hudson’s total revenue, but 
it makes DHC the third-largest manufactur- 
er in the Saipan lawsuit. The Department of 
Labor and the Department of the Interior, as 
well as Representative George Miller (D- 
California), have long held that the condi- 
tions in Saipan are unacceptable in an 
American commonwealth. In a 1998 report, 
the Department of the Interior expressed 
concern over Saipan’s “heavy and unhealthy 
dependence upon an indentured alien work- 
er program and on trade loopholes to ex- 
pand its economy.” It decried “worker ex- 
ploitation” and “a two-tier economy, in 
which low-wage, indentured alien workers 
dominate the private sector.” The loopholes 
that the Department of the Interior refers to 
exempt Saipan from standard US tariffs and 
wage laws. The island shipped about $1 bil- 
lion in clothing to the US mainland last year, 
duty-free, according to the plaintiffs. 

Saipan, seized from the Japanese during 
World War II, is officially US soil, but for-

eign garment workers make up more than 
half the population of 70,000, according to 
government figures. Fully 91 percent of 
private-sector jobs in the Northern Mariana 
Islands are held by temporary contract 
workers. Many of them come from coun- 
tries such as China, Vietnam, and 
Bangladesh and pay large “recruiting fees” 
to secure jobs in Saipan, sometimes putting 
their families deeply into debt. Two ABC 
News 20/20 exposés documented “truck- 
loads of young women who have actually 
paid thousands of dollars for what they are 
told will be good jobs in America.” Once 
faced with the grueling conditions on 
Saipan, “the women are not free to change 
jobs because of the Saipan loophole” that 
allows employers to ignore US labor laws 
and regulations. 

20/20 investigators also found evidence 
that at some nightclubs in Saipan, women 
were coming over for promised jobs as wait- 
resses and then, once they arrived, being 
forced to work as prostitutes. A special re- 
port by the Minneapolis Star Tribune in June 
appeared to confirm worker allegations of 
harassment and coercion, and the 20/20 re- 
port showed the governor of Saipan admit- 
ting that he was aware of forced prostitution. 





The details of what exactly goes on in 
Saipan are the subject of considerable con- 
troversy, but the press, the plaintiffs in the 
lawsuits, and several government depart- 
ments have documented labor practices that 
would never fly on the American mainland. 
These include dangerous and squalid work- 
ing conditions, low wages, long hours, and 
contracts that amount to indentured servi- 
tude. Workers often live in barbed-wire- 
surrounded, locked-down compounds and 
must obey strict curfews. They are not al- 
lowed to organize into unions, and some 
are asked to sign contracts that prohibit 
them from falling in love or getting married. 

It’s true that Saipan has a minimum 
wage of $3.05 per hour, which is less than 
the federal standard of $5.15 yet much 
higher than mainland China’s norm of 23 
cents an hour. And for workers used to 
Chinese restrictions, prohibitions and cur- 
fews may seem less stringent than they 
would to their American counterparts. But 
lawyers for the plaintiffs are also charging 
abusive practices — such as inflated fees 
for room and board, underpayment, and 
embezzlement — that have been docu- 
mented by the New York Times, among 
others. It’s hard, too, to argue with the idea 
that workers in an American territory, pro- 
ducing merchandise bearing the “Made in 
the USA” label, should enjoy the protection 
of American labor standards. 

In a particularly dramatic illustration of 
the health risks present in Saipan, in March 
the Occupational Safety and Health Admin- 
istration (OSHA) reported one of the largest 
incidents of food poisoning ever document- 
ed. Almost 1200 workers fell ill with vomit- 
ing, swelling, and even seizures, probably 
due to fecal coliform bacteria in the water. 

Two months later, OSHA found that 
Saipan’s industry was still plagued by 
sweatshops. 

Target spokeswoman Carolyn Brookter 
confirms that products made in Saipan are 
sold at Target stores, but she denies the al- 
legations in the lawsuit. “We have stan- 
dards of vendor engagement. We take these 


complaints very seriously,” she says. She 
adds that the company sent investigators to 
Saipan when the suit was filed, and that 
“there were no human-rights violations that 
we found. We did find some things that 
had happened, very minor things, and 
those were taken care of.” 

Yet Carmencita “Chie” Abad, a former 
contract worker in Saipan, says that there 
are serious issues, and they have not been 
resolved. A 39-year-old native of Manila, 
in the Philippines, Abad is a plaintiff in 
one of the lawsuits involving DHC. She 
worked in Saipan from 1993 to 1999 and 
now lives in San Francisco, where she 
campaigns for change in Saipan. While 
on the island, she tried to organize a 
union; eventually, she says, “they fired me

conditions than those observed on the 
tours. 


E LAWSUITS probably won’t be re- 

solved for years. In the meantime, they’re 
receiving widespread national coverage. The 
anti-sweatshop crusade is one that’s gather- 
ing momentum on college campuses nation- 
wide, and the public is becoming more 
aware of the issues. Among the attorneys for 
the plaintiffs is high-profile law firm Milberg 
Weiss Bershad Hynes & Lerach, which suc- 
cessfully reclaimed stolen assets from Swiss 
banks for survivors of the Holocaust. 

By demonstrating that the implicated com- 
panies were aware of what was going on in 
Saipan, attorneys hope to charge the retailers 
with conspiring to violate human rights and

for being a troublemaker.” Abad is still in 
contact with workers in Saipan and says 
that since the suit was filed, factories 
“have put down the barbed wires, maybe 
just to eliminate bad publicity.” And, she 
adds, since the food-poisoning incident, 
“they buy sealed bottled water. Before 
that, we were drinking rain water.” To 
her knowledge, Chinese workers are still 
signing unfair contracts, and most of the 
problems remain. 

Part of the problem in Saipan is that it 
is hard to get a clear picture of what’s re- 
ally going on. Reporters who visit the is- 
land often can’t get into factories unless 
they are on guided tours with factory offi- 
cials who have had time to prepare for 
their visits. Workers interviewed in secret 
often give vastly different accounts of 


with fraudulent business practices for willful- 
ly trading in goods made under such condi- 
tions. Saipan factories are largely Chinese- 
or Korean-owned; the current lawsuits are 
the first legal attempts to hold American re- 
tailers directly accountable for the conditions 
under which their goods are produced. In 
the larger battle to ensure basic rights for 
workers in underdeveloped countries, the 
strategy of holding corporations’ feet to the 
flames seems to be working. In a recent, 
more narrowly constructed decision, courts 
found against the Unocal Corporation on be- 
half of workers in Burma who said they were 
forced into indentured servitude — thus set- 
ting a legal precedent for the Saipan cases. 

Nonetheless, “change in the garment in- 
dustry is happening very slowly,” says Juliette 
Beck, the coordinator of corporate- 


accountability programs at Global Exchange, 
a nonprofit human-rights organization in San 
Francisco that is one of the plaintiffs in the 
Saipan suit. “The way that we are making 
progress is by targeting industry leaders, like 
the Gap and Nike, by requiring them to set a 
whole new standard in their industry. They 
can afford to,” she says. “Ever since Nike was 
branded by consumers and students and ac- 
tivists as a sort of sweatshop king, other com- 
panies have feared becoming victims of what 
they call the ‘Nike syndrome.’ ” 

In the battle to hold corporations account- 
able for the conditions in distant, foreign- 
owned factories, activists make no apologies 
for their policy of chopping at the tallest tree 
in the forest. It gets results. In 1998, after 
two years of intense public scrutiny, Nike’s 
stock price dropped. In May of that year, 
Nike CEO Phil Knight acknowledged that 
the swoosh had become synonymous with a 
reputation for “slave wages, forced overtime, 
and arbitrary abuse” for workers in Asia. Ac- 
tivists — particularly student activists — 
continue to pressure Nike for more changes; 
they now say that the company, while far 
from perfect, has made some real progress, 
such as enforcing minimum-age require- 
ments and pledging to bring indoor air quali- 
ty up to OSHA standards. Similar pressure is 
now being focused on the Gap; Forbes has 
called this negative publicity “Gaplash.” 

“Target practice” could be the next anti- 
sweatshop buzzword. “If Target becomes 
more of an industry leader, we’ll focus more 
attention on them,” Beck says. The immi- 
nent arrival in Boston of Target’s wide, un- 
cluttered aisles, “trend-right” merchandise, 
and “wow” prices may very well cement the 
chain’s success in the Northeast. And the 
activists are watching. “Target is similar to 
Wal-Mart in that when you walk into a 
store, it represents the global economy,” 
Beck says. “All those products on the 
shelves are from places throughout the 
world where the labor is cheapest.” a

When the Internet invades our shirt pockets, 


hand is a Palm Pilot, the shirt-pocket-sized computer 

that’s become a cultural phenomenon (nearly three mil- 
lion sold) since its introduction in 1996. And I’m reading 
from it — not just a to-do list, not a few short notes, but an 
entire 12,500-word article. 

Now before I go into the obligatory boilerplate about the 
coolness of this experience, let me first explain how pro- 
foundly silly it is. | could have dropped by the library, 
found the magazine in which the article was published, and 
photocopied it for less than a buck. Instead, I 

1) downloaded a program onto my Macintosh that lets 
me read long text files on a Palm Pilot; 

2) moved the program from my Mac to my Palm Pilot by 
connecting the two machines with a special cable and 
pressing a button to do something called “hot syncing”; 

3) downloaded the article I wanted to read onto my Mac 


from Lexis-Nexis; 


’M SITTING ON a plane bound for Austin. In my left 


it's time to worry 


4) ran it through a utility program that reformats text for 
the Palm Pilot; 

5) installed the article on said Palm Pilot through another 
hot-syncing operation. 

None of this was particularly complicated, but it did require 
more time than a trip to the library (of course, I won’t have to 
install the software again), plus the use of some $2000 worth 
of technology. And, at the end of all this, I was stuck with tiny 
black type on a grayish-green, two-inch-by-two-inch screen. 

As if this process were not perverse enough, the article I 
had put so much effort into obtaining was a piece Barbara 
Ehrenreich wrote for the January Harper’s about trying to 
survive economically — and failing — as a low-paid wait- 
ress, the sort of work that typically awaits poor mothers who 
are losing their welfare benefits. In fact, I actually ended up 
finishing the article at a Denny’s just outside of Columbus, 
Texas, while impeding my blood flow with a chicken-fried 
steak with white gravy. I even showed my Palm Pilot to my 


curious, and no doubt grossly underpaid, waitress. 

It was also something of a postmodern moment. I had 
done this, at least in part, so that I could write about sitting 
in Denny’s while reading Ehrenreich’s first-person account 
of attempting to make ends meet as a waitress at a restau- 
rant very much like Denny’s — on a device no Denny’s 
waitress, presumably, could afford. 

My waitress was momentarily interested. But then she 
had another order to pick up. 


OSTMODERN IRONIES are one thing; enjoyable 
reading experiences are quite another. Thus, I can’t 
honestly recommend the Palm Pilot as an electronic book. 
Getting the stuff you want downloaded and installed is too 
much of a hassle, and reading it on the miniature screen is 

too grim an experience. 
I can, though, recommend the Palm Pilot for its intended 
use: organizing and simplifying your life. In the six months 





since I started using one, it has not only helped me keep bet- 
ter track of my contacts and my schedule, the two most logi- 
cal functions for which you’d get such a device, but it’s also 
changed the way I think about information. I began with the 
premise that the Palm Pilot was little more than a Day Run- 
ner for affluent technogeeks, but I quickly came to realize 
that it can do things no pen-and-paper system ever could. 

First, the Palm Pilot is small enough to have with you 
during just about every waking moment. On several occa- 
sions when I’ve been driving and had a brainstorm or heard 
some useful bit of information on the radio, I’ve whipped it 
out in the middle of traffic to jot down a few words, rather 
than try to make a mental note that will be forgotten as soon 
as I’ve made it through the next red light. Yes, this is dan- 
gerous, but there is a simple solution: if you see a blue 1989 
Toyota Tercel weaving back and forth, assume it’s me, and 
stay the hell out of the way. 

Second, because the Palm Pilot is a fully functioning com- 
puter, you can search its contents as you would with a “real” 
computer. Recently, for instance, I was trying to find the 
name of a company that transcribes audio tapes. Even 
though I had used the company within the past few months, 
the name escaped me. But when I en- 
tered the keyword “transcribe,” it 
popped up immediately. (Granted, I 
had to have the foresight to append that 
keyword to the entry in the first place.) 
This same capability makes the Palm 
perfect for capturing sources for possi- 
ble future stories. If I’m reading, say, 
the New York Times and I come across 
a political-science professor in lowa who 
thinks Dan Quayle has a chance of beating 
W, I can enter her name, where she works, 
and a couple of keywords in the Palm’s ad- 
dress book. I can always track down her 
phone number on the Web when I need it. 
The real difficulty, as any reporter knows, is finding fresh 
sources on deadline. 

Perversely, though, these capabilities raise some thorny 
questions. If information can always be available, it’s a small 
leap to arrive at a cultural assumption that information must 
always be available. One of the most significant stories of 
the past decade is how technology has simultaneously made 
life easier and more difficult: easier in the sense that com- 
puters make people more productive and eliminate much of 
the drudgery; more difficult in the sense that e-mail, cell 
phones, laptop computers, and fax machines mean we’re al- 
ways “on,” we’re always connected, we’re never supposed 
to be unreachable or unable to deal with a boss’s or a co- 
worker’s or a client’s problem right now, dammit. 

With the rise of the Palm Pilot, it’s not at all difficult to 
imagine a scenario in which you're hiking in the White 
Mountains when your combination hand-held/cell phone 
rings. Someone suddenly needs a report that wasn’t due un- 
til next Wednesday. You peel off your backpack, sit down 
on a log, pull some data off the Web through the device’s 
cellular modem, finish the report, and, an hour and a half 
later, e-mail it off to its destination. Magazines that special- 
ize in what might be called business erotica, such as Fast 
Company and Wired, often describe such futuristic moments 
in rapturous, almost orgasmic tones. After all, work will no 
longer keep you from hiking in the White Mountains. The 
gruesome underside of that, though, is that hiking in the 
White Mountains will no longer keep you from work. 

Such theoretical drawbacks have certainly not stopped the 
Palm Pilot from being an enormous hit — even though the 
devices cost between $300 and $400. A whole Palm Pilot 
support industry has sprung up, too. There are books, mag- 
azines, Web sites, and user groups devoted to all things 
Palm. There is a dizzying variety of models to choose from. 
The latest entry, the Palm VII, brings us one step closer to 
the Total Connectedness scenario of the future: it has an 
antenna that lets you send and receive e-mail and jack into 
the Web through a wireless network. 

In fact, it would appear that the Palm Pilot has been such 
a success for two reasons. The first is that it is a rare exam- 
ple of well-designed, well-implemented computer technolo- 
gy. The second is that it’s an emblematic fetish object for 
the work-obsessed late ’90s. 

For business fetishists, it’s a status symbol, advertised in 
national magazines with a classy-looking nude model (“Kate 
Hunter, Dancer”) strategically holding her Palm V (which 
costs more and has less memory than the Palm IIIx, but 
looks way cool) in front of her nether regions. “The idea is to 
make it a ‘badge product,’ ” says John Carroll, managing edi- 
tor of WGBH-TV’s Greater Boston and a long-time advertis- 
ing executive. “The logo itself, the name itself, says some- 
thing about you.” Not surprisingly, the Palm V is selling like 
End of the Century. In fact, Palm Pilots have captured more 
than 70 percent of the market for hand-held computers, even 
though they’re up against mighty Microsoft, whose Windows 
CE software powers several Palm competitors. 

For technology fetishists, the Palm Pilot represents virgin 
territory, the first completely new opportunity to tinker 
since the early days of the personal computer. 

Call it the Cult of the Palm. As with any cult, what’s im- 
portant is not what it does, but what it means. And the full 


answer to that question is not likely to become apparent un- 
til it’s too late to do anything about it. 


HE PALM Pilot belongs to a class of small computers 

known as personal digital assistants, or PDAs. It is not 
the first PDA. In the early 90s, Apple, with much fanfare, 
introduced the Newton, which was big and bulky and, more 
to the point, didn’t actually work. You input data by writing 
on the screen with a special stylus, and the Newton was 
supposed to recognize your handwriting. The results were 
nearly always unintelligible, and sometimes hilarious. 
Doonesbury had a field day. Later versions of the Newton 
operating system reputedly got somewhat better at hand- 
writing recognition, but by then no one was buying it. Apple 
quietly pulled the plug a couple of years ago. 

The Palm Pilot differs from the Newton in two important 
respects: it’s small enough to fit into a shirt pocket; and you 
enter data via a simplified handwriting system called Graffiti, 
which the Palm already understands. Graffiti takes only 
about 15 minutes to pick up, and it works pretty much 
flawlessly. Until handwriting-recognition software im- 
proves, Graffiti is a more-than-adequate stopgap.

(Heavy-duty inputting can be done on your computer, 

and then hot-synced to the Palm later on.) Still, it says 
something interesting about technology that we are expected 
to adapt to its needs rather than the other way around — and 
that many of us are perfectly willing to do so. There are times 
when this can be inconvenient. On several occasions, I’ve 
caught myself jotting notes on a piece of paper in Graffiti. 

Then there are those who are perfectly capable of bending 
technology to their will — such as the New England Palm 
Users Group. It’s a spring evening, and several dozen of us 
gather in a bland, windowless, fluorescent-lit room on the 
IBM campus in Waltham. This is a hard-core techno crowd, 
dedicated to the proposition that no matter how simple and 
straightforward a piece of technology might be, it can always 
be futzed with to make it do unusual, complicated things. 

Before we get down to business, I exchange pleasantries 
with Wayne Bovi, a sales rep for Puma, who’s here to show 
off IntelliSync — hot-syncing software that goes way be- 
yond the basic Palm software. He whips out his brand-new 
Palm V — much oohing and aahing all around — and tells 
us that he’s used it to catalogue his 2000-record-plus col- 
lection of old 45s. Why? “Because I can,” he replies with a 
laugh, adding, “To impress my friends and confound my 
enemies.” Several of us zap each other our electronic “busi- 
ness cards,” using the Palm Pilot’s infrared send-and-re- 
ceive capability. It works flawlessly. “Nerdvana,” to quote 
the great philosopher Dogbert. 

The Palm comes with seven basic applications: an ad- 
dress book, a date book, an expense ledger, a memo pad, a 
to-do list, e-mail, and a calculator. All are remarkably easy 
to use. For an entire subculture, though, this is just a start- 
ing point. During the course of the evening, we watch and 
listen while Bovi explains why plain old hot-syncing is not 
enough. We lean forward, awestruck, as Howard Samuels 
of Analog Devices demonstrates a motion-sensitive chip 
you can install inside your Palm Pilot. He passes around a 
Palm running a marble-in-a-maze game; you actually tilt 


the device to make the digital marble move. (A possible use, 


Samuels explains, might be “gesture-based text entry” — 
which someone else immediately dubs “Physical Graffiti.” 


He even hands out free chips. I pass, having no intention of 


performing electronic microsurgery. 

Presiding over this is Michael Steinberg, a genial, oxford- 
shirt-and-chinos-clad technology-marketing consultant who 
bought his first Palm Pilot in late 1997, after he’d seen a 
friend’s. He describes it as love at first sight. “He gave me 
about a five-minute demonstration, at the end of which I 


was like, okay, that’s it, I’m going to buy one,” Steinberg re- 


calls. “I went out the next day and bought one, and immedi- 
ately became hooked. It replaced my five-part date book.” 
Five months later, he started the New England Palm Users 
Group (located on the Web at www.ne-palm.org), which 
has grown to more than 500 members. 

The Palm Pilot has spawned a tinkering culture reminis- 
cent of the one that grew up around the Apple II nearly two 
decades ago. The uses to which the Palm Pilot has been put 
are truly astounding. Go to the user group’s Web site or to 
the official Palm site (www.palm.com) and you will find nu- 
merous other sites and online magazines offering hundreds 
of different programs and ideas. One of Steinberg’s favorites 
allows him to display a number of common phrases, such as

“Can you get me a taxi?” or “The heat doesn’t work in my 
room,” in five foreign languages. A friendly foreigner can tap 
out the answer in his own language, and it will be displayed 
in English. I even found one webzine that published instruc- 
tions on how to attach velcro to your Palm Pilot and the in- 
side of your shirt pocket so it won’t fall out when you lean 
over. I scared myself by actually considering it for a moment. 
You can install a stripped-down Web browser and plug in 
a modem. You can buy some sort of plug-in device that will 
convert your Palm Pilot into a cell phone. You can, with the 
right software, program it to act as a remote control for your 
TV. (This same capability can reportedly be used to defeat a 
car’s anti-burglary system as well, giving a whole new mean- 
ing to the phrase “computer crime.”) You can view pictures, 
draw, play games — I’ve got Klondike and Pac Man. You 
can buy a keyboard that the Palm Pilot plugs into. You can 
download hundreds of games, applications, and utilities. 
In short, you can — just as with a regular computer — 
take a device that was designed to save you time, and in- 
stead let it suck hours 
upon hours out of your 
life. 

“More than most 
realms, technology tends to 
breed fetishistic dedication, 
I think,” says Washington 
Post technology reporter 
Mark Leibovich, a Boston 

Phoenix alumnus. “Early 
technology adopters seem 
far more likely to parade 
their beliefs, because the 
stuff is new and lends itself to 
evangelism. Users tend to 
trumpet themselves more 
proudly than, say, people who 
eat Cheerios every morning.” 


N A recent issue of Food & 

Wine, contributing editor 
Nina Griscom offers up some “Floral Notes.” Among her 
nuggets is this: “A spectacular florist is the ultimate find. My 
Palm Pilot holds the phone numbers of four in Manhattan.” 

Obviously the end the Palm Pilot as fetish object is at 
hand. David Pogue, in his 489-page doorstop PalmPilot: 
The Ultimate Guide, writes, “The PalmPilot is the ultimate 
conversation-starter. On the train, on the plane, in the hall- 
way — if someone’s using a Palm Pilot, you’ve got a 
friend.” Kurt Vonnegut Jr. called such artificial communities 
“granfalloons.” When Palm Pilot references start turning up 
in a flower column, it’s pretty clear that this particular gran- 
falloon has gotten too big to mean anything at all. 

In other words, as is typical when trying to explain cultural 
phenomena, by the time generalists in the media get around 
to looking at them, they’re pretty much over. The Palm Pilot 
is already one of the fastest-selling consumer-electronics 
items ever. According to the Framingham-based Internation- 
al Data Corporation, the number of hand-held computers 
will grow from the current three million to something like 
13 million by 2001. At that point, there will be no Cult of the 
Palm Pilot. It will just be something people buy. 

Something changes when technology moves from the 
fetishist/tinkering stage to mass acceptance. I remember peck- 
ing out my master’s thesis in 1983 on a souped-up Radio 
Shack Color Computer — trying to get the four-stroke key se- 
quence exactly right so that a footnote reference would appear 
a half-line above the text, then entering another four-stroke se- 
quence to make it go down again. The experience makes me 
appreciate modern computers’ ease of use a lot more than, say, 
a person whose first computer was a Win98 multimedia ma- 
chine with a scanner and a 56K modem thrown in. But today’s 
computing ubiquity has led to a change in cultural expecta- 
tions. Sixteen years ago, buying a cheap computer made my 
life easier. Today, it’s understood that of course you'll use a 
computer, because it makes other people’s lives easier — or, 
more accurately, it enables them to maintain their manic pace. 

I wonder today how many thesis advisers would even ac- 
cept a student’s work if it were banged out on a Smith- 
Corona manual typewriter, which is what my kludgy Radio 
Shack set-up replaced. After all, you wouldn’t be able to 
e-mail your paper to your professor while she was away at 
a conference, and she wouldn’t be able to e-mail it back to 
you instantaneously so you could revise it before she got 
back. And thus has technology trod a familiar path: from 
useful tool for a few to a requirement for all; from some- 
thing that saves you time to something that speeds up time 
and leaves you feeling harried and breathless. 

As the Cult of the Palm Pilot grows from sect to move- 
ment to mainline religion, the danger is that it, too, will 
make the transition from time-saver to time-speeder-upper. 
I like having information at my fingertips at all times; I don’t 
like the prospect that, a few years from now, I will be ex- 
pected to have information at my fingertips at all times. 

I love my Palm Pilot. But the first time an editor e-mails a 
marked-up story to me while I’m on a mountain trail so that 
I can answer “a few questions,” the love affair is over. &

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NDER THE SERRATED edge of a slow-moving cloud front, 
several hundred cars are glowing in the dusk light of the 
parking lot behind the Liberty Tree Mall. A long row of classic 

Fords. A low pocket of Corvettes from the ’50s. A clump of 1960 

Pontiacs. Two Edsels. One Bentley. They’re lovingly waxed, ob- 

sessively restored, and unbelievably souped up. In fire-engine red, 
periwinkle blue, banana yellow, and maroon, they flock together 
like tropical birds — proud and preening, with the occasional hood 
lifted in display. A DJ plays the Chantels and Bruce Springsteen. 
Smoke from the Kiwanis hot-dog stand wafts across the blacktop. 

Every Wednesday night from May through October, these cars 
— and their owners — migrate from all over New England to the 
Danvers Antique and Hot Rod Car Show. The biggest, longest- 
running regular “cruise night” in the area, it’s partly a parade, but 
mostly a social gathering. The asphalt, the engines, the testos- 
terone of cruise night are tuned down and smoothed over with 
nostalgia. 

Tom Angers, who co-founded the event seven years ago, is 
acting as gatekeeper this Wednesday night. A 52-year-old plastics 
worker, Angers sits at the entrance to the lot and watches to be 
sure the arriving cars pass muster. He holds out a plastic milk jug 
for donations, which go to the Danvers police department’s 
D.A.R.E. program. He ticks off statistics for each car that rolls by: 
“Chevy 350 engine, 345-horsepower Muncie four-speed transmis- 
sion, nine-inch Ford rear-end.” 

Touching his thumb and forefinger together for emphasis, 
Angers patiently gives a little history of hot-rodding. The origi- 
nal hot rods, cars from the '30s that young men fixed up for 
cruising and drag racing, “had junkyard parts and crank-up 
windows and were crude to the point where you were lucky if 
you got a decent ride.” But hot-rodding has aged with its par- 
ticipants, and now it’s more about amenities: the AC, the pow- 
er windows, the CD players, and the cushy suspension sys- 
tems. “You get a little older,” he says, “you want a little more 
comfort.” 

The classic hot rod is still a Ford roadster from the ’30s, but 
pretty much anything that’s been souped up gets into the show. “If 
it’s later than 1970, | look for some chopping and channeling,” 
Angers says, which means lopping the top off to turn the car into a 
convertible, or lowering the frame over the wheels. 

The show includes museum pieces as well as souped-up 
hot rods. Over among the Pontiacs, Gordon Sprague hovers 
near the long, flat, teal-colored Catalina that his mother 
bought in 1966. The car has its original paint job, stainless- 
steel detail, and aqua upholstery. “It’s not modified,” he says. 
“It’s a family car from the ’60s. A transportation car.” A faded 
photograph shows Sprague, age six, leaning out of the driver's 
seat with a goofy grin. “I fell in love with it when my mother 
bought it,” he says. “I knew it was just a matter of time before 
it would be mine. 

“She still loves it. | send her pictures.” 

Clearly, American cars do sometimes provoke a deep and 
abiding passion — something inexplicable, like love between 
people. There’s also a tribal element. “I don’t like to say one 
car is better than another,” says Sprague, who parks his 
Catalina every week with the other Pontiacs at the show. It’s 
simply that “people who love Pontiacs join the Pontiac club.” 
Tonight, the Pontiac people are tolerating a Ford on Sprague’s 
left side and, two Pontiacs away, a Chevrolet Corvette belong- 
ing to Dick Toleos, who went to high school with Sprague. “We

The Pontiacs, and some other cars, are dismissed 
by Vito Venuti with a casual sweep of his arm. “If you 
actually look around, you’re not going to see too 
many actual hot rods,” he says. “That whole row over 
there? They're not hot rods. They’re classics.” In a 
tight-fitting T-shirt and black jeans, Venuti is sporting 
a deep tan that sets off his white hair and the Col- 
gate-worthy enamel on his reproduction 1932 Ford 
roadster. A real-estate broker in Melrose, Venuti is 
proud that his roadster does not, like many of the 
pristine classic cars, sit garaged. “It goes 150 miles 
an hour,” he says. “I've taken it to Indianapolis and 
back, and not in a trailer. We drive them.” 

Venuti offers no more justification for his prefer- 
ences than Sprague does. “It’s the era we grew up in. 
It's the cars we built in the garage. The younger guys 
who grew up with Trans Ams, they're going to get 
Trans Ams. Have you seen American Graffit?? That's 
us. That’s us when we were kids,” Venuti says. 

Most of the guys here are well into their 40s, if not 
their 50s or 60s. They talk about working on cars 
growing up, about their childhoods, their fathers, the 
summers spent in the garage. But only a small mi- 
nority have recruited their sons into the passion. In 
the age of flexible polymers and processors under 
the hood, the nature of America’s romance with cars 
is clearly changing. 

The exceptions keep the hope alive. Back at 
the entrance, Tom Angers’s grandson Mike stops by 
to say hi with a couple of his friends. When his buddy

Mark Sandman 
memorial 


A memorial concert will be held this Sunday from 3 to 6 p.m., in 
celebration of the life and music of Morphine’s Mark Sandman, who died 
of a heart attack on stage at a rock festival outside Rome on July 3. 
Brookline Street in Central Square will be blocked off between Mass Ave 
and Green Street; the stage erected at the Green Street end will stand a 
few paces from Sandman’s home-away-from-home, the Middle East; 
within a hundred yards or so of Morphine’s first haunt, the Plough & 
Stars; and around the corner from the location where Morphine played 
their final local gig, at the Central Square World's Fair. 

The line-up, still tentative at press time, provides a glimpse at the 
depth, breadth, and prolificity of Sandman’s contributions to both the local 











and national music scene. Performing material from all phases of 
Sandman’s career will be a version of his first nationally successful band, 
Treat Her Right; Russ Gershon’s Either/Orchestra; Mr. Airplane Man, 
whom Sandman had recorded; Superhero Hijinx, a ska band whose line- 
up includes two of Sandman’s nephews; the Ray Corvair Trio, with whom 
Sandman played his final local show; Moveable Bubble, featuring 
frequent Sandman collaborator Chris Ballew (Presidents of the United 
States of America; Supergroup), Billy Beard, Frank Schwartz, Morphine’s 
Dana Colley and Billy Conway, and perhaps John Medeski; a Wooden 
Leg/Pale Bros. conglomerate; Dinty Child performing with 20 
schoolchildren; and the Hypnosonics Festival Ensemble, including all-star 
ringers Willie Alexander and the Bosstones’ Dicky Barrett and Joe 
Gittleman. The Middle East will also host a video retrospective of 
Sandman’s career. 

Although the show is free and open to the public, voluntary donations 
will be collected to benefit a music-education fund in Sandman’s name 
that will be earmarked for use in the Cambridge public-school system. “It’s 
something that Mark and | had talked about this past spring,” explains Deb 
Klein, Sandman’s close friend and Morphine’s manager. “I was thinking 
that it’s time to give back, and when the new album came out, | really 
wanted to donate, as part of the tour, some of the proceeds to music- 
education programs. And | had wanted to do it on a national scale at the 
time — to actually have Mark go into different schools and give a 
presentation, and to show kids how he had invented his own instrument, 
and to spread the message to be creative, to be unique, to write about 
what you know. He’d actually done that — Mark's sister is a music teacher 
in Brookline, and he'd talked to her seventh-grade class. | was there when 
he did it and it was really cool. The kids just responded amazingly.” 

The details of exactly how the memorial funds will be spent are still 
being worked out; ideas include a scholarship, or a program to bring local 
musicians into the schools. “What we thought was to keep it local at this 
point,” says Klein, “and use the funds to support music-education 
programs in the Cambridge public-school system. There’s a couple of 
things that are already set up — they do have scholarship programs for 
high-school students going on to, say, Berklee. And there are also 
different things we're thinking about doing that would be getting involved 
with elementary-school kids, because that’s when music in a kid’s life can 
make a big difference. We would get other musicians to go into the 
schools and just talk — just to provide role models, which | don’t think a 
lot of kids have, especially in the music world. 

“So we definitely want to get people involved, we want to keep this 
going year after year. We're having this memorial concert, and we want to 
try to make it a yearly thing. We want to keep the funds going so we can 
still be active in the community for Mark’s sake — for what he was all 
about, to keep his spirit alive.” 

The Mark Sandman memorial concert will be held this Sunday, July 
25, from 3 to 6 p.m. outdoors on Brookline Street in Central Square.

of the 200 people per night eating 
at Blackstone’s on the Square. 

Blackstone Square (the park) is 
a very New Yorky—looking bit of 
the South End, a huge flat block 
of grass and trees ringed by a 
wrought-iron fence; you can see 
it across West Brookline Street 
through the restaurant’s tall 
plate-glass windows. Blackstone’s 

(the restaurant) occupies the first 
floor of a pretty, renovated stone 
building, very late-’90s South 
End. The lot next door is an 
asphalt basketball court with graf- 
fiti on the wall; between that and 
the restaurant, you’ve got the 
story of a neighborhood. 

From the outside, Blackstone’s 
is almost cockily understated. It 
doesn’t even have a sign —. you 
have to get close enough to read 
the lettering on the glass of the 
front door. Inside, it’s all buzz, 
which I didn’t quite expect — I 
hadn’t heard much about the 
place through the usual channels, 
and I was kind of surprised that a 
restaurant this successful hadn’t 
generated more publicity. I can 
only assume that Blackstone’s has 
so exactly pegged its clientele — 
boys who live in the South End, 
mainly — that it doesn’t need to 
worry about that public-profile 
stuff. 

One clear reason for 
Blackstone’s popularity is that it’s 
not nearly as expensive as it feels. 
Normally when you walk into a 
restaurant and see ceilings this 
high and haircuts this expensive 
and the telltale small bar in front 
displaying 14 kinds of call vodka, 
you just know you’re about to pay 
20 bucks for a piece of salmon. 
At Blackstone’s, you’re paying 
$15, and the hosts are accommo- 
dating to boot. They squeezed us 
into an achingly full room last 
Monday; two nights later they let 
us expand our reservation from 
two people to three to — once 
my Australian writer friend actu- 
ally showed up — four. My 





Australian writer friend is serious 
about food, and she found a lot to 
be wrong with certain dishes at 
Blackstone’s, but nothing sucked, 
and I think it’s pretty fab that in 
1999, the Year of the Nosebleed 
Entrée Price, at least somebody is 
bothering to run a restaurant 
where you can dress up, be seen, 
and not max out your Visa in the 
process. 

Blackstone’s is done in a kind 
of Gothic Lite motif, with a 
stained-glass window mounted 
between bar and dining room and 
booths built to look like sleek fili- 
greed pews. Once you start to 
look too closely, the seams show; 
there’s unfinished wood around 
that stained-glass window, and 
the light fixtures, upon inspec- 





tion, are just slightly cheesy. A 
similar thing can be said for the

about what you pay for a clam 
roll at Woodman’s — and trust 
me, these clams were better, 
plump and crispy. A prosciutto 
plate ($7) was heavy on the 
prosciutto, light on the promised 
melon-radish salsa (a ramekin of 





the salsa would have been nice), 
but it still had the right idea. 
Pizza did not have the right 
idea. The two we had ($10 for 
tomato-mozzarella, $12 for crab 
and smoked corn) seemed not so 
much mis-cooked as miscon- 
strued. Instead of a crisp-crust 
pizza with lively, fresh little top- 
pings, these were inert crusts with 
a flat, homogenized top layer, like 













England, there’s a lot of seafood 
on the menu. I think my favorite 
dish was a wonderful thing called 
“smoked salmon brandade” ($7), 
a generous paté of salmon 
mashed with potato. You spread 
the stuff like fluffy lox on the two 
wedges of flatbread, or scoop it 
up with rolls from the breadbas- 
ket. The color scheme alone was 
worth the price: a pink scoop of 
salmon, deeper-pink pickled 
onions, and green watercress 
around the edge. 

There was a sort of picnicky 
feel to some of the appetizers: 
one was slices of early-ripening 
tomato with a “cool green sauce” 
of basil and avocado and cucum- 
ber ($6); another was a paper bag 
of fried clams with a chipotle- 
spiced tartar sauce. At eight 
bucks, the clams were the most 
expensive appetizer, but that’s 
























a gourmet version of Mama 
Celeste. ’Nuff said. 

As at a lot of mid-range restau- 
rants, the entrées were a little less 
playful, a little less lively, and 
overall not as much fun as the 
appetizers. The peppered white 
flesh of a Chilean sea bass ($15) 
lay on a pile of couscous, white 
on beige, the fish nicely cooked 
but plain. Spongy potato gnocchi 
($9) soaked up an undersalted 
creamy tomato sauce, with slices 
of tomato and zucchini in the 
mix. Prime rib ($16), done about 
a step rarer than we’d ordered it, 
was attractively crosshatched by 
the grill and served over wilted 
greens. 

The entrée that pushed my but- | 
ton was an Asian-spiced pork ten- | 
derloin ($14), in which one of 
those excellent, carefully, farmed_, 
hunks of pork was spice-rubbed, 
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quare 


grilled, and sliced into delicately 
thin medallions. (Pork, I think, is 
just better than it used to be.) The 
medallions lay over a surprisingly 
good salad of cold barley, pepper, 
and cucumber that was bound 
together with a sweet soy dressing. 

The dessert to order is the 
strawberry shortcake ($5), in 
which a warm nubbly scone-like 
biscuit is split and filled to over- 
flowing with fresh quartered 
berries and cream. Créme brdlée 
($6) didn’t taste bad, but the tex- 
ture was denser and eggier than 
it ought to have been; a peach- 
blueberry tart ($6) was a perfect- 
ly good slice of pie. 

One other nice thing about 
Blackstone’s: the wine isn’t preda- 
torily expensive. Aside from a short 
list of higher-end wines, bottles are 
in the $20-$30 range and glasses 
are $4 to $6, which is the kind of

price that makes dinner a lot more 
affordable. 

Blackstone’s is a high-capacity 
room without any sound insula- 
tion, and things do get loud, 
especially since the place is a bit 
of a scene. During dinner one 
night, mutual-fund genius Peter 
Lynch showed up and sat down at 
the table behind us. At most 
upscale restaurants I can think of, 


Lynch — one of the financial 
world’s few genuine celebritics — 
would probably be asked for an 


autograph. Here, with his family 
in tow and that electric hat of 
white hair, he just seemed very 
straight and middle-aged, and he 
didn’t attract much attention at 
all. Maybe that’s why he likes the 


place. Z

It’s that 
kind of place — a San Franciscan blend of impeccable 
produce, Latin music, and owners who act like new 
fathers, all in a hole-in-the-wall with a handful of tables 
And crépes. Poured and painted on a hot plate, 
made to order. You can watch the crépe maker fold 
buffalo mozzarella, tomatoes, and a homemade 
walnut-and-basil pesto into a neatly pressed pocket 
($6.75). Or you can choose your own combination, like 
roasted wild mushrooms with tomatoes or spinach and 
one of eight cheeses ($6.25). Highly recommended is 
the house blend of herbed feta and goat cheese, 
which is pressed with fennel and celery seeds and has 


a peppered flavor. Also fantastic is the crépe with 





spiced pears, blue cheese, arugula, and roasted wal- 


nuts ($6.75)

lf your palate craves sweet over salty, there are several satisfying and filling choices, including brown sugar, 
berries, Nutella, and vanilla Haagen-Dazs.

sometimes strained — this may improve thanks to the recently restructured kitchen and a new chef.

OSKAR’S, 107 South St. (Leather District), 
Boston, 542-6756. $17-$26. Hovering 
between goth and industrial in decor, 
between Boston and. New York in mood, 
Oskar's epitomizes the new wave of down- 
town lounge-restaurants. Cigars are abun- 
dant. The kitchen serves lunch, dinner, 
cocklails, and late supper. 

IL PANINO’S BISTRO, 295 Franklin SL, 
Boston, 338-1000. $12-$24. A bustling, very 
moderately priced alternative to the fancy 
dining room upstairs. The food is simple and 
low in fat, yet based on superflavorful ingre- 
dients. Don't miss anything with arugula, 
fresh basil, or the other great Italian flavor- 
ings. 

SILVERTONE, 69 Bromfield St, Boston, 
(617) 338-7887. $6-$12. This sleek under- 
ground bar on funky old Bromfield Sueet 
gets kinda packed after work, but the menu 
is worth a look if you can score a table 
cheap, good, no-nonsense takes on home- 
Style food like meatloaf and steak tips. Also 
a nice stop for lunch. The wine list is short 
and gratifyingly un-inflated 

THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, Boston, 
292-9966. $20-$32. With its linen table- 
cloths, high ceilings, and grand bar, this 
wedge-shaped room has all the markings of 
a classic downtown restaurant. But the 
cooking hums with an adventurous spirit, 
and the extensive wine list is cleverly cho- 
sen 

WEST STREET GRILLE, 15 West St. (off 
Tremont St., near Downtown Crossing), 
Boston, 423-0300. $15-$25 (lunch, $8-$9) 
Known primarily for its bar scene, this is a 
credible restaurant as well. The cooking is 
roughly New American; the building is tall, 
narrow, and multistoried; and the dining 
rvom, upstairs from the after-work bustle, is 
surprisingly calm 

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., Boston, 
542-5108. $13-$24. This bistro with a gen- 
uinely French feel has a wine-bar angle (the 
list of 40-odd wines changes weekly), an 
artsy angle (galleries across the street), and 
a shamelessly Gallic angle (sweetbread vol- 
au-vent, venison in wine reduction sauce) 
The menu favors purism over culinary 
excitement, but the place has a buzz about 
it nonetheless. 


EAST BOSTON 

ANGELO & SONS SEAFOOD, 297-299 
Chelsea Street (Day Square), East Boston, 
567-2500. $7-$18. Just out of sight of the 
Logan runways, this East Boston seafood 
joint is the best reason we know to drive 
through the Callahan Tunnel. The owner 
spent much of his life as a fisherman, and 
his love of the catch shines through every- 
where. Order the mixed-shellfish plate to 
start (it's called "seafood aioli’), and whatev 
er's on the specials board 


THE FENWAY 

BANGKOK CITY RESTAURANT, 167 
Mass Ave, Boston, 266-8884. $7-$14 
(lunch, $5-$6). The fourth Thai restaurant 
within blocks of Symphony Hall, but the 
nearest to Berklee, with a fine list of vege- 
larian items including fooled-me spring rolls 





and crunchy mee grob noodles. Elegant, 
uncrowded, and the food is beautifully pre 
sented. Omnivores go for shrimp mermaid, 
garlic fish, and beef jungle 

EL PELON, 92 Peterborough Steet, 
Boston, (617) 262-9090. $1.50-$4.50. A tiny 
taqueria in the West Fenway channels the 
cheap-'n'-fun spirit of West Coast burrito 
shops, but fuels it with the inventive energy 
of a chef who's worked in some of the city’s 
high-end bistro kitchens. It's hard to go 
wrong here, and at $3 to $5 an item, you 
might as well try it all. Don't miss this 
SOPHIA’S, 1270 Boylston St., Boston, 
(617) 351-7001. $15-$19. A big room with 
drinks and entertainment (this used to be the 
nightclub Quest) serving Spanish-style 
tapas from early evening. Since no one in 
urban Spain dines until almost midnight, we 
aren't too surprised that the place is pretty 
empty until about nine, and we aren't too 
proud to sneak in for Manchego flan, roast- 
ed stuffed peppers, baked avocado and 
shrimp in garlic sauce. You could be pretty 
happy with a full diner of Chilean sea bass 
or veal cutlets, too. 

SORENTO’S ITALIAN GOURMET, 86 
Peterborough St., Boston, 424-7070. $6- 
$19 A (somewhat yuppie) neighborhood 
pizza parlor with food better than most 
“northern Italian” cafés. The secret: a short 
list of top ingredients worked into al dente 
pastas, delectable calzones and pizzas, and 
a couple of creamy sauces. BR Sal. and 
Sun., 10 a.m. -4 p.m. 

TIGER LILY, 8 Westland Ave (Symphony), 
Boston. (617) 267-8881. $11-$24. A big 
Malaysian restaurant full of Trader Vic decor 
and all kinds of semi-exolic food.

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BY THOR IVERSON There’s a monkey on my back, and its name is Cheap Wine. Whether 
it’s someone asking for good wines at a price I can’t quite provide, or my editor complaining 


that wine costs more than it did 10 years go, I’m on a constant but desperate 


quest for excellent under-$10 wines. 
Unfortunately, that sort of wine value is 
almost impossible to find in this country. (1 
know the truth hurts my wallet, too.) 

Why? Partly for the usual reasons: infla- 
tion, greed, and so on. But the primary 
cause is deeper: the absence of an American 
wine tradition. Prohibition, which destroyed 
most of our wine industry, gets part of the 
blame. And, of course, we didn’t benefit (as 
Europe did) from the Etruscans, Greeks, 
and Romans planting wine grapes every- 
where they went 

loday, because we didn’t “grow up” with 
wine, we re ata disadvantage In Europe, 
wine is an everyday product, no more special 
than bread or vegetables; here, it’s consid- 
ered a luxury item with an aura of snobbery 
attached. Elsewhere, there are multiple tiers 
of production and consumption, ranging 
from bottles for grand occasions to anony- 
mous bottles for everyday quaffing; in the 
US, our “good” wine comes almost entirely 
from what are, in other countries, the upper 
levels of the wine hierarchy. We completely 
lack the vast lower tier of European wines, 
usually known as table or country wine. In 
France, for example, vins de table and vins

de pays are purchased for a few francs in the 
supermarket, or poured into plastic jugs that 
one refills at the local co-op winery. 

To help illustrate the problem, look at the 
chart below. It lists types of wine with 
approximate prices, and how those wines 
might (hypothetically) be labeled in France 
and the US. 

As you can see, there are no US equiva- 
lents to the two bottom levels. [f you’re 
spending less than $10 in the US, you’re 


probably getting 1.5-liter bottles of bulk wine | 


(which are sometimes rejected grapes or 
wine from other wineries), jugs of indeter- 
minate and dubious content, and wine-in-a 
box. 

So what’s the difference between a $6 
bottle of Cétes-du-Rh6ne and a $6 jug of 
“pink chablis”? For one thing, the Cotes-du- 
Rh6ne is made with grapes and techniques 
mandated by French appellation law, and 
doesn’t change much from year to year. 
“Pink chablis,” on the other hand, doesn’t 
really exist (the “Chablis” name is stolen 
from a region in France that actually makes 
steely, acidic whites from chardonnay); any 
grapes might have gone into the wine, and 
the style changes based on the results of

market research. The grapes don’t even have 
to come from this country. 

Furthermore, the Cétes-du-Rh6ne is 
essentially a natural wine, not one carefully 
crafted, sweetened, chemically adjusted, and 
flavored (in the style of the “blackberry mer- 
lot” you’ve probably seen in ads and in 
stores). The Cdtes-du-Rh6ne is wine as it 
has been made for centuries; “pink chablis” 
is lab science. 

But the most important difference is in the 
taste and quality. Concoctions like “pink 
chablis” are specifically designed to entice 
soda aficionados with sugar and vague sug- 
gestions of fruit. In that they succeed, but 
what they don’t do very well is go with food. 
European table wines are made for drinking 
with meals, and have developed through the 
centuries to match the cuisines of the 
regions in which they’re made; simple wine 
for simple food. 

So is there hope for American wine lovers 
on a budget? Not much. Prime grape-grow- 
ing land is insanely expensive, and grapes 
from cheaper land are manipulated so much 
(acid, sugar, grape concentrate, and oak fla- 
voring are often added, while water and 
alcohol are removed) that they retain little of

their intrinsic character. A $5 generic 
California merlot could be a tasty quaffing 
wine if rescued from over-engineering and 
over-manipulation, but few producers have 
the necessary courage. 

If you’re ever in another country, try some 
of the bulk wines and table wines available in 
stores. Or order a carafe of some anony- 
mous rosé in a bistro or trattoria. You'll be 
pleasantly surprised at the quality, and you'll 
wonder why we can’t do as well. Meanwhile, 
watch this space for some great wine bar- 
gains .. . such as the following: 

1995 Barone del Murgo Etna Rossa 
($7.99, Wine & Cheese Cask). Fully mature, 
with a pastis and prune nose, a blueberry 
marshmallow palate, and a slightly oaky fin- 
ish. Sounds strange, but I loved this wine. As 
an accompaniment, sprinkle a few cloves 
around some meatballs and cheese and bake 
— this wine (grown in the shadow of the 
famous volcano) will erupt with flavor. 

1996 Gallo of Sonoma Merlot ($9.50, 
available everywhere). This is definitely not 
in the style of grapey, dull merlot that one 
expects in this price range. Seriously struc- 
tured, with dark berries, black pepper, earth, 
almonds, and dry tannins, this really only 
started to show its fruit after-three days of 
air. Decant it that far ahead, or cellar it for a 
few years, and serve it with grilled meats and 
vegetables. 

1985 Baumard Coteaux du Layon 
($12.75, Brookline Liquor Mart). Yes, 
that’s right, less than $13 for a 14-year-old 
wine. Rich and intense, mango and corn 
syrup with a succulent mineral and quinine 
rigidity. Entices the nose with cinnamon 
and nutmeg in sea spray, finishes with saf- 
fron and pine forest. This moderately 
sweet dessert wine defines complexity — 
look how carried away I got with the 
description! 

NV Alain Renardat-Fache Vin de Bugey 
Cerdon ($14.99, Wine & Cheese Cask). 
Made from gamay (the grape of red 
Beaujolais) and poulsard (an obscurity from 
the Jura region of France), lurid pink, semi- 
sparkling, semi-sweet, and utterly delicious. 
This wine evokes the freshest of berries, and 
it’s the perfect summer wine. %

(The restaurant half 
used to be called Mexican Cuisine.) This is 
real regional cooking, not cheap but great 
for a change of pace. Good bets are the 
ejotes — truly remarkable green beans — 
as well as the enchiladas Trotsky and any 
fish dish made with the pumpkin-seed-and- 
peanut mole.

Lively, 
casual Tex-Mex restaurant and margarita 
bar. 

FIVE SEASONS, 1634 Beacon Street 
(Washington Square), Brookline, 731-2500. 
$10-$17 A storefront macrobiotic restuarant 
from Jamaica Plain hits the big time in 
Brookline. Ignore the contradictions and 
enjoy the excellent chowders, sea-veg- 
etable salads, basic grains, stir-fries, and — 
if your diet allows — superb seafood 
entrees. Just watch out for anything that 
usually employes dairy products, sugar, or 
eggs, such as most of the desserts. BR Sat.

FUGAKYU, 1280 Beacon Street (Coolidge

Cheap, 
huge spinach pies, gyro sandwiches. Full- 
flavored meatballs, stufled grape leaves, 
roast lamb, and real mashed potatoes. Very 
decent fried chicken for the kids. Small but 
sincere. BR Daily, 11 a.m.-12:30 p.m. 
PANDAN LEAF, 250 Harvard St. (Coolidge 
Corner), Brookline, 566-9393. $6-$29 
(lunch, $6-8). Boston's third and maybe 
best-yet Malaysian restaurant. Certainly the 
best-looking, with a modern bistro style. A 
few highlights of this novel cuisine are the 
pandan-leaf lobak as an appetizer, the 
gado-gado salad, the Malaysian yee sang, 
fine-flavored barbecued stingray, spicy 
Indonesian chicken, and a soupy bubur cha 
cha for dessert. Explanatory menu and 
many “safe” dishes make this an easy place 
to jump in, or bring a group. 

PROVIDENCE, 1223 Beacon St. (Coolidge 
Comer), Brookline, 232-0300. $18-$25. An 
elegant postmodem dining room with intel- 
lectual substance. Chef Paul O'Connell has 
nouvelle-American training and Northem 
Italian experience, but hearty, northern- 
European flavors keep sneaking in. 
SHALOM HUNAN, 92 Harvard St. 
(Brookline Village), 731-9778. $7-$20. Glatt 
kosher attempts at the classic dishes of 
pork-loving China, succeeding perfectly with 
the steamed sea bass, and pretty well with 
pan-fried dumplings, mu shu veal, and 
General Tso’s chicken. Nice service and 
chocolate cake for dessert offset a some- 
what sweet-and-bland palate. 

TABERNA DE HARO, 999 Beacon SL, 
Brookline, (617) 277-8272. $10-$15 (tapas 
cost less). The most modern Spanish tapas 
place in the city may also be the most 
authentic: there really are no dinners per se, 
and the food is tuned salty and small to com- 
plement the dry sherries of Spain. A great 
evening if you like this kind of eating, and 
better if you connect early and often with the 
grilled asparagus, while anchovies, pollo en 
pepitoria, shrimp in garlic oil, or the cheese 
platter. 

ZAFTIGS, 335 Harvard St. (Coolidge 
Corner), Brookline, 975-0075. $7-$13. 
Despite the name, a very un-nostalgic, post- 
modern kind of delicatessen with generally 
excellent food and very reasonable 
desserts.

Try the 
conch fritters with sweet-potato fries, 
maverick grits, vegetarian dishes, any- 
thing Southern.

It's in Davis Square, but it’s designed like 
a downtown trendster bar, with industrial 
steel trim and waiters in black T-shirts.

slotting the final penalty kick and wound 

up on the cover of Newsweek. Tom Cruise 
(sort of) and Nicole Kidman bared all for Eyes 
Wide Shut and made the cover of Time. Now we 
have a photo for the Commonwealth 
Shakespeare Company's upcoming production 
of Julius Caesar that shows Mark Anthony and 
Caesar naked from the chest up. Is it director 
Steven Maler's aim to drag Brutus, Cassius, and 
company out of the closet? Or will his actors just 
be hoping to beat the heat when this Julius 
Caesar opens next Friday on Boston Common? 

Maler has a simpler explanation: the 

costumes — which he describes as 
“Rome/Boston 1999/all time” — aren't yet ready, 
so the photo went without. After all, he reminds 
us, “This play slowly but surely strips the layers 
off everyone and shows them as they are.” 
Besides, the men of Julius Caesar (there are just 
two women in the play, both with small parts) 
share a kind of intimacy that’s hard to locate in 
our own time — Maler suggests the closeness of 
a football team, or a boxer and his trainer, or 
men going to war. For a character like Cassius’s 
friend Titinius, he says, the challenge is to

explain “What is my relationship to Cassius that | 
would kill myself at his death?” 

Commonwealth's three previous productions 
— A Midsummer Night's Dream, Romeo and 
Juliet, and As You Like It— were more 
conventionally popular Shakespeare plays. Why 
Julius Caesar? “Well, we've been alternating 
comedy and tragedy,” Maler points out, adding 
that it's part of Commonwealth's mission to 
expose young people to the Bard, and that 
Caesar is still read in school, if less often seen 
on stage. “This play is so contemporary. There 
are no heroes. There are no villains. There are a 
lot of practical people. Everybody's frightened. 
Everybody's lost. Everybody’s grasping. 
Everybody's stupid. 

“There’s a man [Caesar] playing games with 
crowns: the crowd applauds when he rejects 
the crown, for all their love of him. There’s 
idealism versus pragmatism: Brutus calls 
Cassius on the carpet for accepting bribes, but 
how else does he think the revolution is to be 
funded? And there’s the flip-flopping between 
public and private: Caesar humiliates 
Calpurnia [by publishing her barrenness], but 
then there’s an incredibly intimate interior

scene. Part one is focused, rhythmic, moving 
inevitably toward the killing of Caesar; part two 
is chaotic, plans and dreams deferred, 
destroyed, it’s connected to the crowd's attack 
on Cinna the poet.” 

And what about financing for Boston's free 
Shakespeare? The director mentions 
appreciatively BankBoston, Bell America, and 
the Judith and Douglas Krupp Family 
Charitable Foundation and the company’s 
“significantly increased level of sponsorship,” 
from $200,000 to $300,000, which this year has 
allowed Commonwealth to have a technical 
director and company manager and to increase 


the number of performances from 11 to 15 
There’s even been talk of adding a second 
production, but Maler says, “That will have to 
wait until this one is completely funded.” 

The Commonwealth Shakespeare Company's 
Julius Caesar will be presented (weather 
permitting) at 8 p.m. at Boston Common's 
Parkman Bandstand (just off Tremont Street) on 
the following dates: July 30 and 31; August 1, 3 
through 8, and 11 through 15. There's also a 7 
p.m.

Mr. Bungle 


BUNGLED: Before, during, and now after Faith No More, Mike Patton has led a double life as the frontman of a 
strange and sinister avant-rock outfit known as Mr. Bungle. Their debut disc, produced by John Zorn, was one of 


the odder albums ever to appear in the Warner Bros. catalogue. It seemed to apply Zorn’s ideas from Naked City — 
splice, shuffle, repeat, only really fast — to Patton’s broad sonic palette, which ranged from Japanese noise to '70s 


funk to Brazilian folk music but was always obsessed with the sounds of the carnival. Patton has since recorded 
even weirder stuff — a couple of the strangest a cappella albums ever made, and most recently a metal disc with 
the Melvins’ King Buzzo under the name Fantomas — but he’s returned to the Bungle moniker for the recently 
released California (Warner Bros.). As usual, it’s uncategorizable, but in a different way. And Bungle — who have 
been known to perform in full S&M gear, including Patton, who used to sing with a horse bit in his mouth — are on 
a tour that brings them to Avalon on August 5. One of the finest extreme-metal bands to emerge in the last couple 
of years, Dillinger Escape Plan, open. That’s at 5 Lansdowne Street; call 423-NEXT for tickets.

Stanley Kubrick closes his career with wide open Eyes 
BY PETER KEOUGH One thing is clear 


from Stanley Kubrick’s last film, the enigmatic 
and phlegmatic Eyes Wide Shut — the late 
director admired Nicole Kidman’s butt almost 
as much as she does. It’s one of the first 
images in the film, as her character, Alice 


Harford, poses before a mirror 
and drops her little black dress to 
disclose a tawny, well-toned 
derriere gleaming like the space 
station in 2001: A Space Odyssey 
(1968). Even the music is a 
Viennese-style waltz evoking “By 
the Beautiful Blue Danube.” 

But the unveiling is just a tease 

— a cut is made to a black screen 
and the film’s paradoxical title, 
setting up a pattern of desire and 
its frustration — by repression, 
censorship, confusion, and plain 
old ineptitude. Despite its master- 
ful come-on promotion, Eyes 
Wide Shut is a movie about not 
getting any. 

That’s especially true for view- 
ers, who will find their various 
expectations of this final film 
directed by one of the world’s 
great artists (and starring two of 
the world’s most visible celebri- 
ties) attenuated and denied. 
Voyeurism, closure, coherence, 
catharsis — Eyes offers them long 
enough to titillate but not fulfill. In 
this sense it epitomizes the direc- 
tor’s career, 13 films that toy with 
passion, play with profundity, but 
wind up in a labyrinth of dead-end 
meaning and feeling. The frozen 
face of Jack Nicholson in the maze 
concluding The Shining (1980), 
the beaming face of the newborn 
Star Child at the end of 2001, the 
gilded mask on the pillow at the 
end of Eyes — all regard their 
unfathomable worlds with 
Olympian detachment and irony. 

What would Kubrick be with- 
out the saving grace of irony? 
Perhaps a greater filmmaker. Take 


the final sequence in Paths of 


Glory (1958), in which French 
troops fresh from the trenches are 
overcome by a song sung by a 
captured German girl (the actress 
who played the role, Susanne 
Christian, would be Kubrick’s 
wife for the last 40 years of his 
life). Somehow, a woman almost 
always lies at the heart of his 
film’s convolutions and convul- 
sions, the seeming passive object, 
like the near-nude ballerina taunt- 
ing the “cured” Alex in A 
Clockwork Orange (1971), who 
in fact is the prime manipulator, 
unmoved by the eyes of the 
beholder. 

“How do I look?”, Alice asks of 
her physician husband Bill (Tom 
Cruise, varying in expression 
from mask-like impassivity to a 
manic grin) as she sits on the pot 
and he preens with his bow tie, 
hogging her looking glass. He 
answers without a glance, and it’s 
apparent that this is a marriage in 
trouble, despite lovely daughter 
Helena (Madison Eginton) and 
the sprawling Central Park West 
apartment that unrolls before 
Kubrick’s tracking camera like 
the hotel corridors of The 
Shining. Already Eyes seems in 
the world of dreams — how does 
Bill, apparently a mere GP, afford 
all this? House calls on the rich 
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THE KUBRICK CANON: 
an indifferent universe where 
death and the maiden are one 
and the mask covers a raging 
void. 


and mysterious, apparently, such 
as Victor Ziegler (Sydney 
Pollack), a Manhattan nabob for 
whose big wingding Bill and Alice 
are dressing. 

The champagne and gauzy 
gold lighting take their toll on 
Alice, who falls into the clutches 
of Sandor (Sky Dumont), an 
aging Eurotrash lothario who 
wants to take her upstairs and 
show her Ziegler’s “Renaissance 
bronzes.” Instead it’s Bill who 
makes the trip, plucked from the 
arms of a pair of models who 
want to take him where “the rain- 
bow ends” — he’s needed to tend 
to a guest. Naked and semi-con- 
scious from an overdose, in a pos- 
ture mimicking a painting on the 
wall, Mandy (Julienne Davis) 
responds to Bill’s requests that 
she open her eyes. Ziegler 
(Pollack a frightening sight in 
suspenders with no shirt) is grate- 
ful, and the Harfords leave the 
party with their virtue, if not their 
peace of mind, intact. 

Stimulated by the forbidden, 
they dance naked before a mirror 
(Kidman’s butt once more, famil- 
iar to those who have seen the 
film’s trailer), tentative foreplay 
climaxed by a black screen. But 
the next day, when Alice returns 
to her looking glass and takes out 
a stash of dope from the medicine 
cabinet, her thoughts have turned 
to infidelity and unfulfilled desire 
— specifically a handsome naval 
officer whom she eyed once in a 
hotel and lusted after. She relates 
the story as a coup de grace in the 
couple’s giggly, insidious argu- 
ment about the meaning of love 
and sex for men and women, an 
argument that’s interrupted by 
the telephone, not the only time 
this plot device is employed. A 
patient has died, and Bill is oblig- 
ed to journey into the night. 

So begins the “traum” part of 


this adaptation of Arthur 
Schnitzler’s 1926 novella 
Traumnovelle. Slumped in the 
back seat of a cab, Bill fantasizes 
in black and white about Alice’s 
being mauled by the officer, and 
in a sense he never really leaves 
that taxi. Each subsequent stop 
seems another stage in a dream, a 
textbook case for Schnitzler’s big 
fan Sigmund Freud, and one tak- 
ing on at its best the nightmarish 
precision of a tale by Schnitzler’s 
Prague coeval Franz Kafka. 

Such as the scene by Bill’s 
patient’s deathbed, in which the 
deceased’s distracted daughter 
(Marie Richardson) abruptly kiss- 
es him and confesses her love. So 
much for the superego. Bill is left 
an easy target for streetwalker 
Domino (Vinessa Shaw) — espe- 
cially after being roughed up by 
gay-bashers in one of the film’s 
slyer digs at Cruise’s tabloid trau- 
mas. Alluding perhaps to the 
opening movement of Max 
Ophuls’s adaptation of 
Schnitzler’s La ronde (last seen 
on stage with Kidman’s butt as 
The Blue Room), Kubrick — who 
admired Ophuls and imitated him 
in camera movement if not in 
movements of the soul — has 
Domino invite Bill to “come 
inside with her,” an attempted 
coupling that’s disrupted when 
that damned cell phone rings 
again and Alice asks when Bill’s 
coming home. 

But what the dream censor 
denies must surface again in 
another form. Following up on a 
tip from Nick Nightingale (Todd 
Field), a med-school chum now a 
fly-by-night piano player, Bill 
heads for a mysterious private 
masked ball and decadent orgy 
out in the boondocks. Armed with 
the password (“Fidelio”) and a 
mask and cape obtained at 
“Rainbow Fashions” _ (this 
sequence, featuring the great 
Yugoslavian actor Rade 
Sherbedgia, is a mini-masterpiece 
of surreal absurdism that makes 
the rest of the film irrelevant), he 
takes a cab — the same as 
before? — to the fancy mansion 
and the movie’s big payoff. 

Here is where the irony thing 
becomes a problem. How serious- 
ly are we to take this trite and

overwrought adolescent fantasy 
with chanting monks, incense, 
and leggy babes wearing only 
high heels, headdresses, and false 
faces? Is Bill’s disguise supposed 
to make him look like Emperor 
Palatine from Star Wars? Has the 
guy in the tricorn and death mask 
hovering in the balcony dropped 
in from Amadeus? And why does 
the masked beauty who offers to 
“redeem” him resemble Cher 
from the 1985 Oscars? 

True, nearly every Kubrick film 
contains at least an element of 
parody. The closer he gets to 
taboo topics of sex and death, as 
in Lolita, Dr. Strangelove, and A 
Clockwork Orange, the thicker the 
caricature. But here the satire 
doesn’t seem entirely intentional. 
The insertion of digitalized fig- 
leaf figures to earn the film an R 
rating doesn’t help (though it 
does play on the themes of desire 
and repression), but the feckless 
orgy sequence would be a tonal 
and atmospheric disaster anyway. 
Ludicrous and banal rather than 
seductive and sinister, it’s a lapse 
in inspiration from which Eyes 
Wide Shut never recovers. 

Part of the problem, too, is that 
Alice never ventures out to this 
wonderland. Kidman is kittenish, 
subtle, and suggestive in her per- 
formance, but her character 


spends almost the entire film 
drunk, stoned, asleep, or just 
waking up — not just passive, but 
inert and incoherent. Moreover 
her imagined experiences — 
especially in a polymorphously 
perverse dream epitomizing male 
fears of female sexuality — 
roughly parallel Bill’s bumbling 
misadventures. 

Perhaps this is all because she’s 
actually the film’s main character, 
spinning out the dream that Bill 
must suffer. She gets laid not only 
in her dreams but in her hus- 
band’s; meanwhile poor Bill is 
tempted, foiled, humiliated, and 
finally redeemed by his wife’s 
scathing laughter. Such an inter- 
pretation would be in keeping 
with the claustrophobic solipsism 
of the Kubrick canon, his merging 
of carnality and mortality, his 
embrace of the fleeting pathos 
and absurdity of the individual 
and of an indifferent universe 
where death and the maiden are 
one and the mask covers a raging 
void. 

What does it mean? Since the 
world doesn’t add up in the end, 
why should his pictures? This 
one, however, doesn’t amount to 
much of anything, either. Despite 
Ziegler’s attempt to reveal the 
truth in a coda more anticlimactic 
than that of Psycho, Eyes’ ambi- 
guity remains an inane blur. 

Not so the box office. As was 
the case with Star Wars, the hype 
for Eyes makes the movie almost 
an afterthought. The protracted 
production, the scandalous 
rumors of on-the-set shenani- 
gans, the sudden death of the 
director were not planned, of 
course. But what of the teasing 
“unauthorized” pre-release 
review in the London Evening 
Standard, or the cover story and 
rave “preview” in Time magazine, 
the corporate affiliate of the stu- 
dio that released the film? With 
an opening-weekend gross of 
$22.8 million, Eyes promises to 
be the most lucrative and artisti- 
cally mediocre achievement of 
Stanley Kubrick’s career. When 
the year 2001 finally arrives, it 
appears the late genius’s artistic 
legacy might be overshadowed by 
the studio monolith he thwarted 
in his lifetime. *

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Dream Lovers 


Leos Carax takes his Bridge very far 


BY PETER KEOUGH Eyes Wide Shut is not the only movie about 


sexual obsession from an obsessive director in the theaters this week. 


Released in 1991 to horrendous reviews and little viewer interest, 


Léos Carax’s The Lovers on the 
Bridge (Les amants du Pont Neuf) 
also seemed, like Kubrick’s opus 
posthumous, set to be its director’s 
last. The eccentric French filmmaker 
has, however, since resurrected his 
career with a new movie, Pola X, 
which opened at Cannes this year to 
its own set of problems, and with the 
long-delayed American release of 
Lovers. The latter poses an intriguing 
contrast to the Kubrick work, not just 
because it’s flashier and more pas- 
sionate, but because of what it says 
about irony: Kubrick can’t operate 
without it; Carax doesn’t seem to 
know what it is. 

Such an irony deficiency would 
ordinarily be a handicap in any artis- 
tic enterprise, but with this subject — 
primal passion, both erotic and cine- 
matic — it’s an advantage, maybe a 
necessity. Eyes Wide Shut is a dream 
from the point of view of an analyst; 
desire is refracted and reflected but 
never really seen, let alone felt (which 
may be the point of the film). Lovers, 
when it works, is pure subjectivity, 
the dreamer lost in the dream, its. 
motifs, rhythms, and associations 
paralleling those of music, poetry, 
consciousness itself.

Consciousness doesn’t seem a 
state that Alex (Denis Lavant) is all 
that familiar or comfortable with. 
The film opens with the spectacle of 
him walking barefoot down the 
middle of a late-night Parisian 
street, head shaved, eyes glazed, 
easy prey for the speeding sports 
car from whose point of view we 
first see him. Left for dead on the

Unlike the tramp in 
Chaplin’s film, though, Alex does not 
want to restore her vision; he knows 
that to do so would bring about the 
collapse of the tenuous bridge they 
share. 

What he would lose Carax shows 
with an ingenuous energy and inspi- 
ration, blurring fantasy and reality in 


wright Veber situated in the publish- 
er’s svelte apartment. Seemingly to 
ensure that his comedy could be 
confined to one set, Veber contrived 
to have Brochant throw out his back. 
Forced to stay home, the publisher 
never gets to the “idiots” party; 
instead, Pignon comes to him and 
causes havoc. Ha! Ha! Ha! Imagine 
the bull-in-a-china-shop comic pos- 
sibilities when a blundering “idiot” 
rubs against a guy with a bad back. 
There’s a lot of that in the movie, 
and it’s fleshed out with by-the- 
numbers farce: Pignon mixing up 
Brochant’s estranged wife and ditsy 
mistress; Pignon accidentally invit- 
ing in a tax collector who looks sus- 
piciously at Brochant’s unreported 
worldly wealth.

He invites the hopelessly-in- 
love teen, Emma (Alexia Stresi), to 
come live with him at his castle in 
the French countryside, allegedly so 
they can collaborate on an improved 
version of her script. 

Paul’s see-through rationalization 
for a flirtation with an underage 
female is actually accepted by his 
own teenager, Lui (played by 
Doillon’s daughter, Lou Doillon), 
and by Margot (Elise Perrier), his 
youngish wife. In America, Paul 
would be thrown out on his ass, and 
maybe the police would be brought 
in. In France, men are men. They 
need to flirt, to love, to see many 
women. It’s their biology. And Paul, 
after all, is an artiste . . . 

Emma arrives and of course does 
all kinds of damage, including bed- 
ding down Lui’s boyfriend and 
drawing Paul away from his wife. 
For a time, Too Much (Little) Love is 
kind of fascinating, because new- 
comer Alexia Stresi is such a won- 
derful seducer, so shamelessly con- 
niving and with Satan in her burning

mouth. Filmmaker Doillon has con- 


sciously built her character around 
that of Terence Stamp’s devil/angel

A predictable clash of classes pits Kirsten Dunst as 
a perky trailer-trash tap-dancer against Denise 
Richards’s ruthless rich bitch.

TROUBLE ON THE CORNER 


So you think your shrink is unresponsive? Jeff 
Stewart (Tony Goldwyn) spends his day listening to 
pedophiles, sexual compulsives, and the grief-strick- 
en and all he can manage to offer is puppy-dog sym- 
pathy and a cup of tea. Okay, so he charges only 35 
bucks a session. But the motley assortment of 
patients and neighbors who stream through his 
crumbling Manhattan apartment/office still aren't 
satisfied. A sterling cast of veterans (Tammy Grimes, 
Roger Rees, Charles Busch) play the eccentric 
bunch, and director Alan Madison, in his debut film, 
overindulges their hammy tics. 

When a chunk of plaster breaks off and a hole 
opens in the bathroom ceiling, Doctor Jeff and wife 
Vivian, a nurse (Edie Falco), find their ordered life 
slowly unraveling. The shrink begins peeping at his 
sultry upstairs neighbor (Debi Mazar), a hand model 
who never takes off her gloves, not even in bed. 
Vivian —- who insists on a glass of milk, a plate of 
Fig Newtons, and a bath every day after work — 
seems even chillier than usual. Day after day there’s 
no escape from the nutty drone of those patients, 
whose most warped traits the doctor begins trying on 
for size. 

Madison, who wrote the script, aims to cross Franz 
Kafka with Jules Feiffer, whose 1971 Little Murders 
also depicts whacked-out New Yorkers comically los- 
ing their minds. But Trouble on the Corner hits the 
right black tone only in its fuuny-creepy ending. 
Until then. it’s uncomfortably like life in an over- 
crowded apartment building. The weirdness wears 
thin, and you just want to get away for the weekend. 
At the Harvard Film Archive this Friday and Sunday, 
July 23 and 25.

and A Room of One’s Own have hard acts to 
follow. Glimmer, in its world premiere on the 
Williamstown Theatre Festival’s Nikos Stage, 
debuts just six weeks after author Warren 
Leight won the Tony Award for Best Play for 


Side Man, his jazz-and-memo- 
ry paean to an absent jazzman 
dad and his brass-burning 
cronies. And Patrick Garland’s 
adaptation of A Room of One’s 
Own, not to mention Tod 
Randolph’s performance in 
Edith Wharton’s parlor, has 
the specter of English actress 
Eileen Atkins’s sharp turn in 
her own adaptation of the 
work to contend with. Oh, and 
there’s Virginia Woolf, who 
first delivered these rallying 
musings on “women and fic- 
tion” to the young ladies of 
Newnham and Girton 
Colleges, Cambridge, in 1928. 
Glimmer, a tale of twin trum- 
peters long estranged, disap- 
points. But Randolph, oh my 
goodness, she has the chops. 
Compared to the quirky and 
poignant Side Man, Glimmer 
seems sentimental and slight. 
Like the earlier work, the play 
is concerned with denizens of 
the passionate if seedy world 
of big-band jazz, and it has 
one foot in the present, one in 
the past. The title characters 
(who bear the same last name 
as the title character of Side 
Man) are fraternal twins who 
have been out of touch for 40 
years — since Daniel’s wife, 
Martha, cut twin Martin out of 
the picture and persuaded her 
junkie-trumpeter spouse to 
quit “the business” (not to 
mention the dope) and enter

Jordan, listed as next-of-kin 
though he isn’t kin at all, tries 
to rustle up some genuine rel- 
atives — first Delia, then, 
through her, Daniel. Jordan is 
ably played at Williamstown by 
Friends star David 
Schwimmer, but his rumpled- 


trombonist character’s sort of 


a Prozac nation in an unmade 
bed. So it’s not surprising that 
the most entertaining charac- 
ter is the guy in the coma — 
since he routinely pops up in 
his hospital bed, pulls the tube 
out of his kisser, and sets to 
chatting up the audience. 
Predictably, Daniel (spurred 
by an old tape the twins made 
called “Brothers in Swing”) 
shows up at the hospital, irk- 
ing his crotchety twin by yank- 
ing him back from a near- 
death experience (Asian hook- 
ers were wreathing him in fruit 
and reefer). Meanwhile, Delia, 
despite her engagement to a 
corporate raider busy in Hong 
Kong, becomes romantically 
involved with Jordan. And it 
turns out the pair are repeating 
an unfinished love dance 
between his father and her 
mother these many years ago. 
The question is whether they 
will make the same (well, was 
it?) mistake. 

But whereas the old jazzmen 
of Side Man were specifically, 
idiosyncratically drawn, the 
characters in Glimmer

business. Martin, for his part, 
continues to live the disrep- 
utable life, amid piles of 
squalor and a golden-age-of- 
jazz haze in a fifth-floor walk- 
up in New York. His godchild, 
a dead musician’s son named 
Jordan Shine, happens to meet 
Daniel’s stick-up-her-ass 
Greenwich-princess daughter, 
Delia, at a party and is incred- 
ulous (as I was) to learn that 
she knows nothing of her 
scarf-mogul father’s trumpet- 
ing past. 

When Martin, as a result of 
much bad living (lactose-intol- 
erant, he lives on Scotch and 
soy milk), has a heart attack 
and winds up in a coma, 








Brothers are schematic. Even a 
woman raised among the 
wealthy Connecticut gentry 
wouldn’t be as wooden or as 
clueless as Delia — who 
claims never to have known 
anyone in therapy and replies 
to Martin’s question about her 
father’s chops that “he doesn’t 
eat meat.” And if she were, 
why would sensitive, depres- 
sive Jordan be mooning over 
her, even if, in the person of 
Kim Raver, she’s very well put 
together? As played by Terry 
Beaver, Daniel just seems 
tired. John Spencer, a cross 
between Gabby Hayes and 
Jack Nicholson as Martin, at 
least exudes a hacking, cack- 





ling cartoon energy, 
though his witticisms 
— tortured puns on 
Mark Twain and TS. 
Eliot among them — 
seem unlikely in a guy 
who’s murdered so 
many brain cells and 
is so flustered by 
modern technology. 
Scott Ellis directs the 
piece sensitively and 
sparingly — though 
it’s staged, for the 
most part, on a cou- 
ple of chairs between 
two grids (a granite-y 
looking floor and a 
glass-block wall), 
with an entire °50s- 
bar re-creation over- 
head that’s used for 
just one flashback. 
Leight was in the 
audience at the per- 
formance I attended 
— it may well be that 
he’s working on 
Glimmer Brothers and 
will sharpen it up. But 
Side Man, whether or 
not it’s strictly autobi- 
ographical, is his 
Glass Menagerie, his 
The Marriage of Bette 
and Boo. Although it’s 
not as fine as 
Tennessee Williams’s 
memory plays, or 
Christopher Durang’s, 
it has the ache and 
ring of truth, and its 
characters have real 
patina. Glimmer, by 
contrast, is at once 


farfetched and cli-

Anything but light- 
ness is what you’d expect of a 
theatrical re-creation of long- 
ago lectures. But as Atkins 


proved with her adaptation of 


A Room of One’s Own, and as 
Randolph reiterates with her 
passionate 
Garland’s arguably lesser one, 
Virginia Woolf yammering 
about Shakespeare’s sister can 
be not only stimulating but 
moving as well. In part, one is 
moved by the words of this 
woman of genius first uttered 
some 70 years ago in a set of 
lectures on the subject of 
“Women and Fiction.” But the 
performance is such a triumph 
for the radiant, straightfor- 
ward Randolph that that ele- 
ment too contributes to the 
emotional effect of the piece. 
Sure, there are elements of 
Woolf’s exhortation that are 
infuriating. Elitism is built into 
her assertion that a woman 
must have money and a room 
of her own if she is to write fic- 
tion. Neither working-class 
men nor women need apply 
(so much for Woolf contempo- 
rary D.H. Lawrence, who dab- 
bled in the genre). But there is 
intellectual rigor and sly irony 
enough to compensate. Not to 
mention language — who can 
resist the reference to swine 
“rootling”? Moreover, much 
of what Woolf says about the 
anger of men toward women 
(if the fair sex is not by nature 
inferior, how can women func- 
tion “as looking glasses for 
reflecting man at twice his nat-

ural size”?) is still being 
explored today. Even in 
Glimmer Brothers, it is at one 
point asserted that men are 
from Mars, women are from 
Greenwich. 

A Room of One’s Own is 
being performed in S&C’s 
Wharton Theatre — the novel- 
ist’s parlor in her one-time 
country-estate house at the 
Mount. It runs an hour and 55 
minutes, including an inter- 
mission during which the 
audience retires to an adjacent 
room for tea, lemonade, and 
cookies. (For fans of Shake- 
speare & Company who are 
also fans of creature comfort 
and have found those attach- 
ments to be in conflict in the 
past, it’s worth mentioning 
that both the Wharton and 
Stables Theatres have been the 
recipients of new chairs!) 
Randolph, under the direction 
of Daniela Varon, performs 
before a mantled fireplace that, 
for all that the building needs 
and is undergoing renovation, 
does invoke an elegantly spar- 
tan, bygone time. And her per- 
formance is so concentrated 
that even the lengthy, reflective 
voice-overs (the lamest ele- 
ment of the Garland adapta- 
tion) are interesting. 

Randolph doesn’t really 
look like the long-faced Woolf, 
but, devoid of discernible 
make-up and sporting a pro- 
file suitable for a Roman coin, 
she projects a period-friendly, 
keen yet languid intelligence. 





(Let’s face it, the author of To 
the Lighthouse and Mrs. 
Dalloway was not in a rush.) 
And she speaks in a clipped, 
slightly nasal manner, moving 
from Woolf’s account of being 
shooed off the men-only grass 
of Cambridge (by a “beadle” 
whose biting officiousness she 
captures completely) to her 
riffs on the effect of gender 
and poverty on artistry (the 
imagined “Judith Shake- 
speare,” her “poet’s heart 
entangled in a woman’s preg- 
nant body,” laying down her 
life “where the omnibuses now 
stop, opposite the Elephant 
and Castle”) to her ringing 
challenge to the young ladies 
of Girton to “earn 500 a year 
by your wits.” 

Pacing the small space, ges- 
turing naturally but almost 
continuously, Randolph cre- 
ates a Woolf spurred, at times 
almost intoxicated, by her own 
thoughts about women and 
art. I would challenge even a 
male to be bored by her. And 
young women are as sure as 
their 1928 counterparts to be 
fired up: Even in this jaded, 
post-feminist age, that seems 
a worthy thing, and we have 
more than a few college-age 
females here in the Cambridge 
of America. It remains only for 
someone with £500 and a 
venue of her own to bring this 
unlikely stage delight — 
which has already traveled to 
several New York venues — 
east. ¥

Park Your Car; Ubu Roi

A prime example is the Gloucester Stage 


Company’s revival of artistic director Israel 
Horovitz’s Park Your Car in Harvard 
Yard (through July 25), which. premiered 
at the GSC in 1982. It’s hard to imagine 
Park Your Car on Broadway, though the 
play made it there in 1991. Yes, the foun- 
dation is a reliable one: the unexpected 
friendship between a bossy senior citizen 
and his/her equally strong-willed caregiver, 
as seen in life-affirming comedies from 


Driving Miss Daisy to last year’s Off 


Broadway hit Visiting Mr. Green. 
Compared with others in this genre, 
Horovitz’s two-character play begins with 
a refreshing lack of contrivance: a retired 
Gloucester schoolteacher 
named Jacob Brackish 
places an ad for a live-in 
housekeeper, and = a 
down-on-her-luck widow 
gets the job by default 
when no one. else 
responds. But the work 
presents us with increas- 
ingly implausible revela- 
tions. It turns out the housekeeper (and her 
entire family) received failing grades from 
this canker sore who taught English and 
music appreciation, dooming her to a life 
of menial jobs. We can accept that one, but 
the twist that ends the first act never seems 
anything more than a way to end the first 
act, and the shocker near the end of the 
play seems designed to steer us away from 
any inferences we might draw from 
Brackish’s lifelong bachelorhood. The final 
scene of the play is poignant but dimin- 
ished by the detours along the way. 

What saves Park Your Car is a vivid sense 
of place, and what gives the current GSC 


— 


acters employ frequently. Young, who 
throws a mighty entertaining tantrum, is 
a little too fussy to pull off his character’s 
abrupt softening in the second act, but his 
approach strengthens the best parts of the 
play at the expense of the lesser. 

The Gloucester Stage Company is worth 
a visit as one of the few small-town profes- 
sional theater companies in the region. 
Back in the city, TheatreZone warrants 
mention as one of the few companies to 
capture the joyful messiness of experimen- 
tal theater. Situated on what may be the 
last seedy, Midnight Cowboy block in the 
rapidly gentrifying Theater District, the 

tiny Actors Workshop 
space, where Theatre- 
Zone is currently per- 
forming, always has an air 
of illegality about it. So 
it’s appropriate that the 
company is __ tackling 
Alfred Jarry’s Ubu Roi 
(through August 1), a 
loose parody of Macbeth 
that premiered in 1896 and scandalized 
-arisians with its obscene language and 
scatological humor. 

It’s pretty hard to shock anyone in 1999 
with a title character who calls everyone 
“shitters” and wields a toilet brush instead 
of a sword, so director Danielle Fauteux 
Jacques emphasizes the extreme artificiali- 
ty of the play. When wounded characters 
dip their hands in buckets and smear red 
paint across the walls, we can’t even begin 
to imagine real blood; at best we may get 
queasy at the thought that bloodshed has 
become such fun in our society. In this 
sense, TheatreZone’s Ubu peaks when the 

main character, newly 
crowned king of Poland, 
gleefully orders the 
deaths of all the noble- 
men, judges, and tax col- 
lectors in the land. One at 
a time, cast members are 
dragged across the stage 
and deposited, head first, 
in a kind of slaughter 
chute. You may feel like 
volunteering as an extra. 

Michael T. Francis is a 
wonderfully despicable 
Pere Ubu — take the 
greed and cowardice of 
Lost in Space’s Dr. Smith 
and notch them up a few

production its charm is the fact that the 
theater is surrounded by houses like the 
one depicted on stage. That and the possi- 
bility that the inspiration for Jacob Brackish 
is seated in the audience. The details in 
Horovitz’s play are worth more than the 
story, and some of the best moments 
involve Jacob’s crusty comments on 
Gloucester residents and on the changing 
of the seasons (he loves autumn because 
the tourists start to vanish). There’s also an 
amusing running gag involving the DJ and 
owner of a tiny classical radio station who’s 
always beseeching his listeners for money. 
(There really was such a one-man radio in 
Gloucester not too long ago.) 

This latest incarnation of Park Your 
Car, which kicks off the 20th season of 
the GSC, is respectfully directed by 
incoming associate artistic director 
Michael Allosso. And there -is a nice 
chemistry between William Young and 
Paula Langton, whose upper- and work- 
ing-class Cape Ann accents meet in the 
flat “a” of “goddamn,” a word both char-

ness to Mere Ubu. 
Among the supporting cast, John Herring 
stands out as the gladhanding King 
Wenceslas and also as a very distressed 
horse. 

Like many uninspired Shakespeare 
productions, this Ubu slows down and 
grows tiresome with a series of battle 
scenes at the end. Through most of the 
play, a pair of video monitors silently 
broadcast news footage as well as “live 
coverage” of characters on and off stage. 
Yet the monitors sign off just about the 
time the play becomes repetitive and we 
could use a distraction. 

Unfortunately, there was distraction of 
a different kind on opening night, from a 
restless audience with several members 
assuming the role of color commentator 
at a sporting event. I don’t think we all 
needed to hear someone say, “Look, 
there’s a racetrack on the TV!” Vigorous 
booing and cries of “Shame!” would have 
added to the authenticity of the produc- 
tion, but honest indignation is a rare 
commodity these days. &

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Heat waves 


Beautiful illusions grace summer galleries 
BY CHRISTOPHER MILLIS The summer 


shows at several of Boston’s most dependably 
exciting galleries have a good deal in common 


with a 


magnificent 


Scandinavian 


smorgasbord. Each of the many artists is 
represented by a solitary work, and that is 


both the shows’ incontestable 
strength and their vague, shadowy 
weakness. Taking in the some- 
times tremendous, often subtle 
and uniformly accomplished 
works by the 50 artists represented 
all told by the Genovese/Sullivan, 
Howard Yezerski, and Barbara 
Krakow Galleries is like trying to 
sample everything on a smorgas- 
bord buffet table — you just can’t 
do it all in one trip, so you pick and 
choose. The good news here is that 
you can go back and refill your 


artistic plate as often as you like. 

You'll find the most eclectic, 
unexpected, far-ranging summer 
treats on Thayer Street in the South 
End, at the Genovese/Sullivan 
Gallery. Everything from abstract 
painting to ethereal ceramics, from 
representational sculpture to an 
installation of air-fed balloons in the 
shape of upside-down mushrooms, 
competes for — and deserves — 
your attention. 

The first objects to greet you in 
the capacious confines of the outer

room are the skin-thin ceramics of 
Mary Roehm: to your left, two 
waist-high white cylinders, like 
giant umbrella stands made out of 
stiff linen; to your right, a giant 
glazed bowl that narrows to its base 
like a whirlpool made from ice. 
Roehm’s work — her other pieces 
here defy categorizing, like smaller 
but similarly conical light-beige 
bowls that are marked by a pattern 
of hole punctures — owes its suc- 
cess in part to its commingling of 
the meticulously deliberate with the 
frankly casual. Her set of eight 
three-inch-tall drinking vessels are 
perfectly uneven at the lip (you’re 
not sure you’d ever feel comfort- 
able drinking from one) and at the 
same time so dramatically delicate 
— to hold one is to feel as if it had 
been designed by a butterfly — 
that you’d be willing to risk a cut. 
Just beyond Roehm’s ceramics 
stands Pat Keck’s Man with Big 
Shadow, in which a diminutive (18 
inches tall), doll-like figure dressed 
in black stands at the edge of a 
white wooden platform, his face as 
emptied of expression as an actor 
who’s just forgotten his next line in 
a Beckett play. In fact, the platform 
is a stage; on the floor in front of 
the man, a small rise in the flooring 
suggests either a prompter’s box or 
a light. In the past, when the piece 
was better shown, that rise emitted 
a spotlight that threw a giant shad- 
ow of the forlorn, eviscerated crea- 
ture, as if to say his most substan- 
tial aspect is his own ghost. Here 
the spotlight’s been turned off, so 
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SUNFLOWERS: in Judy Haberl’s quilt of desiccated blooms, the natural and the unnatural are ren- 


dered indistinguishable.

you have to imagine the ghost, and 
yet the piece still intimates its 
unsettling power. 

The most powerful work in the 
Genovese/Sullivan’s even larger 
inner room is none other than 
gallery co-owner David Sullivan’s 
own 1994 oil on canvas Big Grey 
Dogs. This monumental piece is 
not about what it depicts so much 
as about the technique of its ren- 
dering: interlocking planes of 
almost absent color (slate gray 
mostly, a little white, and the spars- 
est daubs of other hues) conspire 
to create a complex, asymmetrical 
gridwork. Up close, Big Grey Dogs 
appears pure abstraction: the artist 
calls no attention to the definition 
or outline of any object. Yet from a 
distance the piece takes on not only 
aspects of the real but grows into 
the utterly natural — what at first 
had seemed like a scrambled if 
deliberate jigsaw puzzle gradually 
reveals a moment of bucolic activi- 
ty, dogs outdoors in a network of 
trees and grass and leaves. It’s as if 
Andy Warhol’s Brillo Pad box were 
found to reveal a Tuscan landscape. 


AT THE HOWARD YEZERSKI 
GALLERY, 14 pieces by 11 artists 
are united by a common theme: 
each works in a kind of geometri- 
cal grid, ranging from the intensely 
bright, linoleum-exact, interlocking 
industrial vinyl decals on plexiglass 
by Brian Zink to the show’s most 
outrageous and captivating instal- 
lation, a giant quilt of dried-out 
sunflower blossoms (they’ve all 
gone to seed) by Judy Haberl. 
Haberl has manipulated her 
desiccated blooms with bizarre 
exactitude: she’s plucked the fin- 
gernail-sized seeds to form differ- 
ent patterns on each of the compo- 
nent sunflowers, no two of which 
are alike. One suggests a sea 
urchin, another a_pincushion, 
another a ball of yarn. The artist 
has done nothing less than to make 
dry, rock-hard elements appear 
like lace. The result is both refresh- 
ing and unsettling, familiar and 
strange, the natural and the unnat- 
ural rendered indistinguishable. 
The same spirit, though by no 
means the same materials, unites 
the abstract, inkjet prints of Adam 





Sherman. Imagine a large square 
of worn parchment on which 
sparks have fallen from a soldering 
gun and you get an idea of 
Sherman’s photographs: a pattern 
of black, amorphous, small designs 
on a luminous, mottled back- 
ground. They’re _ surprisingly 
engaging, suggesting by turns 
dinosaur prints on a tissue of lamb- 
skin or an enlarged close-up of cig- 
arette burns on a plane of wood. 


GRIDS OF AN EVEN MORE 
ABSTRACT KIND unite the 
works of the 24 artists on display 
at the Barbara Krakow Gallery. 
And though the summer show at 
Krakow is far more polite and 
decorous than’ those _ at 
Genovese/Sullivan and Yezerski 
— no brighter color than peach, 
nothing more asymmetrical than 
the contour of an airplane — the 
cerebral appeals are so thoughtful 
and so artfully handled that they 
never feel forced or phony. 

One of the exhibit’s highlights 
qualifies only remotely as a grid: 
Barbara Broughel’s pencil drawing 
of a rough wooden cane laced with 
random steel pins hangs on a wall 
to the left of the actual cane on 
which the drawing is based. The 
juxtaposition invites us to “read” 
the work from left to right, and so 
it succeeds in momentarily revers- 
ing time: instead of our expecta- 
tion of a Before followed by an 
After — as in, say, a diet-ad photo 
— this time it’s After and Before, 
art followed by its inspiration, the 
graphite rendering first and then 
the object it’s been rendered from. 

Engaging in different ways is Bill 
Thompson’s Mahogany, a dark, 
undulating, reflecting square made 
of a mahogany acrylic beneath a 
seamless sheet of urethane on a 
wood panel that’s been carved and 
sanded into gentle, smooth waves. 
It reads like a sophisticated varia- 
tion on a fun-house mirror. Quietly 
powerful, too, is Jim Stroud’s set 
of four flat dark squares of 
graphite and ink on aluminum that 
seem to encase within them inter- 
nal grids. Delicately nuanced pat- 
terns appear to float below the sur- 
face like opaque enlargements of 
crystal formations. ie 
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The African-American freeze-out and the PBS roller coaster

gious right couldn’t sustain a boycott against the 
queer-lovin’ Disney Corporation, so it’s unlikely 
that the NAACP will be able to keep African- 
Americans away from their television sets just 
because the major networks won’t come up with 


more insipid sit-coms with black 
characters. Still, the civil-rights 
group got everyone's attention last 
week when it pointed out that 
none of the 25 new shows on the 
big four networks this fall has an 
African-American in the lead. 
NAACP president Kweisi Mfume 
charged that television executives 
are “clueless, careless, or both,” 
and he hinted at some kind of legal 
action against the networks on the 
grounds that they’re failing to 
serve the “public interest.” Given 
the steady decline in the power of 
the free-TV networks, this is like 
going after drive-in movie theaters 
for not showing How Stella Got 
Her Groove Back. 

Perhaps the NAACP should 
join forces with the American 
Association of Retired Persons. 
The most popular television 
series of the ’70s and ’80s with 
mostly black casts — Sanford 
and Son, The Jeffersons, and The 
Cosby Show — all had middle- 
aged leads and plenty of senior- 
citizen supporting characters. 
Even today, the only network 
series that appeal almost equally 
to black and white viewers are 
CBS’s Cosby and Touched by an 
Angel, starring 62-year-old Cos 
and 67-year-old Della Reese; 
unfortunately, they are also suc- 
cessful at repelling younger 
viewers of both races. 

Do white viewers prefer older 
black characters because they’re 
less threatening? More likely it’s 
a:‘case of shared cultural refer- 
ences. Redd Foxx, who already 
had a cult following from his 
raunchy comedy albums before 
he landed in Sanford and Son 
(weeknights at 10:30 p.m. on 
TV Land), frequently got laughs 
with his over-enunciated imita- 
tions of popular black crooners 
like the Ink Spots (“If I Didn’t 
Care”). Bill Cosby, whose 
unusually clean comedy albums 
were even more popular than 
Foxx’s, used his sit-com to spot- 
light middle-of-the-road jazz 
acts and pop singers like Bobby 
McFerrin. Both of their sit-coms 
finessed racial problems (junk 
dealer Fred Sanford didn’t 
depend on a white landlord or 
employer, and Cosby’s Cliff 
Huxtable was wealthy enough to 
believe in a color-blind society), 
concentrating instead on the 
universal TV theme of control- 
freak fathers versus independent 
children. It’s difficult to imagine 
a hip-hop artist or a comic as 
incendiary as Chris Rock slip- 
ping into a persona with such 
mainstream appeal, though 
Rock did co-produce ABC’s 
minimally successful and thor- 
oughly bland sit-com about a 
black family moving to the sub- 
urbs,. The Hughleys. (I’m 
reminded that, for the first 
episode of his brief 1977 variety 
series, Richard Pryor assured his 
audience that he wasn’t giving

istic, and more easily measured, 
than a boycott of free TV. There 
are a few cable series with 
African-American leads, such as 
Lifetime’s Any Day Now and 
Showtime’s Linc’s, but cable has 
generally been a disappointment 
for anyone seeking more diverse 
programming. Black Entertain- 
ment TV, for example, mostly 


airs music videos and reruns of 


and ’80s had middle-aged leads like Redd Foxx. 


up anything to appear on TV — 
a claim that was followed by a 
shot in which Pryor appeared to 
be both nude and genital-free. 
NBC upped the joke by cutting 
the scene from the show and 
then axing the series entirely, to 
be replaced by Man _ from 
Atlantis.) 

One problem, at least from the 
NAACP’s point of view, is that 
the black audience may be large 
but it’s not monolithic in its age, 
economic status, or taste. UPN’s 
teen-oriented Moesha, widely 
considered the best of the 
African-American sit-coms on 
prime time, wins about six per- 
cent of the total audience, but 
African-Americans make up 
about 13 percent of the popula- 
tion. Political candidates like 
Jesse Jackson and Al Sharpton 
can get almost 90 percent of the 
black vote, but I doubt that any 
television series can do as well 
with black viewers, which makes 
such “niche” programming even 
riskier for the broadcast net- 
works. 

The NAACP might have better 
luck leaning on the cable indus- 
try, and a temporary boycott of 
cable service might be more real- 





sit-coms that lasted only a few 
months on the free networks. 

All it takes is one hit like The 
Cosby Show and all the networks 
will come up with their own 
copies, forcing the NAACP to 
complain about the quality 
rather than the quantity of black 
characters. But I suspect that 
we're more likely to see new 
Latino characters on the small 
screen, since they represent a 
faster-growing population and a 
more lucrative foreign market. 
(When NBC’s sit-com Jesse 
returns this fall, for example, 
Christine Applegate’s unwieldy 
supporting cast will be gone, 
except for Chilean boyfriend 
Bruno Campos.) Then again, 
maybe The Ricky Martin Show 
will send viewers of all races 
running to join the NAACP 
protest. 


AMERICAN PUBLIC TELE- 
VISION may get most of its 
personal donations from regis- 
tered Democrats, but you 
wouldn’t know that from its pro- 
gramming line-up. What’s so 
radical about The Nightly 
Business Report and Wall Street 
Week? When an indisputably 








left-of-center program does get 
produced — like the gay-and- 
lesbian newsmagazine In the 
Life — it’s usually blacked out 
by PBS affiliates. in conservative 
regions anyway. And I doubt 
that the $20 and $50 donations 
to WGBH from lefties in 
Cambridge have more influence 
than the million-dollar grants 
from corporations like Mobil 
Oil. 

That said, the Republicans in 
Congress — now threatening to 
slash PBS funding because 
WGBH and other affiliates 
swapped donor lists with the 
Democratic Party — aren't 
going to like next week’s episode 
of PO.V. (Tuesday at 10 p.m. on 


Channel 2). The Double Life of 


Ernesto Gomez Gomez fits the 
image of PBS as an apologist for 
all things anti-American. 
Catherine Ryan & Gary 
Weimberg’s highly stylized doc- 
umentary is about a young man 
raised in Mexico who discovers 
that his real mother is a Puerto 
Rican “revolutionary” impris- 
oned in the United States on 
charges that are never really 
explained to the viewer but 
apparently include bomb mak- 
ing. There is some evidence that 
the mother’s 55-year sentence is 
excessive, but the filmmakers’ 
sugar-coated presentation of the 
Puerto Rican independence 
movement is damaging to their 
credibility. (If the United States 
is so despised there, why did 
only four percent of the elec- 
torate vote for independence in 
1993?) 

Ernesto, whose name was 
changed from Guillermo when 
he was sent to Mexico at the age 
of 13 months, is described by a 
family friend as “one boy, but 
with two souls.” We are told that 
at the age of 10 he won a prize 
for writing a patriotic essay in 
school, and that his adopted 
mother rewarded him by telling 
Ernesto that Mexico “wasn’t his 


country.” (Isn’t this the same 
kind of logic behind ethnic 
cleansing?) By the of the 


documentary, Ernesto has rec- 
onciled with his imprisoned 
mother and become a US citizen 
so that he can fight for Puerto 
Rican independence, but he 
comes off as a confused young 
man who has been bullied into 
his role as an activist. Double 
Life isn’t persuasive enough as 
political argument or revealing 
enough as biography. 

At the other end of the docu- 
mentary spectrum is the pleas- 
antly low-key Great Old 
Amusement Parks (Monday at 8 
p.m. on Channel 44). I learned 
three things from the film. First, 
though the narrator never men- 
tions it, the images suggest that 
amusement parks are some of 
the most successfully integrated 
public spaces in America. (Jobs 
and housing are still out of reach 
for some people, but universal 
access to cotton candy is 
secure.) Second, older amuse- 
ment parks are pleasing in the 
same way that older cities are: 
rides and haunted houses and 
food stands are jammed into 
available spaces, creating a riot 
of colors and sounds that you 
can’t find in orderly parks like 
Disney World. Third, wooden 





roller coasters are better than 
steel ones because they wobble 
more. “Even though you know 
it’s safe, it feels like it could 
break at any moment,” says one 
fan of a rickety behemoth God 
knows where. 

The 15 parks mentioned in 
the film include Whalom Park, in 
Lunenburg, and Lake Com- 
pounce in Bristol, Connecticut, 
which is supposedly the oldest in 
America (opened in 1846). 
Great Old Amusement Parks also 
interviews five people who lived 
for more than two months on a 
roller coaster, even sleeping on it 
at night, as part of a radio con- 
test. The idea was to give 
$50,000 to the person who last- 
ed the longest, but the radio sta- 
tion gave up before the contes- 
tants did and split up the prize 
money so that everyone could go 
home. 


RERUN ALERT. Nick at Nite 
last week added the 1978-’82 
sit-com WKRP in Cincinnati to 
its schedule (weeknights at mid- 
night). This is truly an odd duck 
of a series, faithful to the Mary 
Tyler Moore Show notion of co- 
workers as a’ loving family but 
also surprisingly full of cynicism. 
CBS first aired the show when 
jigglefests like Three’s Company 
and Charlie’s Angels were huge 
hits, and the network must have 
hoped that WKRP co-star and 
pin-up girl Loni Anderson would 
also attract horny young viewers 
to her sit-com about a fifth-rate 
radio station that switches from 
“easy listening” to rock. Her 
posters were popular, but WKRP 
producers never felt the need to 
put Anderson in a halter top, and 
they never wrote any other 
cheesecake characters into the 
show. And instead of a cute 
bimbo, Anderson’s character 
turned into a savvy golddigger. 
(“I am attracted to older men. 
They’re kind and warm, and they 
tire easily,” she says in one 
episode.) CBS must have hated 
the show it ended up with: the 
network changed its time slot 11 
times before finally killing it. 

WKRP doesn’t have especially 
witty writing, but its pacing is 
unusually brisk (most episodes 
do without the MTM-style estab- 
lishment shots between scenes), 
and some of its plots have 
turned out to be prescient (such 
as those dealing with the now- 
common practice of using 
“automated” DJs who aren't 
even in the same city as the radio 
station). It’s also fun to try to 
identify the posters all over the 
station, which change with every 
episode, and to spot such vin- 
tage touches as DJ Johnny Fever 
wearing a Polish “Solidarity” T- 
shirt. 

Also underappreciated during 
its initial run was Fox’s 1992- 
93 Ben Stiller Show, a sketch- 
comedy series featuring Andy 
Dick, Janeane Garofalo, and 
Bob Odenkirk (now on HBO’s 
Mr. Show). FX has picked up the 
rerun rights and will show a Ben 
Stiller marathon on August 1 
from 6 p.m. to 12:30 a.m. I 
hope the line-up includes 
“Manson” (a demented parody 
of Lassie) and multiple appear- 
ances by the anti-Muppet sock 
puppet named Skank. e

There’s magic in the Captain’s five-CD box

many pictures found in the 110-page booklet 
that’s part of the exquisitely crafted and quite 
handsome Captain Beefheart & His Magic 
Band five-CD boxed set Grow Fins: Rarities 
(1965-1982) (Revenant), the young Captain 


is caught informally posed with 
his band mates circa 66, his 
Beatle bangs setting off his 
earnest little moon face, his buds 
looking like yet another California 
rec-room surf band waiting to 
happen. Actually, this early incar- 
nation of Beefheart and His 
Magic Band was a lot better than 
it looked: they were a hard-edged, 
blues-influenced garage band 
whose repertoire included a shit- 
load of Stones’ covers. And 
Beefheart himself was already 
learning how to sound like a 60- 
year-old black bluesman whose 
vocal cords had been hardened by 
a long trip down the whiskey road 
— a voice somewhere between a 
homage and a satire, a Howlin’ 
Wolf voice with weird traces of 
Moms Mabley in it. 

The question the picture 
evokes, and a major point of 
interest when you’re approaching 
Grow Fins, is how did this punky 
little group — very energetic and 
very derivative and well plugged 
into the mid-’60s rock zeitgeist 
— evolve into the band who 
would record Trout Mask 
Replica, the most recondite 
album in rock history? Trout 
Mask Replica sounded unmoored 
from anything else that was going 
on when it came out in 1969, 
even if it was released during a 
period when popular music and 
the avant-garde were having a 
brief confluence. 

The answer is to be found not 
on the five CDs but in the 


accompanying booklet, most of 


which is taken up by a detailed 
oral history of the Magic Band 
overseen and conducted by 
long-time off-and-on member 
John French, who served mainly 
as a drummer, sometimes as a 
guitarist. Beefheart, who retired 
from the music scene in ’82, 
doesn’t participate, but French 
has gathered enough corrobo- 
rating witnesses to put together 
a convincing narrative. 

It’s an incredibly complicated 
story, but the simple version goes 
something like this: Captain 
Beefheart, born Don Vliet (he 
later added the middle name 
Van) was far from being the dri- 
ving force behind the original 
Magic Band. A non-musician 
recruited for his forceful vocal 
abilities, he was often vetoed by 
the other members when it came 
to musical ideas. But Beefheart 
remained the constant as the 
band went through several per- 
sonnel changes (members some- 
times leaving, then coming 
back), and gradually his person- 
ality began to dominate the 
group — a real triumph-of-the 
will scenario. 

By the time the Magic Band’s 
first album was released, °67’s 
Safe As Milk (Buddah), the music 


was an interesting hybrid of 


Beefheart’s vision of surrealistic 
blues and flexible song forms and 


In one of the 


the band’s more mainstream 
blues/rock — an approach close 
enough to the period’s larger vibe 
of experimental grooviness that 
one record executive told the 
believing youngsters they could 
be “as big as the Stones.” Around 
the same time another exec, dis- 
mayed by Beefheart’s use of the 
theremin on parts of Milk, said, 
“Take that electronic bullshit out 
of there . . . I'll hire you some 
broads to sing the parts.” 

And maybe they could have 
been as big as, if not the Stones, 
then at least Wishbone Ash if the 
Captain’s acid tripping hadn't 
turned him into a hypochondriac 
given to panic attacks. One 
night, at a performance in San 
Francisco intended as a 
rehearsal for the upcoming °67 
Monterey Pop Festival, 
Beefheart freaked in the middle 
of a song and walked off the 
stage, refusing to go back on. 
“That was the end of it right 
there, basically,” says French in 
Fins’ liner history. “From then 
on we were an avant-garde band 
who was never going to make 
any money.” 

This debacle resulted in some 
further personnel changes that 
led to Beefheart taking greater 
control of the band, which in 
turn led to Trout Mask Replica, 
an album prepared in what more 
than one participant describes as 
a “cult-like” setting, with 
Beefheart cast as David Koresh 
(sans child molestation and fiery 
death, it should be noted) 
haranguing band members with 
meandering speeches during 
endless rehearsals, teaching 
them their parts via his eccentric 
piano playing. And generally 
fucking with their minds. 

That’s the story covered by the 
first four CDs of Fins, though 
not in any conventional way — 
remember these are rarities. The 
first disc is mostly band demos 
from ’66 and ’67. Except for a 
65 version of “Call Me” where 
the Captain sounds a little 
unsteady and not yet into his 
Beefheart persona — he would 
nail the song later, on Safe As 
Milk — the most impressive 
thing about these early sides is 
the singing; the way the 25-year- 
old Vliet sounds like a seasoned 
voodoo chile on “Obeah Man,” 
the blues authority he displays 
on the two Howlin’ Wolf covers. 
The Safe As Milk period is rep- 
resented by three demos at the 
end.of disc #1 and most of the 
live material on disc #2. The 
demos sound a little tossed-off, 
but the live stuff is pretty wiggy, 
still mostly blues-drenched but 
with a growing dissonant strain. 

Things don’t get really strange 
until disc #3: “Trout Mask 
House Sessions (1969).” 
Legend has it that Trout Mask 
Replica was written and record- 
ed in one marathon session. In 
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CULT HEROES: the five-CD Grow Fins is intended for hardcore Beefheart fans, but that’s fine 
because those are just about the only kind of fans Beefheart has. 


fact, the songs were written over 
a period of several months, then 
carefully rehearsed at the band’s 
house before being recorded in a 
studio . . . in one session, which 
lasted, according to French, 
about four and a half hours. 
Anyway, what we have here is 
the band’s rehearsal tapes, 
which is to say almost every 
song on Trout Mask Replica 
played at least once, without the 
vocals. At this point, you’re say- 
ing to yourself either “I must 
obtain this boxed set at any cost” 
or “Forget it, man, just forget 
it.” It’s interesting stuff, though. 
What often sounded on the orig- 
inal vinyl double LP like aimless 
clutter is shown to be well- 
thought-out and _ carefully 
shaped overlapping motifs, rau- 
cously dense but with an appre- 
ciable internal logic. 

The fourth disc is the “story- 
time portion” of the Trout Mask 
sessions, 12 minutes of random 


(and often funny) chat, much of 


it from the lady next door who 
comes over to complain about 


the noise but stays to kibitz. This 
is an “enhanced” CD, so if you 
have a QuickTime movie player 
on your computer, you get to 
watch some cool footage, the 
best being a ’71 spot from a 
Detroit TV show with one of the 
more dexterous Magic Bands 
doing “When Big Joan Sets Up” 
and “Woe Is Uh Me Bop” from 
Lick My Decals Off, Baby. 

The 13 years of post-Trout 
Beefheart are crammed onto 
disc #5 so it’s not a particularly 
comprehensive overview, but it 
isn’t intended to be so that’s 
okay. The highlights are two 
separate mellotron improvs 
recorded live, with the Captain 
losing his temper each time 
because the audience won’t shut 
up and listen; live versions of the 
classics “One Red Rose That | 
Mean” and “Flavor Bud Living”; 
and best of all a live radio ver- 
sion of “Orange Claw 
Hammer,” which on Trout was 
done as an intense a cappella sea 
chanty but here becomes a more 
straight-ahead folk song with 


Frank Zappa on acoustic guitar. 

Obviously the box is intended 
for hardcore Beefheart fans, but 
that’s fine because those are just 
about the only kind of fans 
Beefheart has. Little he made 
was for the casual listener; those 
not repelled tend to be drawn in 
for life. An uninitiate wanting to 
find his way to planet Beefheart 
would do well to start with some- 
thing a little less messy, like the 
recent Buddha reissue of Safe As 
Milk (with seven bonus cuts), 
where you can feel the envelope 
being pushed but still dig the 
reshuffled rock and blues clichés 
(many of the later expertly exe- 
cuted by a young Ry Cooder). 
Buddha has also released The 
Mirror Man Sessions, the loose- 
jam contrast to Milk’s tight 
songwriting and also a relatively 
accessible disc. Unfortunately, 
between the Buddha sides and 
Trout Mask (and the subsequent 
material on a two-CD Rhino 
anthology due in mid August) 
there are no acclimating steps. 
You’re on your own. i] 















Beyond hype! 


Spreading the news about Cave-In 


I was having beers with K—, a friend who 
used to sing for a fairly popular hardcore 
band. Occasionally we get together and argue 
about whether punk is an American folk music 
or whether it’s the other way around, or 
whether we’re both just full of shit. He was 


telling me about an album by the 
Louvin Bros. — “Elvis’s moth- 
er’s favorite band,” he noted — 
that came out in the ’50s called 
Satan Is Real, and how even 
though the Louvin Bros. were 
God-fearing guys, the cover 
looked like a Slayer album. 
“Don’t buy it, though,” he said. 
“I haven’t heard it. It might suck. 
Get the one with ‘Knoxville Girl’ 
on it instead — it’s an amazing 
murder ballad, 12 verses, no 
chorus. Brilliant. Evan Dando 
covered it on a Lemonheads 
record, but he fucked it up.” 

He went on, “So what’re you 
listening to?” 

“Well,” I answered, a bit wari- 
ly, “have you heard about this 
band Cave-In?” 

“Yeah,” he said. “They’re on 
Hydrahead. Beyond Hypother- 
mia, right? Like a compilation 
of seven-inches.” 

“Right. What did you think?” 

“Hated it. No songs. It’s all 
riffs, just riff after riff.” 

“Yeah,” I said, “but I really 
dug it. It just seemed like this 
perfect postmodern metal record 
— it reminded me of a bunch of 
late-’80s thrash stuff, Slayer, 
Vio-Lence, even a little Napalm 
Death, but not too much, and, 
you know, plus they had the 
whole extreme-hardcore thing 
going on. And that first song, 
‘Crossbearer,’ had that little 
morsel tucked in toward the 
end? Like a chorus, except it 
happened only once? And it 
sounded like a totally authentic 
Fugazi/Monorchid pop-emo 
hook. You know how I hate to 
use the word ‘authentic,’ but 
man, that sounded totally believ- 
able.” 

K— frowned. I sensed an anti- 
emo tirade coming on. He wasn’t 
buying it. 

“But that’s not even why I like 
them now,” I stammered. “They 
don’t even play any of those 
songs anymore. Last year they 
put out this album called Until 
Your Heart Stops — totally stun- 
ning. It’s super-heavy, but 

there’s this British psychedelic 
pop influence, and the guitar 
player sounds like he’s been lis- 
tening to Spacemen 3 except he 
hasn’t. I’ve never heard anything 
like it — it’s mathematical, but 
in the way da Vinci was mathe- 
matical, a kind of corporeal 
mathematics, science as the 
beauty that’s just barely holding 
together something bloody and 
chaotic. Someone said it sounds 
like Bitch Magnet, but I think 
that’s just ’cause it’s like a roller 
coaster — you know, 18 parts in 
the friggin’ song and you never 
know what they’re gonna throw 
at you next. And then they’ll do 
these fluid, ambient-instrumental 
things that sound like they were 
done on a four-track with an old 
beat-up Casio. The crazy thing is 
they sold 10,000 copies of it to 
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hardcore kids.” 

K— said, “Sounds like Brian 
Eno. They’re Eno-core.” 

“Exactly! It’s like a totally dif- 
ferent band from the first album 
— they’re a four-piece now, and 
only two guys from the original 
line-up are still around. I talked 
to them yesterday, ‘cause I’m 
writing this thing on them fof the 
Phoenix in which | proclaim 
them geniuses.” 

K— yawned. “Mmm-hmm,” 
he said, lighting a cigarette and 
checking the score of the All- 
Star Game on TV. I was losing 
him. 

“You’ve got to hear this new 
EP they just put out, though. It’s 
called Creative Eclipses. They do 
a completely acoustic Brit-folk 
song on it. It’s like a protest-folk 
song, like a Robyn Hitchcock 
tune — just the singer, Steve, 
and his guitar, and he has this 
great British accent. It’s called 
‘Burning Down the Billboards,’ 
and it’s anti-consumerist but in a 
droll and clever and funny way, 
and the accent is perfect and the 
wit is perfectly dry — and it’s 
got a hook I can’t get out of my 
head, and great images, like the 
ashes of the Marlboro man rain- 
ing down like a_ticker-tape 
parade. If he could grow a beard 
and borrow a Volvo, they’d wor- 
ship him over at Club Passim.” 

I had his attention now. 
“Really?” he said. “Robyn 
Hitchcock?” 

“Well, I heard they’re huge 
Elliott Smith fans, so maybe it’s 
that. But it gets better. I was all 
prepared to talk to them about, 
you know, the metal. Hardcore. 
And all they wanted to talk about 
was the friggin’ Beatles and the 
Beach Boys.” 

“Priceless,” he laughed. 

“I mean, they’re only 20 years 
old and they’ve been in bands 
for, like, five, six years already. 
They said they just burnt out on 
hardcore. They said when they 
get together, all they do is talk 
about the careers of classic rock 
bands from the ’60s and ’70s, 
like the Beatles and Zeppelin and 
Pink Floyd, and about how every 
album used to be its own sepa- 
rate universe, and how there was 
this sense of a progression, of 
real drama in the transformation 
from one album to the next. 
Adam, the guitar player who 
doesn’t sing, was talking about 
how much he loves the idea of 
the Beatles evolving from mop- 
tops into, like, psychedelic drug 
wizards, and the thing he said 





about the music that I thought 
was brilliant was this: he said, 
‘It’s so human, because it grows 
from one thing into another.’ 
And of course that’s part of what 
makes Cave-In_ so _ brilliant, 
watching them breathe and 
expand and contract over the last 
two years from a hardcore band 
on Beyond Hypothermia into, 
like, this wigged-out cross 
between Sgt. Pepper and 
Neurosis on Until Your Heart 
Stops, and then into an adventur- 
ous experimental rock band on 
Creative Eclipses. And the singer, 
Steve, is developing an amazing 
falsetto like the guy from 
Radiohead — oh, they’re also 
huge Radiohead fans — and 
they’ve got this new shimmery 
prog-pop song called ‘Innuendo 
and Out the Other’ that’s 


absolutely fabulous, and — ” 
“Do you want another beer?” 

said K—. “I gotta go to the can.” 
“Yeah, yeah,” I said. I turned 

to the elderly couple at the next

table. “Okay, listen to this. I was 
asking Cave-In about their cover 
of Black Sabbath’s ‘Nativity in 
Black’ that just came out on a 
seven-inch, because they do it 
with this real spectral kind of 
guitar sound, like an almost My 
Bloody Valentine thing only a bit 
more restrained. And Adam, the 
guitar player who doesn’t sing, 
says he’s a huge Pet Sounds fan, 
so he came up with the idea that 
they should try as much as possi- 


ble to apply Beach Boys vocal 
harmonies to a Black Sabbath 
song and then do the rest of the 
song like Pink Floyd.” 

The couple got up and paid 
their tab. 

“But it doesn’t sound anything 
like the Beach Boys or Pink 
Floyd!”, I shouted after them. “It 
sounds like something else 
entirely! Do you think they were 
pulling my leg?” 

The bar was almost empty. K— 
must have slipped out the back 
door.

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BUFFALO TOM 
AND OZOMATLI: 
GAP BANDS 


As a singer, Buffalo Tom’s Bill 
Janovitz doesn’t hit notes. He smacks 
them into place, sideways, as if he 
were nailing up drywall. Perennially 
rough around the edges, more or less 
rough in the middle, too, Janovitz and 
his fellow Buffalo soldiers are alterna- 
radio sheetrock — wallpaper’s grittier 
cousin, quick to crumble, usually con- 
tent just to hang. Still, a week ago 
Wednesday at the Hatch Shell, the 
trio’s songs were emotionally legit: 
aching almost-articulations of regu- 
lar-guy stoicism and _ sensitivity 
grounded in lines about waiting for 
the mailman and watching the sun set 
on Johnny Carson. A keyboardist jug- 
gled piano and rinky-dink garage 
organ, and the overall ring (once 
Janovitz figured out how to keep his 
Marshall-stacked folk chords from 
vanishing into the Shell's parquet 
woodwork) said Siones more often 
than it did Semisonic, which works 
for me. Janovitz sent songs out to 
Mark Sandman and Nomar 
Garciaparra; he even donned a Sox 
hat that made him eerily resemble 
geriatric Beach Boy Mike Love. But 
there was something desperate in the 
way the jokes kept coming, one too 
many nervous references to the huge- 
ness of the venue and the 30-foot con- 
crete canyon separating band from 
fans. “We've gotta learn how to pro- 
ject,” Janovitz cracked at one point. 
“We've only been playing together 12 
years — we're daunted by the big 
stage.” 

Granted, playing on the wrong side 
of a fenced-off moat — especially 
when your band’s basis is the base- 
ment — can drain rock of the energy 
that’s supposed to pulse in its veins. 
But what if you refuse to let it bleed? 
In one stroke of smart staging, open- 
ers Ozomatli made a non-issue of el 
barrier. After sound-checking, the 
nine-man hip-hop/salsa/jazz crew 
materialized at the back of the crowd, 
started up a ruckus on parade drums, 
bells, and whistles, then marched on- 
beat to the stage. After that, the crowd 
was in Ozo’s collective palm, even 
when the rap routines turned rote and 
the DJ (subbing for otherwise- 
engaged star Cut Chemist) scrubbed 
instead of scratching and the brass 
section slipped out of the pocket.

RATT AND POISON: 
LOOKING GOOD 


It was the last night of the biggest 
glam-metal package tour since 
Nirvana swept such embarrassments 
under the rug, and though the assem- 
bled veterans of ’80s rock and roll 
vowed to drag their star-spangled 
idiom back into the limelight kicking 
and screaming, it felt less like a revival 
than perhaps a final vindication. The 
Tweeter Center was very nearly sold 
out a week ago Thursday; there was 
no shortage of youthful fervor, but 
there was a shortage of actual youth 
— the teenybopper audience has, 
alas, moved on. 

Poison’s Brett Michaels acknowl- 
edged as much from the stage, thank- 
ing the assembled partygoers for 
attending a bill featuring such old- 
school talent in a summer when fans 
of metal’s new breed Ozzfest’s 
undercard, Metallica, Korn, et al. — 
are being treated to an embarrassment 
of riches. Yes, the circus had moved 
on too. What was at stake was 
whether Poison and their sort could 
ever, post-alterna-rock, be anything 
more than the punch line to an off-

color joke —.to wit, can they still 


rock? They acquitted themselves far 
better than anyone might have pre- 
dicted: they did indeed rock. 

I left before the grand finale to 
catch a band in Allston who might be 
the next Journey (they're from 
Waltham and are called, yes, 
Waltham), but fellow Phoenix scribe 
Sean Richardson vouches that a set- 
ending version of Kiss’s “Rock and 
Roll All Nite” featuring all four bands 
was absolutely killer. | saw enough, 
however, to declare Poison the night’s 
winners with a set in which actual 
pyrotechnic firepower was eclipsed 
only by the band’s own indefatigable 
energy.

away on a flying-V while on his back, 
on his side, on his knees, on his toes, 
shredding from the T-Rex-ish strut of 
“Your Momma Don’t Dance” to the 
near-punkish “Talk Dirty to Me.”

DONNA SUMMER: 
HOMECOMING 
QUEEN 


Last week was a welcome-home cele- 
bration for Boston native Donna 
Summer. On July 13, the most 
famous of all disco queens sang at the 
All-Star Game at Fenway Park. And 
the next night she performed in full 
concert form at the BankBoston 
avilion in the newly built-up Seaport 
District of the city’s Waterfront. 

It has been 20 years since Summer 


which she tells of being the “ordinary 
girl” whose “dreams came true, and 
are still coming true”; and though her 
songs lacked the electronic adventur- 
ism of her riskiest disco hits, they 
were melodically appealing and ver- 
bally credible. Summer didn’t have to 
oversing here, as her disco hits 
required her to do. She cruised, and 
sometimes she stopped in mid song 
just to chat to her fans, without airs, 
informally, even clumsily, like a neigh- 
bor talking over a back fence. The 
audience loved it, just as they loved 
the heavy-handed, bar-boogie stomp 
of her seven-piece band. 

And why not? From nobody to 
dreamgirl has always been Summer’s 
musical theme. It underlies 
“MacArthur Park,” “Last Dance,” and 
“On the Radio,” and it forms the cen- 
tral idea of 1977’s Once upon a Time, 
her completest CD and most personal 
musical statement. And there’s no 
place better for Summer to be her 
chunky, ordinary self with a stardom 
trophy than in Boston, the city she 
grew up in. Certainly the relaxed sin- 
cerity of her BankBoston Pavilion 
concert flattered her better than the 
uptight perfectionism she sought and 
failed to reach during her last Boston 
appearance, three years ago at 
Harborlights. Then, Summer still saw 
herself as a pop star seeking hits. This 
time she sought nothing but her old, 
commonplace self whose dreams kept 
on coming true. It was a_ perfect 
match with an audience just as com- 
monplace, and just as dreaming, as 
Summer remains at age 52.

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Red House Painters’ Retrospective | 
BY IVAN KREILKAMP The Red House Painters are 


blatantly pretentious, asking to be taken seriously or not at all. 
First of all, who’s red, the painters or the house? Then there’s 


the confusion surrounding the two sound, as at the end of “Katy Song,” when 
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homonymous albums — one a double! — 
released five months apart in 1993 on 
4AD. Who had the time to figure out what 
that was all about? Sure, one’s the “Roller 
Coaster” album, one’s the “Bridge” album 
— whatever you say, Mr. Mysterious Cult 
Artist. Lacking the critical support a band 
like this would need to get over, the Red 
House Painters — who, like many 4AD 
artists, have always been more popular in 
Europe than in the US — are little known 
here. Now Retrospective’s one CD of best 
hits and one of demos, live tracks, and 
outtakes — culled from the period 1992- 
1995, when the band recorded for 4AD — 
invite a new group 
of listeners to get 
inside songwriter 
Mark  Kozelek’s 
sad head. 

The Red House 
Painters released 
their first record, 
Down Colorful 
Hill, in 1992, when 
Kozelek was a kid 
from Ohio working 
as a night clerk in a 
San Francisco 
hotel. One imag- 
ines him quietly 
playing tapes of 
Mark Eitzel’s 
American Music 
Club, Nick Drake, 
Leonard Cohen, 
Joy Division, Big 
Star’s Third, and 
Neil Young ballads 
on a cheap tape 
deck as the left- 
overs of San 
Francisco nightlife 
pass by his desk. 
He collects and 
hands out room 
keys without a 
word, intensely 


a twangy, echoing guitar rises out of the 
mix to accompany a mournful chorus of 
wordless sing-along. 

The band’s music evokes intense nostal- 
gia — nostalgia for one’s own younger 
self. Take “New Jersey,” in which Mack, 
bassist Jerry Vessel, and drummer Anthony 
Koutsos establish a simple strum pattern 
with a hint of Neil Young’s anthemic guitar 
power. Kozelek sings about “an American 
girl, red-headed, eyes blank, living in a 
freckle on the face of the world.”

human connection. 

But Kozelek him- 

self claims that he’d never heard of arty 
types like Cohen and Drake (he admits to 
Neil Young), that he was just a Midwestern 
boy grooving on Cat Stevens ballads.

Whatever the case, Kozelek’s music aspires 
to, and sometimes achieves, the late-night- 
of-the-soul beauty of Cohen and Drake.

The 
second CD’s odds and sods have Kozelek 
alone with a guitar and sounding every bit 
the Cat Stevens fan — a role that suits him 
well. He’s best singing over simple music, 
establishing an incantatory, intimate mood 
with language and delicate washes of guitar 
(the latter from the now-departed Gordon 


but you’re as good as dead,” Kozelek sings 
with more compassion than aggression. He 
stretches out “dead” into several syllables 
and adds, “New Jersey ain’t the whole 
world.” 

Is Kozelek offering consolation? Advice 
for someone who feels trapped? As he 
approaches the chorus, he seems to be 
speaking in the voice of that girl, reaching 
out to someone who’s managed to get out 
of New Jersey, or maybe just out of her 
own private New Jersey: “Don’t you leave 
me out here too long. Will you bring me 
out there too?” Here and elsewhere, he 
seems obsessed with the distance between 
the small town and the big city (San 
Francisco, LA, London), where childhood 
memories of roller coasters, summer dress- 
es, and teenage heavy-metal haircuts start 
to seem precious and deep in the past.

Images of California 


Two weeks after I moved back to California last month, I heard 
Dave Alvin sing “California Snow” for the first time. The song, 
which is on Alvin’s most recent album, Blackjack David 


(Hightone), is told through the eyes of a 39- 
year-old border-patrol agent who’s left his ex- 
wife and two kids and is spending his days 
looking for illegals in “the mountains east of E] 
Cajon/North of the Tecate line.” His own 
unhappiness gets projected onto the nameless 
Mexicans he chases after. Don’t they know, as 
he does, that there’s no such thing as the 
California Dream? Don’t they know that “the 
California summer sun can burn right through 
your soul,” that “in the winter you can freeze to 
death in the California snow”? 

By the song’s end, he finds a man and 
woman frozen in a ditch 
below the highway. They 
become two of many 
“ghosts that haunt the 
California snow” and he 
knows that, in a different 
way, he’s one too, that 
there’s always the chance 
that any of us who live 
here, any of us who mis- 
take the reality for the 
dream, the payoff for the promise, might 
also become one. This has long been the risk 
of living in a state built on myth and boost- 
erism and invented through the sale of hope, 
optimism, and health. 

Alvin wrote the song with Tom Russell, 
who on a 1994 tribute to Merle Haggard 
sang another ode to California ghosts, 
“Tulare Dust,” Haggard’s chronicle of a 
struggling farmworker family living with 
dust and sand from the dried-up bed of 
Tulare Lake caked into their noses. The dec- 
imated lakes of the San Joaquin Valley and 
the labor camps that sprinkled the sur- 
rounding plains of dwindling agricultural 
grace were prime Haggard territory in the 
70s. The son of westward Okie dreamers, 
Haggard grew up in a railroad car in 
Oildale, a one-time oil boom town near 
Bakersfield. 

As seen in Robert Dawson’s 1991 aerial 
shot that crops up halfway through Farewell, 
Promised Land: Waking from the California 
Dream (UC Press) — the new words-and- 
images document of Golden State eco- 
unraveling from Dawson and writer Gray 
Brechin — Haggard’s home town is a deso- 
late, zigzag plane of diagonal dirt roads lined 
with abandoned oil derricks, refineries, and 
electric poles. The Tulare dust he sang about 
is also captured in one of the book’s most 
unforgettable images: a lone billboard pro- 
moting the benefits of farm water in the 
middle of the parched Tulare lake bed. For 
Dawson and Brechin, Tulare, Oildale, and 
Alvin’s Inland Empire turf are California’s 
true capitals, environmentally wasted monu-

ments to spoiled human wishes that offer 
prophetic glimpses of the state’s true unsus- 
tainable future. 

Like Alvin’s border drifter looking for 
ghosts that the rest of the world chooses not 
to see, Dawson’s photographs are meant to 
capture histories of vanishing and emptiness 
that so many of us have closed our eyes to — 
images of absence and disappearance that 
make us visualize what is no longer there. 
Instead of the jungles, lagoons, fish, wildlife, 
and Indians that he wants us to see, Dawson 
shows us what has wiped them all out: a dev- 
astating and depressing 
post—Gold Rush parade of 
new housing subdivisions, 
steamrolling smog clouds, 
population explosions, 
toxified neighborhoods, 
and coyotes skewered by 
barbed-wire fences that 
mince public lands into 
private commodities. 
Brechin agrees with Alvin 

about the ghosts (though he focuses more on 
slaughtered Yahi and Pomo Indians than on 
undocumented Mexican workers) but 
believes that all of California is haunted. 
“Some places have drunk up so much pain,” 
he writes, “that they never give it up.” 

The pain produces telling visual juxtapo- 
sitions. A vintage San Jose farmhouse has a 
freeway running through its backyard. A 
monument to a Mojave mining mule team 
blocks the view of a KFC. A Father Junipero 
Serra statue points down on evening traffic 
clogging Highway 280. Like Alvin and 
Haggard, Brechin and Dawson won't let us 
forget the price of promised-land ideology. 
Contaminated fish, refinery backyards, and 
earthquakes don’t stop settlements of pool- 
and-lawn homes from being pasted into a 
rolling hillside of nothingness. That is, for 
every age of destruction, there is another age 
of development, and California keeps adver- 
tising the sunshine-and-oranges beauty it 
never could actually afford. 

I used to listen to Lyle Lovett’s “LA 
County” whenever I flew into Los Angeles. 
“The lights of LA County,” he’d sing as I 
looked out the window at the sprawling, 
luminescent grid of flashing green and white 
lights, “shone like diamonds in the sky.” 
After experiencing Farewell, Promised Land, 

I wonder whether those jewels of megawatt 
light, that “electrified paradise” as imagineer 
Henry Edwards Huntington boasted of it at 
the turn of the century, will ever look the 
same to me again. Now that I know how 
much darkness — and how much dust and 
how many ghosts — the light can bring. & 
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They are going to be huge

Musical technology doesn’t really get fun until people fig- 
ure out how to take advantage when it goes wrong. Electric 
guitars got a lot more interesting when feedback became a 


noise anyway, he “stretches and rubs” 
every timbre he can isolate within the song, 
then throws in a few minutes of sputtering 
drums and marimbas to finish it off. 
Other artists would rather exploit the 
skip’s nastier side. The Swedish/Austrian 
duo Rehberg & Bauer center their work on 
mechanical errors, getting their source 
sounds from “broken DAT tapes, personal 
mistakes and total machine failure.” Their 
first album, Fasst (Touch), played with the 
idea that most digital audio mistakes were 
somehow cyclical, and 
therefore as steady a 
rhythm as one could want 


to hear. Their new Ballit 
(Touch) plays up the 
more chaotic side of 


computer errors, the kind 
that spit reams of garbage 
data or deform rhythms 
that are supposed to be 
metronomic into garbled 
lurches. The pieces are generally simple — 
they use only a few frail, piercing timbres at 
a time, and a little bit of sputtering digital 
crackle — but they keep playing chicken 
with a regular beat, choking at the last 
moment on a gob of unpredictable noise. 
The most extreme use of damaged per- 
sonal audio technology, though, belongs to 
the San Diego/San Francisco collective 
Disc. Miguel Depedro, a contributor to the 
project who also records solo as Kid-606, 
says he started listening to skipping CDs for 
fun years ago. “I didn’t really think much of 
it at first, but soon I began to think that it 
was truly magical, and that it was this

“Sherman Stars”

disciples on the stage of Jordan Hall. But 
Sherman’s dome is topped with an unusual 
bit of concert attire — a slouch hat — and 
the repertoire is equally unexpected: “As 
Time Goes By,” Bogart & Bergman’s 
“song” in Casablanca. Stranger still, the 
notes sound a little odd — as if 
Schoenberg had used this familiar tune to 
experiment with his 12-tone system. One 
of the Shermans’ former students, multi-

prize-winning Katharine Chi, cranes over 
Byun’s shoulder, dubiously eyeing the 
score. Another, Ning An, pretends to croon 
lounge-lizard-like into a handmike and 
smoke a cigarette. And lanky Christopher 
(“Kit”) Taylor grooves loosely upstage to 
the Shermans’ rib-tickling ivory-tickling 
(Sherman eventually divulges that it was 
Taylor who made the arrangement). 

Yes, it’s sum-sum-summertime at air-con- 
ditioned Jordan Hall, and this hilarious 
shtick was the concluding encore to the mar- 
velous opening concert of the New England 
Conservatory’s annual July in Jordan series. 

The preceding events were unusual too, 
though not quite so bizarre. It was a rare 
concert of music for two pianos. Such pro- 
grams used to be favorite parlor events in 
the 19th century, but I suspect one reason 
they fell out of favor is that the best of the 
two-piano repertoire is so hard to play. The 
staggeringly difficult synchronization is 
one complexity too many for just anyone to 
attempt these scores. 

The phenomenally gifted young musi- 
cians on this program titled “Sherman 
Stars” have all emerged from the work- 
shops of Sherman and Byun not as fledg- 
lings but as full-fledged artists. Each is a 
master technician, but each also has a pro- 
foundly poetic nature, a distinctively beau- 
tiful touch (at a time when so many young 
virtuosi don’t seem to care much about 
making beautiful sounds), and plenty of 
individual personality. No two sound alike 
— just as their mentors, Sherman and 
Byun, have unique identities. Even these 

young giants had their occasional moments 
of “splitting” notes, of coming down on the 
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same climactic chord maybe a split-second 
apart — but it didn’t matter after the won- 
ders that came before. 

The music consisted of a varied collec- 
tion of pieces mostly better known in their 
full orchestral versions, with all but one of 
these “reductions” made by their original 
composers. It was refreshing to hear 
George Gershwin’s An American in Paris 
ballet (1928) without its gimmicky honk- 
ing taxi horns (though the gimmicks are, of 
course, part of the essential charm of the 
orchestration). Some of the virtuosic solo 
passages for the first piano sound more like 
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got down and dirty in these sections. 

Gloria Chen, an NEC graduate originally 

from Taiwan and now working toward her 

master’s degree, delivered the more reces- 
sive part with cool aplomb. 

The biggest work was Stravinsky’s four- 
hand version of Le sacre du printemps, 
which includes some passages of music 
Stravinsky later cut from the full score. 
And impressive as NEC graduate Min Soo 
Sohn was in the secundo part, it was the 
astounding Christopher Taylor who stole 
the show, ranging from an otherworldly 
quietude for Stravinsky’s famous opening 
bassoon incantation (despite some ghostly 
tea-kettle whistling wafting through the 
hall from some unknown source) to foot- 
stomping, terrifying, but somehow also ele- 
gant rhythmic paroxysms. He and Sohn 
tore ferociously through Stravinsky’s 
“colossal and barbaric” octave doublings. 

I quote these adjectives from Taylor’s 
explanation that there were too many traf- 
fic jams when he and Sohn tried to play 
this as Stravinsky conceived it: for four 
hands on one piano — though maybe 
there’d have been an even greater balance if 
they were both playing the same keyboard 
(it would surely have been more fun to 
watch). Still, their uncanny combination of 
lightning and thunder was stunning. 

After intermission, 17-year-old Mi Jung 
Park and 16-year-old Hong Chun Youn 
(both still at the Walnut Hill School) daz- 
zled with Darius Milhaud’s needlepoint 
Scaramouche, a suite originally conceived 
for saxophone and orchestra but actually 
better known in this two-piano form. The 
third-movement “Brazileira,” a deliciously 
syncopated samba, brought down the 
house. But what didn’t? 

If you thought you’d heard it all, you’d 
have been wrong. After Milhaud, the pater- 
and-mater familias, Sherman and Byun, 
gave up their seats in the last row of the hall 
to take their place front and center for a 
hauntingly seductive, eerily ethereal perfor- 
mance of Debussy’s later two-piano 
arrangement of his early orchestral master- 
piece Prélude a l’aprés-midi d’un faune. 
Byun supplied the erotic tenderness, espe- 
cially in that sinuously descending opening 
solo, and Sherman the rhythm of aching 
passion. They made you hear Debussy’s 
scintillating harmonic invention more 
clearly than most orchestras do. 

Seated facing Byun at the second piano, 
Sherman never took his eyes off her. 
During the cheers that followed, Sherman 
crossed the stage, heading for Byun with a 
gleam in his eye and his forefingers point- 
ing satyr-like up from his ears — this 
satyr-ical display of affection all the more 
delightfully irreverent after the evocative 
intensity of the performance. 

The official program ended with Leonard

Bernstein’s brilliant two-piano 
arrangement of Aaron Copland’s 
devilishly jaunty El Salén México 
played with hair-raising accuracy 
and tilted charm by two of the 
Shermans’ most mature and 
accomplished offshoots, Katharine 
Chi and Haesun Paik, who then 
returned for the first encore, 
Brahms’s heavenly A-flat Waltz, 
Opus 39, which glistened with radi- 
ance at their lovingly slow tempo. 
Thank goodness for summer. 


THE JULY IN JORDAN pro- 
grams covered quite a range, 
from the great Borromeo String 
Quartet (“and friends,” including 
Laurence Lesser, July in Jordan’s 
artistic director) playing Brahms 
and Shostakovich to evenings 
with fiddler Mark O’Connor and 
folksinger Arlo Guthrie. The only 
other program I could get to was 
a Mozart concert on period 
instruments, presented by the 
Handel & Haydn Society in asso- 
ciation with Aston Magna, the 


oldest summer festival in this 
country devoted to historically 
authentic performances of 17th- 
and 18th-century music, and now 
celebrating its 27th season in the 
Berkshires. 

It was, of course, a perfect 
summer night’s program, begin- 
ning with Mozart’s most famous 
serenade, Eine kleine 
Nachtmusik, K.525, in Mozart’s 
own chamber version for string 
quintet. The almost whispery 
softness of the Baroque strings 


provided a welcome freshness of 


sound for this almost too familiar 
music. The current Aston Magna 
director, violinist Daniel Stepner 
(in Boston proper probably better 
known for his work in the Lydian 
Quartet and the Boston Museum 
Trio), was joined by violinist 
Nancy Wilson, violist David 
Miller, cellist Loretta O’Sullivan, 
and double-bassist Anne Trout, 
and they managed to take the 
music seriously while keeping it 
consistently spirited and buoyant. 

The opening movement had 
some of the dash and bustle of the 
Figaro Overture. The midsection 
of the slow movement could have 
been Schubert’s inspiration for 
his ceaselessly flowing “Auf dem 
Wasser zu singen” (“Singing on 
the Water”). These players actual- 
ly “spoke” to each other, echoing 
each other, playing follow-the- 
leader without missing a beat. It’s 
called “ensemble playing,” and 
it’s a rare pleasure. More extreme 
— or at least more defined — 
contrasts in tempo from move- 
ment to movement, though, 
might have given the entire piece 
more direction, made it even 
more shapely. 

The second piece was no less 


authentic but even more unusual 
in its chamber form: Mozart’s E- 
flat Piano Concerto No. 14, 
K.449 — an enchanting and 
intimate work that was a partic- 
ular favorite of Rudolf Serkin 
earlier in this century. The mer- 
curial and imaginative perfor- 
mance on fortepiano by John 
Gibbons (Stepner’s long-time 
colleague in the Museum Trio) 
couldn’t have been less like 
Serkin’s austerity. Yet even with 
only four accompanying strings, 
the piece still sounded more like 
a piano concerto than a piano 


quintet. There was a kind of 


grandeur in the midst of this 
intimacy. The shadowy piano 
writing along with the bravura 
kept you in a state of continual 
surprise. It was one of Gibbons’s 
most compelling and varied per- 
formances and an utterly fasci- 
nating experiment. 


The last piece was one of 


Mozart’s greatest chamber works, 
the sublime Clarinet Quintet, 
K.581, dating from just a little 
more than two years before his 
death. Mozart composed it for a 
charity concert for the widows 
and orphans of musicians, and as 
in the wind music in Cosi fan 
tutte, which he began working on 
only a few months later, the 
strands of joy and sadness are 
inextricably interwoven. 

One particular treat of this per- 
formance was the dappled nature 
of the ensemble. David Miller had 
an especially colorful viola solo in 
the quasi- Hebraic variation in the 
finale. Loretta O’Sullivan was 
probably the most eloquent con- 
versationalist in her responses to 
the other instruments. 

But no question, the center of 


It’s just so wrong to 
see it sitting still. 
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this piece is the clarinet, especially 
with Eric Hoeprich (principal clar- 
inet of the renowned Orchestra of 
the 18th Century and a founding 
member of the chamber group 
NACHTMUSIQUE) playing the 
velvety basset clarinet. The instru- 
ment looks like a very long pipe, 
with a little extension sticking per- 
pendicularly out at the bottom as if 
for tobacco; it was perfected by 
Mozart's friend Anton Stadler, for 
whom Mozart composed all his 
major works for clarinet. Hoeprich 
is a glorious player. One ached for 
the return of that sound after each 
absence of it (in the first move- 
ment, the repeat of the first clar- 
inet theme was heartstopping). 
His breath control is astonishing. 
And his phrasing is both elegant 
and dramatic: each phrase always 
goes somewhere, builds up to 
something. 

For all the satisfactions of this 
performance, though, as a whole 
it lacked the poignance I can hear 
on some of my favorite record- 
ings — especially the one with 
Reginald Kell and the 
Philharmonia Quartet (Henry 
Holst on violin, the great 
Anthony Pini on cello — it’s been 
released on Testament). I think 
this poignance derives from a 
quintessential innocence, an 
almost childlike openness to a 
mixture of the deepest feelings. | 
admit that my expectations for 
the Clarinet Quintet are extreme- 
ly high. I want to be devastated 
by it, dissolved. At Jordan Hall, I 
was delighted, but I wasn’t dev- 
astated. Not that devastation is a 
primary necessity for a summer 
concert. And short of devasta- 
tion, splendid and refreshing 
entertainment will do. ® 
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IT’S 1993: Cake Like resemble no one so much as the Breeders. 


** 1/2 Cake Like, GOODBYE, SO 
WHAT (Vapor). Sweet, messy, 
fragile — they're Cake Like all right 
The all-female trio known for their 
latter-day punk/DIY success story 
— they picked up their boyfriends’ 
instruments on a whim, banged out 
postpunk as if they'd invented it 
themselves, and had barely learned 
how to play when they were discov- 
ered and signed by John Zorn — 
have acquired some inevitable pol- 
ish over six years and three records 
but are no less endearing for their 
mix of trailer-park kitsch and down- 
town Manhattan irony. Singer Kerri 
Kenney can’t quite balance the sar- 
casm with the earnestness her 
music requires (she’s better-known 
for her TV sketch-comedy work on 
The State and Viva Variety), but as 
a comic, she does know timing. The 
CD's 12 tunes clock in at a punklike 
33:35; they're more ideas for songs 
than songs, and when they run out, 
Cake Like know when to stop. With 
Jody Seifert’s shambling drums, 
Nina Hellman’s feedback-squealing 
guitars, and Kenney’s nimble fuz- 
ztone bass and _ whisper-to-a- 
scream vocals (backed by sugary 
la-la harmonies from her band- 
mates), Cake Like resemble no one 
so much as the Breeders (remem- 
ber them?). In 1993, this album 
would have sounded like genius; 
now, it’s merely an almost classical- 
sounding noise-pop record.

**xx Spain, SHE HAUNTS MY 
DREAMS (Restless). This trio's 
second album of songs for star- 
crossed lovers is definitive mope 
rock — tortoise-paced with bur- 
dened-shouldered singing and 
lyrics along the lines of “I couldn't 
leave her if | tried/For | have 
touched her deep inside/Why can’t 
these people understand/Why | am 
so sad, so sad.”

* * 1/2 To Rococo Rot, THE AMA- 
TEUR VIEW (Mute). Among the 
many electronic-minded Germans 
cruising the musical autobahn in the 
post-Kraftwerk landscape, To 
Rococo Rot offer the smoothest 
ride. The artful Berlin trio’s two full- 
lengths and an EP (which are about 
as easy to find stateside as authen- 
tic sauerbraten) spread out subtly 


melodic backdrops sprinkled over 
with resonant notes — a sort of 
Teutonic precursor to the similar- 
minded French duo Air. 

The Amateur View rides in the 
same stylistic lane, but To Rococo 
Rot’s new compositions sound slug- 
gish whenever it’s time to acceler- 
ate. “Tomorrow” stacks up sounds 
one by one, starting with a mechan- 
ical drumbeat, then flowering into a 
collection of loops and buzzing syn- 
thetic wisps that spiral lackadaisi- 
cally. If the track’s meant to evoke 
procrastination — as in, “I'll do it 
tomorrow and spend the rest of 
today plodding” — then it’s brilliant 
in a way. But like many of the other 
pieces here, it lacks dynamism. Still, 
the disc maintains a steely and 
maybe even naturalistic surface 
akin to Eno’s Another Green World, 
yielding to the occasional pop 
melody when necessary. In the 
three-minute “Cars,” To Rococo Rot 
parade eiectronic minimalism’s 
charms, erecting a memorable little 
tune out of overlapping two- and 
three-note beats and intersecting 
guitar and keyboard parts. It's a 
non-vocal cousin of Trio’s cult hit 
cum Volkswagen commercial “Da 
Da Da,” and a reminder of the 
Germans ability to tiptoe on the fine 
line between high art and pop 
cultcha.

** David Thomas and the Pale 
Orchestra, MIRROR MAN: ACT 
ONE: JACK & THE GENERAL 
(Cooking Vinyl import). In a more 
perfect world, every Cuyahoga 
County schoolkid would know that 
Cleveland native David Thomas is 
the eccentric leader of Pere Ubu, 
the most inspired and original post- 
punk band ever to come out of 
northeast Ohio. Their late-’70s cat- 
erwaul was as definitive of that post- 
industrial wasteland as Jim 
Jarmusch’s deader-than-deadpan 
movies or Harvey Pekar’s down- 
but-never-out comics. By 1985, 
however, the world’s continued 
imperfection led Thomas to move to 
England, the green and pleasant 
retirement home of all frustrated art- 
rockers. Although he has since 
revived Pere Ubu, this behemoth 
‘solo” album is a tribute to and from 
his foreign hosts, commissioned for 
a four-day London festival entitled 
“David Thomas: Disastrodome!” 
and recorded live at that 1998 cele- 
bration 

Mirror Man serves up a modulat- 
ing but unbroken tone poem in 
which seven different “singers” step 
forward in rotation to recite new 
pieces or highly modified versions 
of recent Ubu compositions. Behind 
them, a six-member band supply 
slow, undulating waves of simple 
chord changes electronically dis- 
torted into strange timbres. Thomas 
does well by his one featured lead 
in “Nowheresville,” and Linda 
Thompson throws a loose Western 
swagger into her comely British 
accent, but many others just over- 
emote, underscoring the occasional 
clumsiness of the poetry and 
reminding you that better examples 
of this stuff abound, from Allen

*xx*x Add N to (X), AVANT HARD 
(Mute). Add N to (X) are a London 
synth trio (augmented by two drum- 
mers) who have a penchant for 
antique analog synthesizers. In 
recent years, myriad artists have 
embraced the vintage sound of 
analog to create everything from 
bubbly pop (Stereolab) to feedback- 
drenched drones (Swirlies) to tex- 
tural instrumentals (Tortoise). The 
best moments on Avant Hard, Add 
N to (X)’s third CD, come when the 
band combine all three approaches, 
composing largely instrumental 
songs with pop structures and 
lengths while overloading their 
synths to provide noise and texture. 
“Robot New York,” for example, lay- 
ers a coruscating synth melody 
over a repetitive rhythmic figure. 
“Metal Fingers in My Body” is an 
insistently catchy headbanging key- 
board exercise with a _ robotic 
vocoder vocal. 

Too often, though, Add N to (X) 
merely experiment with sound 
effects. “Barry 7’s Contraption,” 
which amounts to electronic carni- 
val music, and “Ann’s Everready 
Equestrian.” a formless blend of 
dreary organs and what sound like 
galloping horses, may be interest- 
ing as art projects. But as songs 
they have little to offer. 


*x%*x John Blair Party, VOLUME 
1: DJ DAVID KNAPP (Logic). At 
present, John Blair is New York 
City’s hottest club-life event promot- 


er, and DJ David Knapp, Blairs first 
presentation on CD, is fast becom 
ing a major house-music spinner. If 
his live DJing is anything like the 
flamboyant screaming diva music 
luscious beats, and high-stepping 
synthesizer bursts he programs in 
these 12 tracks, then he merits this 
reputation. Knapp is an uncompro 
mising house stylist; electronica 
trip-hop, and alterna-rock fans get 
no chance at all amid his disco hap- 
piness.

London- 
based collective the Herbaliser 
stand out from their peers on 
London's Ninja Tune label because 
along with turntable wizardry they 
regularly employ MCs, horn riffs, 
and live bass.

DJ Kicks, a sum- 
mer-cocktail compilation of works 
by Corporation-approved acts and 
the men themselves, represents 
what a typical martini-soaked night 
in DC’s 18th Street Global Lounge 
might sound like, ambient lulls and 
all.

A worn, faintly 
crimson violin goes up for auction 
in Switzerland — the legendary, 
long-lost “Red Violin” made by the 
master craftsman Nicolo Busotti 
(Carlo Cecchi) in the late 17th cen- 
tury (this is all fictitious), and in the 
tense minutes as the bidders 
scramble to possess it, the history 
and the peregrinations of the object 
they covet unfolds in flashbacks, 
including the tragicomedy of a 19th- 
century orphan child prodigy with a 
weak heart and the chilling travails 
of those trying to preserve the violin 
from the Red Brigades during the 
Chinese Cultural Revolution.

The story is an unmythic 
tale of trade routes and tax dis- 
putes, with Jedi knight Qui-Gon 
Jinn (Liam Neeson, more dispirited 
than detached) and his apprentice 
Obi-Wan Kenobi (Ewan McGregor 
as the younger Alec Guinness, 
more sour than tart) sent to rescue 
kabuki-coiffed Queen Amidala 
(Natalie Portman, lost in ornate 
costumes) from the nasty Trade 
Federation. Naturally their escape

All this leads 
to a climactic confrontation with bad 
guy Darth Maul (Ray Park, whose 
red-and-black-patterned face and 
horns make him look like Satan or 
a cheap carpet). in the first trilogy, 
the Force had the pull of the Dark 
Side — the enigmatic charisma of 
Vader, the Oedipal ambiguity of 
Luke's lineage. Here, the dark side 
is the down side. The movie has no 
heart, dark or otherwise, only state- 
of-the-art accouterments. Cheri

(1951). Working from a Patricia 
Highsmith novel, Hitchcock fash- 
ioned one of his most satisfying 
films, the story of a professional 
tennis player (Farley Granger) 
enmeshed in the murderous 
schemes of a sweet-talking psy- 
chopath (Robert Walker).

Spike Lee had a bold, provocative 
idea — how David Berkowitz’'s 
1977 rampage in blue-collar neigh- 
borhoods of Queens and the Bronx 
instigated and illuminated the intol- 
erance and violence underlying 
those communities. But his treat- 
ment is at best a rehash of Martin 
Scorsese’s Mean Streets and Taxi 
Driver. He almost succeeds in 
drawing a parallel between 
Berkowitz, who blamed his crimes 
on Satanic messages from his 
neighbor's dog, and his characters 
who seek out scapegoats for their 
own vices. If only the director's writ- 
ing were as effective as 
Berkowitz’s: the letters the killer 
sent to the police and the media 
provide some of the film’s creepiest 
moments. Despite an ending that 
evokes some of the power of Do 
the Right Thing, Summer of Sam is 
way off target.

Disney 
finally gets around to the primal 
myth of the titled noble, Lord 
Greystoke, who is also a beast, a 
hunter, a provider, a protector in a 
savage, post-Darwinian world, our 
link to the apes from which we 
descended. Like Edgar Rice 
Burroughs’s original, this Tarzan 
(Tony Goldwyn) moves like a gorilla 
(with some skate- and surfboard 
moves thrown in) but thinks like a 
man. Glenn Close voices his gorilla 
mother with grace and tenderness; 
Minnie Driver gives us a Sly, ani- 
mal-loving, Julie Andrews sort of 
Jane; Rosie O'Donnell provides 
wisecracking contemporaneity and 
a mean mohawk as young Tarzan’s 
best gorilla pal; and Brian Blessed 
is the evil jungle guide (he wants to 
capture and sell gorillas) whom 
Tarzan of course defeats.
